in BURDWAN. 

EXTRACTS of BENGAL REVENUE CONSULTATTONS, 13* February, 1778, 

T HE Governor General lays before the Board the following Addrefs and Propofal Eoew 
M r* Frazer: 

To the Honourable Warren Haftjuga* Efqutre, Governor General, &c- Ctitmnk of Revenue* 
Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

The pools ami Isaaks in the diftrift of Bitrdwin being in many places broken down, and In general 
in great want of repair, J beg leave to fubmit to your Honourable Board the following propdlls for 
iniSng the new banks that may be required, and repairing the preterit pools. 

I will engage to put them in a thorough ftatfc of repair before the enftsiftg rains, for the flim of ohc 
lack arid twenty thou fond ficca rupees \ 1,20,000) to be paid to me by the Provincial Council of 
Burdwan, at the following periods; 

One half immediately on the contract being figned. 

One quarter in the month of March, 

And the remaining quarter in ApriL 

Where the old pools hire been broken down and wafhed away, or where the courfe of the rivers 
may have rendered new pools neceflary, I will engage to raiie them without incurring any further 
charge to the Honourable Company* 

That if it lhall be agreeable to the Honourable Board to extend the contra*# beyond the prefent 
year, I wifi engage to keep the Bunds in a ftate «f thorough repair during the fecond year, for the fum 
of eighty thoufand ficca rupees (80,000) to be paid to me as follows; 

One quarter in November 177B- 

One ditto In December. 

One ditto hi January 1779. 

One ditto in February. 

I fhall give fuch fufficieiu fccurity as the Honourable Board may require for the due performance 
of my engagements. 

If thefe propofols fhould in general meet with your approbation, I fhall be very ready to fubmit to 
fuch further reftri£Bons or regulations as you may think ueccfFary for compacting the work in the mofo 
lubftantial manner*

thefavDur ofwsceiviiig, as (bon as conveniently may be, your orders for beginning the work immedi¬ 
ately ; and that you will be pleafed to diredt the Council at Burdwan, to give orders to the Superln- 
tcsidant of the pools," and die proper officers in tire country, to point out fuch banks as are firft to be 
began upon, and to-afford trie every reafonable afliftance.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, - - , 

In our letter of the 15th November, we add reffed you on the ntbject of the Poolbundy of this pro¬ 
vince, and tran(blitted to you copy of a letter from Mr. Dyncly, together with a reprefentation from 
Brijoe Kiflbrc Rov, corroborating our reprefentations'.of the neceffityof not only a fpeedy, beta very 
fubftantial repair being made ; wc- alio informed you tlrat Mr. Kinloch, the fuperintendant oF Pool¬ 
bundy repairs, was at that time directed to proceed into the Purgunnahs, and to infpeCl the condition 
of the Bunds, and to afeertain, in the moft corre& manner he could,' the ex pence which-would necef- 
farily be required for the repair of the prefent feafon. That gentleman being now returned, has deli¬ 
vered to us a report of the condition in which he found the fevered Bunds, and has accompanied it 
with an eftimate of the expcnce, which lie deems requisite to he di four fed for the abfolute defence of 
the province, from the inundations which may happen in the courfe of the enfuing rainy ftafon. Wc 
have the honour to indole you a copy of his report and eftimate, togethei witlr a tramlate of a 
forthv -reprefentation made to us by Erijtm Kiftore Rqy on. the fubjett. The .information which 
Vlf. Kinloch has given us, we are well perfoaded is from a very accurate and diligent Purvey of the 
ievcral Bunds ; and, from his report, wc do not hefitate to fay, that a fpeedy and. fobftaruiai repair of 
the whole Bunds of the province is a matter of the moft furious attention ; as, either by a delay in 
prompting this tie cellar y work, or by its being performed in the fupcrfidal manner of the twp laft 
years,i (ubjeiibs the country to inundations, which may caufe a lofs of hall die 1 even tie of theft Pur- 
'Tunnahs. We arc ourfelves fully convinced of the high importance of this work, arid of the ncceffity 
of its being executed in the moft effiaftual manner, and deem ourfelves bound in duty to reprefent it to 
vou fo forcibly, that your determination may be as fpeedy as poffible. 

The eftimate which Mr. Kinloch bus given to ils may appear to you very high, comparatively with 
the charges of Poolbundy for the iaft two years ; but as we have the fulleft proofs of the fom which 
was allowed for thefe years being very inadequate to the extent of the works, and equally well con¬ 
vinced,-that even that fum has been either ndt applied to the work at ail,or done fovery mjuffieioufty, 
that the Bunds arc in no degree benefit ted by it, we cannot but be very earned in ourrequeft, that the 
rh-ime be admitted as (bated by Mr. Kinloch, and that the moft effectual reftraints be put upon thole 
whom you lhall be pleafed to erttruft with the difburfement of it, that the fum be duly and faithfully, 
applied for the purpofes for which it is granted'; and hare we cannot but exprefs our worft opinion Ot 
tue fidelity of the Darogahs who have been employed for the laft two feafor-s, and impute to their neg¬ 
lect^ the ncceffity to which government is reduced of incurrng fo very heavy an expence, which how- 
ever, if difburfed as we have' recommended, the charge will in future fcafons be greatly reduced, as after 
one thorough and effectual repair, we conceive a fmall annual expence will be fufficient to keep the 
Bunds up, and prevent their going to decay.

Governor General,— I move that .the offers made by Mr* Frafer be accepted ; and that a contract 
be granted him for keeping the Poolbundy of Burdwan in repair, on the terms Jpecified by him, for 
the prefent year, and the next enfufog j and that the Commiffioner of Law Suits be directed to caufe 
the proper inftruments to be prepared hi the legal form, being furniihed with the above propofd, and 
fuch other copies of the records of tilts department, as maybe requifitc to complete them* 

Mr, Francis.—The managers on the part of the Rajah, undertook to keep the pools m repair for 
the fum of 25,000 rupees per annum, Ff the work was not properly attended to, and performed 
by them, it was the duty of the Burdwan Council to inform us of fuch negledl, at the periods when 
it might have been in oitr power to have made timely provifions againft the confluences of it. They' 
ought to have font out Au-mcens, from rime to time, to infpet^ the (fate of the Bunds, and report it to 
them* Their fupermtendant, Mr* Kinlpch, mould at lea ft not have waited till the rains of the 
fecond year were over, before he made his report of the ftate of the Bunds. Mr, Thomfon, in 1775, 
propofod to perform this work for 60,000 rupees per annum, for nine years ; the prelent propofol is 
for a lack and twenty thoufand for the iff year, and 80,000 for the fecond. Admitting that foe Bunds 
may have fo.derod fame extraordinary damages in the laft year, ftill the difference between this and the 
other propofol is fo exorbitant, that f cannot think it right to agree to it, Specially as there is no efti- 
mate of particulars before us to guide the judgment of the Board. Fn my opinion, the repairs of foe 
} 'oolbundy fhould be committed to the Rajah, or to foe perfbn who has the management of the col¬ 
lection!:, who might, with great eaie, be obliged to perform his engagements Jlriitly, if foe Burdwan 
Council attended to the buUnefs foemfelves, or obliged their foperintendant to make Cendant reports 
to tlierii of the ftatc and progrefs of the work. 

t 5 oVefnor General.—It fuited the temper of the feafon in which foe Rajah made his propofols to 
tnake sAi offer for repairing the Poollmndy, fo much below the fum which had ever been expended 
in any 6 nt year for that fervice, ns to make all prior dtfburfements appear in a fufpected light by the 
contr.m. It is notorious, and it was well known at the time,'to every one in the leaft converfanc 
m this bu finds, that it was impoflihle to have kept the pools and dykes of that extensive country in 
repair, for fo fmall an annual fum as 25,000 rupees ; and in effect, the progrefs that could have been 
made in the work, by fo trifling an cxpence, would have been fo fmall, that the Rajah's offeers appear 
to have thought it not worth their while to lay out any money at ail upon the work ; wc have authen¬ 
tic evidence of its having been totally neglected, yet 1 am of opinion that a much (malic r film would 
iU\ r v thm fufficed than that which is now propofed for the repairs of the pref&nt ear, ftnee this is an 
accumulating charge, which, from the nature ol jr, will annually grow upon fuch year's negleit. The

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.leach whfch- 50 rtrew" wight have tittiiM when it was fivfl Rftwrewdi wffi, after the eloft of -one 
rainy fcaforu and the continued paffige of aw impetuous- tide through it, require an cxpcnce of more 
than i 00 rupees, Mr. Thomfon’s propofols, Including a long term of 9 years, for the equal warfy 
turn of 60,000, which I think greatly exceeds the proportionate amount ot the prefont propofals, be- 
caitfe theft are to etfe-fln complete repair, which can hardly be conductd us one fea-fon, and the fubfc- 
Maent expense will he but trifling. A 1 mean to confine my wn obiervattons to the qudhon, 1 muflr 
tee leave to decline offering my remark* upon the conduct of the Council of Burdwan, in fuficring* 
(if they have fuflhrcd) the Bunds to run into decay through their neglecl or inattention.

of any one inflance of o(Hmates having been delivered, and the expencc kept within them. 


Refolvcd, That Mr. Frafer’s propofols fo ' keeping in repair the Poolbundy of Burdwan, be accepted 
for this year, and the next enfuing ; and that th Commiffioner of Law Suit, be diredled to caufe the 
proper inflrumcnts to be prepared in legal form. 


EXTRACT of BENGAL REVENUE CONSULTATIONS, 29th December, 1778. 

R E A D the following letter from Mr- Frafer, the Contractor for this repairs of the pools in 
Burdwau: 

'Eo the Honourable Warren Ha flings, Efquire, Governor General, Ac. Council of Revenue. 

Honourable Sir, anil Sirs, , , . .. 

Having completed the fir A year of the contrail which I entered into for repairing ana upholding 
tjic uools'and b.mks credteil for the defence of the Burdwan Province, 1 beg leave to lay before the 
Board, an account uf the Rate of FooRttftdjf; and to fcbmit, with the ob&mtfons mA propofols I 
hate to make, what appears necell'uy for fopporting thefe important works in future. 

T!‘:e Deig Bund, as It flnnds recorded upon the proceedings of die Burdwan Council, comprehends 
a tract of pools in length nearly 500 miles, which, from having been greatly ncgkfted for feme years, 
yas in fo ruinous a (late when i commenced my engagements, that in the pools of Burdah alone, the 
frft work I took in hand, 1 had 578 breaches to fill up. One half of them of confide fable extent; and 
although in the pools of the other Purgumahs, there was not fo many breaches, yet they were io much 
broken down by cattle, I could notori any terms whatever prevail upon any one of my agents to come 
under articles of agreement for finifliingrhe repairs of their refpeclive Rations within a limited time; 
fo much did theydclpair, a' the advanced feafon of the year when the work was begun, of being able to 
accentplifh what was neceflary to be done before the fettling in the rains. 

Under thefe difeouraging cireum(lances, I had only to refolve on fparing no expencc, or leaving 
untried any means which could poFibly contribute to forward the undertaking i had engaged to per¬ 
form ; which having accordingly put in execution, I was, in confcquence, fortunate enough to follow 
Rich mcafurcs, as in the end happily effected what at the beginning I had fo little pnjfpedt of fulfilling, 
in the (host time given me for that purpofe. 

Indcp; ndent of the- ftate in which I found the pools, I have on the following accounts been put to 
very great and unexpected charges, which do not commonly happen, by having a fecund repair to give 
to many of the pools, particularly the Tandy ones, the work of the firfl repair having heen wafhed away 
by the uncommon and unremitting violence of the rains, which continued for many days at their firifc 
t-tting in,5, together witli filling up the now breaches made by extraordinary torrents of wafer, which 
at that time came down from die hills, and overflowed a gre.it part of the province; and in fecuiing 
the foundation of die principal pools from being Tapped by this col huffed body of water, which could in 
no other way be eftefled than by ufing trees, with great quantities of bamboos, mats, draw, and other 
mate i.:ls, u> prevent the newauth thrown in from being carried away, all of them additional charges 
upon tiie eftimate I formed at giving in my propofals, and an expence which would not have been in¬ 
curred, lad Uifctaiw fit in, as ‘they generally do, with a moderation which gives time for their gradu¬ 
ally ailing upon, aiul fettling the new earth and fund—the only chance there is of a work of this 
uattire, exvaned in die dry iea&n, becoming fufBcirntly flrong to refill die force of currents, or to 
bear the weight of great bodies of water. 


Befides 
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Befides the infufficient manner In which the pools have of late years been repaired, the indent prac*| 
tice of erecting dobunds, a tfccd&ry fee ur tty againft inundation, on the failure of the old pools, has 
been altogether negledled, and the rivers have now in moil parts approached to near the old pools, that 
notwirhilanding they have been this year at a great expence repaired in iiich a manner as will, with the 
further repairs to be given the enfuing fcafon, fcuure them for two, or perhaps ttnee ycais foager, 
from failing into the rivers, yet it will be impotlible to prelem them long from that fate ; andunkft 
dob it nds, where neceffary to fupply the plac- of the old pools as they fail, are ready by the time 
there will be occasion for them, it will be impraaicahle to keep fomt of die PurgumBfos from being 
overflowed in the rainy feafons ; and of conlbquence, as the cultivation of tlir louthcrn Purgunnahs 
is wholly obtained by means of the pools, the crops in many places will be entirely loil, and the Lorn- 
pany thereby deprived of a great part of their revenue. 

In order therefore that dobmids may be ready by the time they will be wanted, their foundations 
ought to be laid immediately, and additional work railed upon that batis the next and following years, 
until they are completely tmilhed, becaufe new-railed earth taking a long time to fettle, fitch bunds 
do not, ill manv years, become fufflcicntly flrong to with Hand the torcc which currents gather m their 
rapid pro?refs from the hilly countries. If, on the contrary, thefc bunds of protection are not bufll 
before the old pools fail, they mull then be railed with fuch expenfive materials (to render them, if 
poiTible, of immediate ufe) that the charge of creeling them will be enormous, without any degree ot 
certainty that they will anfwcr the purpose for which they are creeled. 

The efficacy of the propofed precaution is therefore fo obvious, that it is aim oft unnecefthry to ob- 
ferve how much it would be the intereft of the Company to grant to every contractor, who engages 
to keep the pools in thorough repair, an annual allowance, to be by him appropriated for the foie pur 
pofe of building dobunds, a meafure which the fooner it is adopted, the more wd! the charge of that 
work, m the end, be diminifhed. 

It is well known that in the repairs bf the pools this year, accomplifhed to the general ftdsftdion 
of the farmers, every indulgence and affiltance has been afforded on my part, which the ryots flood m 
need of, for promoting the different branches ot cultivation ; and as mconreliable proof £ ’l the lu.- 
ficiency of the repairs, there is not an in fiance of the failure of, or a broach being made in, anv one 
of the pools during the (aft currents, and breaking up of the rams; but though they have thus (tom., 
as the bunds are the only roads for cattle, they are fubje£t to perpetual injuries from them, and have 
in fail been much injured by them, as well as weakened by tire alinolt unheard-oi torrents occanoncd 
by the lafi rainy feafon. 

In recompence of the unexpc£led charges I have been put to, and of the fatisfaaory concht fion of 
mv foil ycTs engagement, I have to fol.cit, and E hope the board Will be nleafed to grant me a 
SKation of my contrail for three years, in addition to my prefent term and that I may be allow- 
eJ fuch occafional advances, on account of the dobunds, as I may apply for to the Loaned at Buiu- 
that 1 each advance lhail not exceed the film of five thou&fld rupees; and as do not w*fh to 
make this a part of my contract, or to gain by it, I will, at the end ot each year, or when rhedohuuds 
fhaU be competed, deliver in to the Board an exact and faithful account of die monies expended on 
.the dobunds, veritied on oath; for I look only for profit from my cofttfact.

Rdolml, Tliat the confer of Mr, Frafcr, for keeping in repair die pools and banks of the Pro- 
ince of Burdwan, be prolonged tor three years, on the prefent terms, tliat is to fay, at eighty thou- 
land rupees per annum. 


Refolded further. That Mr. Frafer be permitted to make dobunds where he fhall judge them 
nccdlary, at the charge of government without any additional profit tohimfdf, and that his accounts 
of this charge be verified on oath.

Wiin having been re-drawn, rn eonfcquence of the daufes ordered to be added to it on the 29th

Mr-Francis.—I fign the contraflr, in compliance with the formal rdolutlon of the Board, but 
without departing from the opinion I have repeatedly oprdTed, of th£ incftkacy of fuch inftfuments, 
or admitting that 1 am pcrfonall^ bound by my fignatitre to make good the terms therein fpeeified* 
confideriilg that the grant contained in this, and fome other contracts lately given, docs not com¬ 
mence til] after a time at which the prefent government will cede to orift.

3. which now Hands to my credit upon the depolit books, to the Company’s j die fame 
being tte nmoufit of the feeond article of the account before adverted to : which will confequently 
reduce the amount which now appears due from the General Treafury for depofits. 

In cloftng this addrefs, I have but to allure the Honourable Board* that the Honourable Com¬ 
pany have had credit for every i*tha *rti dt and fum contained in the account be fore-mentioned.

Honourable Sirs, 

H AVING had occafion to difourfe from my own eafh many fums, for femces which, though 
required to enable me to execute the duties of my Ration, I have hitherto omitted to enter in my 
public accounts, and my own fortune being unequal to fo heavy a charge, I have revived to reim- 
buffe mvfclf in a mode the moft iuitable to the tkuatfon of your affairs, by charging the fame on my 
Durbar accounts of the prefect year, and crediting them by a fum privately received, and appro¬ 
priated to your ftrvice m the fame maimer with other fums received on account of the Honourable 
Company, and already carried to their account. 

The particulars of rhefe difburfemerits are Contained in the indofed accounts, No. i, a, j, *11^4* 
of which No. 5 is the abftradh 

I fhall fubjom a brief explanation of each. 

The fum of the account No, 1 is the difference between the allowance of 300 rupees a month* 
which was the cuftomary pay of the Governor^ Military Secretary, and that which £ allowed to Lieu** 
tenant Colonel Ironfide during the time that he a&cd in that capacity, on account of his fuperior 
rank. It was referred to your Honourable Court in one of die general letters of the year 1773 or 4; 
but I prefume that it was overlooked, in the preflurc of other more important matters which at that 
time occupied your attention. 

No. %y and 3, are explained in the accounts themfelm. 

No. 4 confifta of three fevera! kinds of charges, which I confefe to have been unauthorised, but 
which I humbly conceive neither to be of a private nature, nor unworthy fubjc£ts of the bounty of 
a great and riling ftate.-—The firft is i neon tolerable, confining chiefly i ri the fubfiftence of the Pun¬ 
dits, who were afieinbkd in Calcutta, and employed during two years in compiling the code of Hin¬ 
doo laws for your ufe. The fum allotted to them was, as I recoiled, one rupee per diem , a 
larger recompenoe was offered, but refufed ; nor would they receive this, but for their daily Nip¬ 
pon : they had indeed the promife of fomc public endowments for their colleges, which vet remain 
unperformed.—The fecond, is the amount of fundry monthly fabrics paid to fame of the mo)Y 
learned profeflbrs of the Mahomedan law, for Iran dating, from the Arabic into the Perfian tongue, 
a compendium of their law, called The Heduya, which is held in high dlkiutfoti* iftd part of a 
more voluminous work, which I could not profecute. Your Honourable Court is in poffefflon of a 
part of the Englifo verfion of Hcdap, made by Mr. James A nderfon, and a fubfequent part of the 
fame work has been lately tranflateJ by Mr. Hamilton. Thefc gentlemen arc both engaged in the 
completion of it, and arc both eminently qualified for it. It would exceed the due bounds of this 
letter, to expatiate on the utility of this work j yet I may be allowed to vindicate the expence of it 
by one fummary argument, which is, that while the Mahomedan Law is allowed to be the ibrvkid 
the criminal jurifprudence of your dominion, under the controui and infjie&ion of your Engiifh 
fervauts, it {bents indifpentUbly neceflitry that the judges of the courts ftiould have a more familiar 
guide for their proceedings than the books of the Arabic tongue, of which few have opportunities 
of attaining a competent knowledge; and as neceftary that your fervants Ihould polTefs the mean, 
of confoltlng the principles on which thofe judgments are founded, which, in their ultimate refort, 
ajid in extraordinary cafes, may fall within their immediate cognizance, and of the laws of which 
they an* the protc&ors, — The third charge, Is that of an academy, mftituted for the ftudyof 
the differant branches of the faiences taught in the Mahomedan fchools* After a trial of about 
two years, finding that it was likely to anfwer the end of its foftitution, I recommended to the 
Boanl, and obtained their confent, to pafs the fubfequent expence of the eft abli foment to the ac¬ 
count of tiie Company, and to ere& a building for the purpofe at ray own immediate coft, but for 
a Company’s intereft note granted me for the rcim bur feme at of it. It is almoft the only complete 
eftabli foment of the kind now exifting in India, although they were once in univerfal ufe, and the 
decayed remains of thefa fchools are "yet to be fecn in every capital town or city of Hindoftan 
and Decan. It has contributed to extend the credit of the Engiifh name, and to 1 often the pre¬ 
judices excited by the rapid growth of the Britifh dominion ; and it is a feminaty of the moil ufc/ut 
members of fociety. 

I humbly fubmit the propriety of cartyihg thefc expences to your account, by the confideration, 
tliat it was not poffible tor me to have been influenced, in incurring them, by any purpofe of my own 
intereft. Something, perhaps, may be attributed 10 the impulfc of pride, in die fliare which l 
Vol. U " /jj) C might 
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might hope to derive of a public benefaffion ; but certainly not to vanity cr ofteijtation, flnce I be¬ 
lieve it to be generally conceived, that the whole expence, 'of which thegreateft part is yet my own, 
has been already defrayed from the Trcafury of the Company. 

I will candidly corifcfs, that when 1 firft engaged, both in this and the preceding ex pence, I had 
no intention of* carrying it to the account of the Company. Improvident for myfelf, zealous for die 
honour of my country, and the credit and intereft of my employers, I feldom permitted my profits 
of futurity to enter into the view of my private concerns. In the imdifturbed exercife of the fa¬ 
culties which appertained to the active (eaftra of my life, I confined all my regards to my public 
character, and reckoned on a fund of years to come for its duration. The infirmities of life have 
ft nee ftio.ceded, and 1 have lately received more than one frvere warning to re rive from a fcene to 
which ray bodily ftrength is no longer equal, and threatens mp with a correfponding decay in what- 
ever powers of mind I once poflefled, to difeharge the laborious duties and hard yiciflitudes of my 
fiation. With Wife change in my condition,' J am compelled to depart from that liberal plan w hich 1 
originally adopted, and to claim from vour juft ire, for you hare fortiid me to appeal to your 
genet oil i v, the difchargeof a debt which I can, with the moil Icrupulous integrity, aver to be iuftly 
a . V due, and which I cannot fuftain. 

If it IhouM be objected, that the allowance of thefe den;;'.mis would furnifli a precedent for othris 
' of the like kind, I have to remark, that in their whole amount they are but the aggregate of a con- 
Mi'SP* «*««« <)f twelve years; and if it were to become the pra&iceof ihofc who have palled their 
printe of their life in your fcrv ice, and filled, as I have filled it, the firft office of your dominion, to 
gle,m from their pail accounts all the articles of expence which their]inaccuracy or indifference hath 
overlooked, your intereft would fuffer infinitely Iris by the precedent, than by a (ingle example of a 
inc (pent irt the accumulation of crures for your benefit, and doomed in its clofe.to fuffer the ex¬ 
tremity of private want, and to link in obicurity. 

1 have thought it proper to complete the prefent fubjetf, .by the addition of a charge which I in- 
tvrul 1 to have fubmitlcd regularly to the Board; but which, if divided at this time from the others 
might have admitted an unfair eonlWlion. It is the account No. 6, and confills of char-ms 
incurred for boats and budge-rows provided by me, for my own ufe, on i'uch public occahouses 
require my departure from the Prefidency on extraordinary for vices. 

My predeceflbrs have always had an eftablifhnient of this kind provided for them, and my (be- 
ceflor will have a provision devolve to him, fu fieri or in convenience and inelegance to any that I

Para 2. f\UR Governor General having, in his letter of the 20th March X783, fignified his 
Vx earneft defire that we would nominate a fucceffor to the Government of Bengal, we 
have accordingly appointed Lord Macartney as fucceflbr to the Government General ; and having 
taken into consideration the long, faithful, and able fervices of Warren Haft mgs, Efquire, we have 
unanimoufly refotved, that he be permitted to rehgn the Government of Bengal, agreeable to bis 
requeft contained in the above letter, 

3. We have not fixed any particular day for his quitting the Government; but direct, that he take 
the fifft opportunity in the entiling feafon, commencing in October next, to return to Europe. And 
as we have inftrmfted Lord Macartney £0 hold himfelf in readinefs to proceed to Bengal immediately 
after the departure of Mr* Haftings,' we order, that the Senior in the Supreme Council, on whom 
the Government is in the interim to devolve, fhall Igk no time in conveying to Lord Macartney the

H Francis, or Colonel Monfon, or by the addition of fome friend of his own to l lie Council, the 
u authority was given him as well as the name; and that he authorized Mm to declare this reiblutbii 
u wherever he though* proper. 

It is very true, as Mr- Haftings obferves in his letter of the 15th of Auguft 1777, that be did 
iot authorize me to give teftimmy ; but it is equally true, that he did not forbid my doing it: and 
therefore, when his agent (Mr. Madeane) requefted ic of me, I could not have been juftified In 
refilling* Mr. Madfesme wrote to me, to beg I would attend in Leadenh id k Street for this purpofe ; 

I came from Berldhire in confluence j I had at that time a perfe& recolledbon of the words Mr* 
Haftings had ufed, md I repeated them literally, without attempting to explain them, It refted with 
the Court of Directors to determine whether or not they amounted to authority for a refignatlon.-*- 
If the original minutes or the teftimony I gave to the chairman, deputy chairman, and Mr* Becher 
can be found, and the inflm&ions to Mr* Mackane, which Mr* Bailings fays he has in his poffefflon, 
are produced, the former will appear to be merely a confirmation of the latter* 

With refpeft to the refigiudon, I underfhnd from Mr* Madeane, that it was not intended Mr* 
Bafflings fhould he obliged to quit the Government immediately on the receipt of the advices from 
the Court of Directors, but only that he Ihould do it in time to return to England by fame of the 
fliips of that fcafon; aivd it has been mentioned to me in letters from Bengal, that, although Mr. 
Haftings difapproved or the relignation, it was really his intention to have Abided by it, till General 
Ciavermg’s attempt to difpoffcfs him by violence, and the fubfequent occurrences induced him to 
purfue a different conduct.

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HE following credentials are granted to Mr- Sulivaiu 

To Richard Jofeph Sufivarjj Efquire. 

Wc. the Governor General and Council, in virtue of the powers vefted in us by the King and 
Parliament of Great Britain* and bv the Englifh Eaft ItiJia Company, to direfi aiut contrail the 
political affairs of all the Company’s fettlements in India* relying on your fidelity, prudence, into* 
-nhv, and circumfoeakfo, have deputed and appointed you to be the reprefcntative and miniftcr of 
this government at the court of the Nabob Walla u jata* tor the purpofe of maintaining the 
Ihith of this government, in the agreement which has been this day concluded with the fnkl 
Nabob ■ and Tor the reprefentatloji of luch matters as may at any time require your imerpofition, 

■ m that character, and in our name* either with the Nabob, or with the Prefident and Council, 
or Select Committee of Fort St- George ; and we do hereby delegate to you full powers and 
authority to aft in that capacity. Given in Fort William, under our hands, and the leal of the 
Company, this fecond day of April, in the year of our Lord one thoufond fcven hundred and 
eighty^ one.

The Nabob having deemed it expedient, in the prefent critical flute of his affairs, to fond his mini- 
fler Aflam Cawn on a deputation to us, and to Uiveifc him with full powers to treat with this govern¬ 
ment for the attainment or fcveral points, ns parti^^ fet forth in his inftructions j we have ma- 
turcly eonitdcred the nature and extent of the requefts preferred by the Nabob, and have, in confe- 
quenee, rnme to fuch refolulions upon them, as we doubt not will contribute equally to the fupport 
of the Nabob's honour and chara&er, the fa tis fact ion of lus numerous creditors, the benefit of the 
Company, and the pre&rvation of his country- For your complete information upon this fobjudf, we 
eudoiV you a copy of the requefts of the Nabob, together with copy of the replies we have made to 
every article feparatcly* and eameftjy recommend it to you to conform flriclly to the agreement en¬ 
tered into on our parts, and on the part of the Nabob ; which, though not executed in the terms of a 
formal inftrument* we look upon to have all die function, force, and validity of a treaty. 

And for the better fccurity, that the plan of public arrangement fettled, as we hope now* upon 
a permanent bails, and in fuch a manner as to fecure to us the thanks of the creditors, and the appro¬ 
bation of the Company, fhal l not be interrupted by fecondary private confide rat ions, or the interfe¬ 
rence of individuals, to the detriment of general intereft, it was our original intention to appoint a 
fervant of this dtablifh merit to be otir resident at the Nabob's ]>urbar ; and the inftmment of com¬ 
munication from us to vou, upon all matters that mutually relate to the Nabob and the Company. 
In the points above mentioned, though we ItUl admit the propriety of fuch a meafimq and are unwil¬ 
ling to deviate from our original intention, in preference to any of the Company's fcwants upon ano¬ 
ther cffablilh ment; yet the very particular manner in which the Nabob has recommended Mr* 
Richard jofeph Sulivan to this appointment, and the intimate confidence with which it appears he 
has diilinguilhcd this gentleman, by joining his name in the conunifiion with Affair* Cawn, and 
thereby making him a party to the agreement which lias been concluded, would argue a want of re- 
fpedl: in us towards the Nabob* were we to withhold our aflent, efpecially as we have an opinion of 
the abilities and integrity of Mr, Sulivan, and believe him qualified for Inch a trult; we have there¬ 
fore thought proper to appoint Mr* Richard jofeph Sulivan, the reprefentative and mimfter of this 
government at the court of the Nabob Walau jau, for the purpofc of maintaining the faith of this

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XTRACT of LETTER From LORD MACARTNEY, K.B. to the COMMITTEE 
SECRECY, dated a8th September 1781. 
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ERY J&dn afterwards I had occafion alio to confult frequently with him 0 In confequence of 
another tranladiioii of the Bengal Government relative to the Nabob of Arcot. His Highncfe 
had been for ibmc time tftfgufted with that depends nee* which he had transferred to the Company 
from the Soubah of the Decan, and the throne of Delhi* to whom it originally belonged; he hail 
indulged the hope, that the agents deputed by him from hence laft year to the Court of England 
would contribute not a little towards freeing him from any interference of the Company; and a de¬ 
putation to the government of Bengal, which is eftabtdhed by parliament, pfomifed to acid to the 
advantages, or fupply the deficiencies of an European embafly. EJe therefore font in March 1781, 
two per fanas Ins irumfter, with requefts to the Governor General; they indicate his Highnefe’s 
aim at an increafe of poftefiions and of power, which the Company has not thought juft or wife 
to fuffer. To thefe demands he joined an offer to affignj during the continuance of the prefent 
troubles, the revenues of tlic countries yet remaining to him, towards defraying the charges of the 
war, on conditions hi favour of his creditors, who feera to have been concerned in this embafty 
of obtaining Company's bonds equal to the revenues of the diftridte which had been alfigned to them, 
but to which conditions the government of Fort St* George had no authority from you to agree* 
This alignment however was prefled forward by the Nabob’s mini iters as the fir it object of their 
deputation ; and as it appeared to Mr. Hafcngs, that it promifed a neafonahlc relief to the Carnatic, 
it was readily accepted m April 1781, and the replies of the Governor General and Council to the 
Nabob’s fcveml reqiiefts were fcranfmitted to this PrefldeRcy* with an intimation that they thould be 
confidered as having all the fen ft! on, force, and validity of a treaty; and one of the mini tiers from 
die Nabob returned with credentials as mmifler of tne Governor General and Council of Bengal 
at his Highncfs’s Court, for the pinpoft of maintaining their faith in the execution of that treaty, 
and alfo as their reprefentativc at this Prefidency. Mr. Haftmgs has-been fo obliging as to write to 
me, that if my appointment to this government had been fore Teen, neither he or Mr. Whole r would 
have had recourfe to this unufunl intervention, but would have rather referred the Nabob and his 
■creditors to the Prdtdency of Fcrt St. George, as being the regular inftn intent of the Company’s 
participation in the government of the Carnatic ; he has fince, and I believe truly, been informed, 
that if the treaty and emhafly had happened (as was expected) to arrive during the late adriiiniffrac¬ 
tion, they would have been treated with dcrifion, and refented as injurious. The uneafinefs of the 
Prefidcncies of both coufts, at any extenfion of the authority of the Bengal Government over them* 
beyond the cxprrfs provifion of the adt of Parliament, lias been often indeed declared in forcible terms 
in their rcfpe dive con: .[{rations, proto ft s* and correfpondeuce, They had not probably confidered 
that this important and remedial adt ought to have a moft libera! and extenfive, though a juft and cwi~ 
did conftrudEion* It muft have been meant virtually, to give the lead and luper-eminence to the 
Governor General and Council of Bengal in all general tranfa&ions, and to commit, though it does 
not literally, to them the exclusive charge of arranging the great line of policy with thofe princes 
who are really md totally independent of ihy of your Prefidcncies. India ought never indeed to he 
confidered by your fervants* otherwife than in a coliedKve view, without any fuotfiviifon of local hite- 
reft or attachment?, mid every objeftion urged againft public meafurcs, on the ground of being en¬ 
croachments by one Englifh fettle men t, or by one fet of Company’s fervants over another, has pre¬ 
sented it felt to my judgment, when eon trad iftinguifhed from the general good, with fuch a degree of 
weaknefs to realbn^ and of danger as to confequeficcs, that I have taken uncommon pains to incul¬ 
cate my oppoflte fentmnents in this Prefidency* To the affertion of rights invaded I have oppofed 
the impropriety of giving fuch a name to ftmple inflictions, eftablifhed for the facility of the fervrcc, 
and which nuift be fubforvient to its benefit; and to perfons hurt at the apprehenfion of contempt, 
from the participation or fuhftr^ftion of their authority, it was obvious to obferve, that bodies of 
men, as well as individuals, become in fudt contemptible, not by the adls of others, but by the 
weaknefs or inconiiftency of their own proceedings ; few fftitions being fo low ns not £0 be capable 
of attracting efteetn, and even rcfpedf, by a ft rttft acquittal of die duties they prescribe. No doubt, 
with regard to the fuperidrity of the Bengal government, the trueft method of preferving the dignity, 
and (ecuring the efficacy of authority, is to be cautious in extending the exercife of it to lengths 
that may throw the existence of it, fo extended, into doubt* But nceeffity gives propriety to every 
interpofition, provided it can be effeiShial, and it is not to the avowed irregularity of pa fling by the 
ufual mftmments of the Company's participation in the government of the Carnatic, that in times of 
critical exigency thofe Inftruments being unfit, any folk! obje&ion will, in the judgment of wifliom 
and policy, be allowed; hut it is to the attempt of interpofing, where the Intorpofition may be 
rejected, or when, if admitted, it may be prejudicial or InefFefiuaT. The dread of liifpenfion by the 
Governor General and Council was not Is Lely to enforce obedience from men inclined to difputc, in 
certain inftances, the fen ten ce as well as the crime ; and on whom, being determined to quit the fer- 
vice, if executed, It would not be a punifliment. Yet the utter rejection of the treaty, and confe- 
quern breach with tho Bengal government, refiefbve as it would prove on the regulations of our po¬ 
licy, would ft ill perhaps be lefs fata! to your affairs^ than the perverfiem of that treaty, reluctantly au- 
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_jetted by peiffons who were to carry it into execution. From tbefe dangers at leaft the fettlement 

relieved by the change you made in the admimigration of this Prefidency. The whole tranfa&ion 
had now a fair and candid examination ; and from the application given to it, and ihe opportunities of 
judging of it upon the fpot,.it is probable that the view taken of ft had been a juft one. It appeared, 
that the alignment of the Nabob’s revenues to be collected by the conjunct management of his and 
the Company's fervants, with the fame controul in favour of the former, had aQuafty been already 
made by his Highncfs to my predeceflbr, as to part of his country, and indeed carried into execution ; 
-fad to me, before he knew the contents of the treaty* he made the offer of the remainder ; fo that 
the effect of the intervention of the Supreme Council was, in this inftance, which palled for counter¬ 
balancing all the Nabob's political demands> to obtain by their means what lie had given, or was ready 
to give, before; but at the fame time, as far as the treaty bound, to bind the Prefideney from attempt* 

Ing to improve the plan of finances, if deficient, or, if it fliould fiU* from fubfti luting another in its 
room. The neceffitry participation of the Company in the government of the Carnatic, through its 
reprefentatiyes upon the fpot, is meant to be rather the efteift of influence than the exertion of force. 
The immediate interference of another government, and through another channel, deftrtm or dimi- 
nifhes th:it ncccffary influence. If it had been perverted to the purpofes of corruption, it was full 
time to change, the hands by which il was to be directed ; but there is no alternative her xvecn taking 
away the manager :nt from this Prefideucy entirely, or leaving to it, under inflructions from the Ri¬ 
pen r'tending power, the executive means of managing with advantage and effedL Very loon after 
iny accejftbn to this government, I had aftrong iiiftancc of the di fad vantage re fid ting from this inter* 
pofitionof the authority. of the Supreme Council, and the imbecility ir.ro which itcaft this Prd; Jerry. 
In the mid ft of our diftreites, without money or pvovifion, the army in arrears, and the garrifons ready 
to mutiny, I applied to the Nabob, in the molt urgent manner, lor aftilirancO. He never prccifcljf 
denied his ability to give it. Many of his friends acknowledged he could have given it. The final 
anfwer, however, which was font me, expreffed that his Hi$hnefs had concluded with the Governor 
General of Bengal, which provided for all the fupplies which he ftiould fumlflu 

Notvrithftanding my experience of the ill conferences of tfiis immediate intervention of that go¬ 
vernment, I was refolved, if it had been impowered fo to intervene, to abide ftridlly and fcrupulouily 
by every claufe and article of its conventions. The exercife of the power was with me at firft a 
prefumptiou of the right# Your inftrunions indeed, after delivering your opinion on the plans 
nropoted tor remedying the defeats in the prefect fyfteni on the coaft, direfi the Presidency of Fort 
St. George to negotiate die In l finds with the Nabob ; and exprefs the continuance of your hope, 
that his Highnefs may, in concert with us, forthwith eftablilh certain rdburces, and heartily join 
in the moft powerful exertions, and make fuch fj>eedy and judicious arrangements, as fhall appear 
proper and fatisfa£tory to us ; but if that prince fhould finally refute his content to arrangements, 
whicii equally involve the welfare and thefafety of your property ifr one common caufe, you then defire 
us to apply to the Governor General and Council of Bengal, who in fiuh cafe are empowered to 
furnijh us with mjlrufdkm how to proceed* pofitiv r e directions appear to mark the precife 

boundaries of the autliority confided refpeQivcly in this Prefideucy, and in the Supreme C amcil, 
as declared by a member of that Board. The whole of tins dilcufiion leads to no certainty, that 
our ftri£t conformity to the agreement made by that power, by the Nabob of the Carnatic, in the 
fit ft infhnce, without any previous application from or concurrence with the Prefidency of Madrate, 
would free us from all refpcmfibility in acknowledging their validity, or abiding by their contents. 
But I have, with a view to the great good which united efforts operate, and from the rdpe£t which I 
bear to the opinions oh Mr. Haitings, adapted my conduct to them, and ihall place my fatisfiuftion in 
fuch a faithful, zealous, and I hope, judicious execution of his plans, as to give them the beft 
chance of fucccfs; and, left the appearance upon record of a di fie re nee of opinion, either as to autliority 
or to meafures, fhould be productive of inconvenience, or bo di (agreeable to him, the letter from the 
Committee, on the fubjeft of the Treaty and Embaffy, became no formal resolution of the Board ; 
and I was authorized by my colleagues to acquaint him, that he might conlider it as proceeding 
merely from them as Individuals, and add 1 cited to him alone. As far Indeed a< this tranfadtion 
relates to finances, it irmft be obferved, that no arrangement of them, while the pretent war con¬ 
tinues, can be productive of much revenue. Part of the country has been ruined by the ravages 
of Hydcr j part of k has been defeated by the dread of his inhumanity'» and the remainder, with 
little more xception than what immediately lurrminds our garrifons, or is covered by our camp, is 
under die command of the numerous bodies of horfe belonging to die enemy* wliofc rapid motions 
enable them to guard exteiifive pofiefiion^

September 1781#

YOUR late appointment, being the firft of the kind, to Fort St, George, finee the efrablilhmeut 
of your fu perimending power, is to be confide red only as an extraordinary deviation from your 
general conduct, and which, when made, you no doubt thought warranted by the nervffity of the 
occafion.—It would have been, however, particularly definable, that the effect had cOafed with the 
cimfc which had produced it j becaufe the object of your choice on this oqtafion, though in other 
relpc£te a gentle man of much merit, might be thought to have incurred the imputation of a breach 
of truli to the Company, 

Mr, Richard jofeph Sul I van, at the very time that he was confidential Secretary to the Setedt 
Committee of this Presidency, and confequeridy pofiefled of all the views and fecrets of the Com¬ 
pany, as far as relate to this Government, privately entered into the fcrvice of the Nabob, with 
whom, by the orders of the Court of Directors, none of the Company’s fervants ■ are allowed to 
have any comm unication, without a perm iff! on from the Prcfident.—Flo undertook his Highnefe’s 
plan of independence, i'o reprobated by the Company, as well as of thole other projects contained 
in his requests, with v, F hich you have either politively refufed, or have fun ply "declined complying.— 
If he acknowledged him (elf to your Board to have been Secretary to this Committee, you muff 
have either fuppofcd that he had refigned that office before his acceptance of a charge from another 
mailer, or that he had the permiflion of his fuperiors for holding both.-—The fa£t is however other- 
wife j and your letter was the firfl intimation to the Committee of Mr. Sullivan’s commiflion. 
from the Nabob.—His refignation of his office at the Board was iubfequcnt to your nomination of 
him as your reprefentative v the acceptance of an office on another eft&blifhment, without the 
approbation of the Board, in whofe fcrvice lie continued, was thought a fu/ficient ground, by the 
members of it at that time, for coming to a resolution of calling upon him, on his arrival here, to 
juftify his conduct.—We however do not wifh to treat him with harfhnefs ; and though our lenity 
may poffibly be con fide red as injurious to the discipline of the fcrvice, yet, from refpedt to your 
partiality for him, from refpeil to the name he bears, and from a wiflingnefs to believe that he has 
erred rather through levity than ill intention, we yet forbear to pumfli him fof his mtfconduA ; and 
we trufr that fo fignal an inftance of onr moderation will be a moil convincing proof of our fmcere 
defirc to cultivate and maintain the molt perfect harmony and good correfpondencc with you.

The Ranah faid* that he could not feud the two other papers ns required, left they might he 
intercepted on the road j afterward?, on my appear lug ftill unlarisfied* he fent me the copy of a 
letter which he wrote to Sindb in eonfequenee of the above peniuftion, the transition of it is as 
follows tL Chinnujee formerly went from this* and will inform you of all the particulars of pea<:•« 
44 anti fri.cndlhip betwixt you and the Englifh; in iS days peace will be eftaoliftied between you and 
44 the Engl if h, and if any deviation fliould take place in what has been fettled, I will join with vott* 
« Dated Badoon Sood Kbyafs, Sumbct 1838/’ This letter was written, he faid, to prevent die 
Maruttoes from breaking up the conference: he maintained that he had executed no other engage¬ 
ment whatever, and defired that if Sindia all edged the contrary* be might be required to pro¬ 
duce U* 


Having obtained fo little infight into the real conduft of the Ranah through this channel, I re- 
Dived to try what I could procure through the means of the Marat toes; and I was the more in¬ 
clined to make an enquiry of this kind, bee aide I muft in the end decline any interference in their 
difputes ; and as this mull appear a conccftion to nem, I was defirous tnat it Jltould n«>t be 
confidered as the effect of a temporary policy, or of too eafy a difpofition in us, but as the refult ot 
well-grounded ftifpitiom* orjpcrhaps a dear dctc&ion of the perfidy of our hte ally, which no longer 
made it ucceflary for us to after! his rights* 

Accordingly, when I received fnmlbrs meffage, 1 replied, that the difputes which were going on 
between hiuT and die Ranah could not have efcaped my ears ; but that I had hitherto paid no atten¬ 
tion to them* and might never have appeared to know any thing of them, it he had not firft broached 
ihu fubjedD That confideriug the Ranah as one who was connected in alliance with the Com¬ 
pany, It might have been my duty to aftert his rights, according to the treaty of Colonel Mine* but 
tjiat fomr fufpicions, which were entertained of his tairh* had induced foe to remain blent \ that fuD 
picions.alone, however, could not be oppofed to folemn treaties; ami as thefe fufpiciom were found¬ 
ed on tranfactions faid to have palled betwixt the Mirattas previous to tte treaty of Colonel Muir, 
they only could know with certainty how far they were juft or not j and that I wifhed therefore 
that they would Oiew me fome authentic proofs of the Ranah’s treachery towards the Englifh Go¬ 
vernment, before I returned anyanfwcr to Sindia's mefiage. 


In the courfe of the two following day?, Bow Baekfey informed me, by defire of Sjndia* that, 
previous to our delivering over the fort of GuaJicr* a treaty was in agitation betwixt him ami the 
Ranah, through the means of Gungudir, but that die negotiation was afterwards broken oft— 
That fome months before the date of Colonel Muir's treaty, Chimriajic and Gcrmajee weie fent to 
the Ranah* and a fecontl negotiation took place. The Ranah drew out and fent a form of an en¬ 
gagement, which he widn -l to obtain for his own misfaiSHon and fecurity, and verbally promifed* 
that If Sindia would return it to him executed, he would diftrefs the English detachment, bv cutting 
off their fupplies of gram, and give them every moleftation in his power in thdr march back to¬ 
wards the Jumna* That Sindia accordingly fent to the Ran ah a paper under his fen I and iigmturc* 
in which the articles, as propofed by the Rapah, were tranferibed, and under each of them fhort fen- 
tcnces were written, either marking his approbation, or exprefltng the alterations or conditi¬ 
ons which he thought neceftary \ and that focm after the negotiation took place with Colonel 
Muir. 


It appeared from this reprelentatioti, that no agreement whatever had been executed by tilt? 
Ranah ; and* on my expreffiug my furprize at the Teeming inconftftency of this circumiiance, it was 
obferved, that the articles of agreement were all in favour of the Ranah, and that Sindia being 
much fu peri or to the Ranah* and requiring nothing from him* did nor think it neceffary to exa £t 
y writing-—The only proof which Bow Buehey could bring me of the reality of the agree¬ 
ment* were

l^efc were all the written proofs that the Marattas could produce to me- They alleged, that 
the nature of the agreement, which was executed only on one fide, could not admit of mores arid 
that a confidcreMe difficulty had arifen in clearing up the matter by dreumftarttiiil evidence, as the 
negociation had been managed by Sewajee Edfoial, and the Tenants Chimnajee and Girmap&t who 
bad ftnra efpoufed the Ranah’s caufe, and were on that account at feme degree of variance with 
Smdia. ■ Though thefe proofs fall fhort of what might have been expected, 1 have fcarcely :i doubt 
in. my own m ind that a negotiation rook place between the Ramh and the Maratte, previous to the 
treaty of Col. Muir; and I even believe that lie received a feparatc agreement from Sindia, though 
it is plain that a counterpart was not executed by him. It forms probable that Siodifr , l drftteffe k-d 
him haftily to grant this agreement; and that a prefect opening foon alter df a peace with the Colonel, 
he entered a% haftily Into it, without concluding eficdhially his meafurcs With the Ranah, fatisfied 
perhaps with only that letter, which the Ranah himfelf acknowledges to hare Written to him, and 
which is quoted in the cuurfc of this addrtfs.

The Rarnih has iiiJir^Iy alledged, though I know not with whtt fmcerity, that on rifcjr reqitf/fe 
tfon he would deliver up the Forts of Luknr, &c, and fettle the revenues of Binds. if fuch a 

Rqahftion Were made, he might claim our interference in fettling ah his difputcs. If the kanah 

1 m hijcercdv defirous of fulfilling this part of the treaty, he h doubtkfi informed of the articles, 
and might do it of himfelf, without any requifition, but I believe he has made no fitch ffrdpt4ls to 
the Msurctas; uiul though fome of their prctenfions are ilk founded, yet, whilft the Ran ah maintain* 
jpoflbOioti of the forts, they have a juft right to ufc hoftik meahlres againft him : according to 
the late treaty the Ranah may defer, e to fuffer for his conduct towards us, yet, in a political 

light, as his territories form a ftrong barrier to our own, it feems not our mtercll that hb fimdd 

be entirely deftroyed, but this is an event of which he appears to have no apprelienfioh; except 
from the interference of the Englifh, his territories may be over-run, and laid wafte, by fuperior 
numbers, but leture iti his forts, he may hid defiance to the whole force of the Mnrnitta’s 
empire for a period of years; and whenever neccflity conoids them to withdraw their armies, he 
nuy recover all the open country. The Mara to* themfdves, though they afteft a high far- 
and have even fent for feme battering cannon from the F am of Belfah, are, I believe, folly 
(edible of their inability to reduce the Rannh, or make a permanent conqueft of any part Vhis 
territories. Both arc apprehenfive of die interference of the En-Iifti, and both trave out that they 
expe&ed our aid- There is nothing To arduous which they think may not be atchicved by us * afed 
it was recommended to Sindia* by feme of his Couhfellor?* to aft our affifiance in the re du&lm of 
Gualicr. But no propofition of this kind has been as yet made to me. 

The anfwcrs which I have given are fuch as leave us in a perfefl Rate of neutrality. To the 
Ran lJi 1 have declined interfering in his behalf, becaufe I have no authority from you ; and becaufe 
from apparent circumftauees, his difputes with the Marattas are grounded on agreements with them 
forekn to the tmty with Colonel Muir ; and to Sindia I have declined giving any advice, becaufe 
though luj has afforded grounds to fufpe# that the Ranah has a£ted improperly towards us, yet the 
proois he has product are not fuch as could juftlfy me in taking a decided line, without the orders 
oi my foperiorsand, in the mtm time* I have declared to both, that I mull leave them to fettle 
their difputes betwixt themfelves. * 

The fubftantial part of thete anfwers is framed exactly according to the letter of your mfers i 
and the reaftms which I have ^fltgocd mfL l hope, meet with your approbation—they are cnl- 
c dated both ro imprefe the Raixih and Sindia with a juft fenfe of our public faith, fmee tl>cy evi¬ 
dently imply that ^uncertainty dot n induces us to ihnd neuter; and tiiat a more clear convk- 
tion of the Ranalrs fidelity or perfidy would have biafted us to take an adhve part either for or 
agamft him- 


Although war has aAually comm^need, yet the negadations betwixt Sindia and the Ranah are 
ftill going forward; and it feems not improbable, that .in a fhort period the whole of their difeutes 
may be accommodated*

Affairs betwixt Scindia and the Rnnah continues in the fame Hate as when I had the honour to write 
to you my letter of the 29th ultimo. The fiege of die final! Mud Fort of Chemuck has fince been 
the only military object of Scindia’s attention; if has held out a whole week, and may Hill hold 
<;ut fome days; and there ia in fight of it 8 or 10 fort?, all of them infinitely ftronger, fo that if 
Scindia does not alter his plan of operations, his progvefs is likely to be but very flow ; in the mean 
time the Pindames are spreading defolation all around us. * 

Dear Sir, Noon kefe ray, j 3 February 1782. 

I have the honour to fend you a letter, which you may either receive as a private or public one, 
as you may think proper. 

I have the honour alio to fend you the tranflntion of a letter which Fofuflil Huflen Cawn has 
received from hts brother at Ghode. It is natural for the R.innah to fuggeft every thing fee can think 
of to fow Jealoufies betwixt us and Scindia, I do not therefore pay much credit in'the affertiona 
contained m this paper, which is written by his direction, 

Scindia’s operations go on very fiowly; the final! fort of Chemtich, which I formerly mentioned to 
you, furrendered about (even days ago; and he has firice been employed in attacking Chenour, which 
is alfo a mud fort, but apparently Wronger than Chetmich. The villagers, both m Chenour and the 
neighbouring forts, have made (ome fuccttfsful (allies agatnft the parties employed in the fiege, and

NERAL, dated Maratta Camp, Sonaree, in the Sinds, iSth June *782* 

The Rannh lately applied to me, through Mr. Sangfter, to mediate an accommodation between 
2 iim and Scindia, 1 replied, that I had no authority from you to interfere.—I apprehend you will 
not think it neeeflary to jflite any new orders to me on this fubjcel,—It would now be impoftibfe to 
fettle matters by an amicable mediation betwixt Scindia and the Ranab, on the footing of Col. 
Muir’s treaty, as the former would not content to rdinquifh the forts and diftri&s oi' Panja Mahal, 
which he has with fo much labour and expence fubiuecl; and if a peace were to take place be¬ 
twixt diem, under our mediation, it might only lead us into future perplexities j for as both parties 
are actuated in their deftre of our accommodation rather by a fenfe of their temporary political 
nece (Sties, than by a fincere and cordial dUpofition for peace, it is not to be cxpcdteci that any 
agreement which might under ilich circumftanees be concluded betwixt them would prove of long 
duration. 


EXTRACT of a LETTER from MR. DAVID ANDERSON to the GOVERNOR GE¬

I have tins evening, fmee I begun this fetter, received a mdftgc from Scmdia, informing me 
that he has heard from Bow Buxey the particulars of our converfarion j that he is extremely pfeifcd 
with the arrival of the treaty and ftmnud ; that any inaccurac ies which may lie in the latter are of 
np great confequenct?, as he and I may concert the form of a iiumud, which may be Cent to you lor 
approbation $ that with refpeft to the meafures neceffrry to be taken for die performance of the 
treaty, he him (elf was defirous only of remaining in this part of the country until the arrival ef 
the ratification from Poonah i that afterwards it was hjs wi(n, and th,; defirc of the mimfter bad re¬ 
peatedly been figmfied to the fame purpofe, that he and I fhouM proceed together to PeonaK \ hut 
he oblerved, that in the uncertain ft ate of affairs betwixt him and the Ranah, he did not know 
whether it would be in his power to leave this part of the country fo Cqo n j and m that cafe he 
thought it would be moft expedient that a gentleman ftiouUl be deputed From you, who might go 
accompanied bv a perfon of rank from him to Poonxfi as foon as the ratification arrives. The 
perfbn who delivered this mortage mentioned, that it was the intention of feme of the Pattele^ 
council to recommend to him, that m cafe an accommodation with the Ranah did not take place, 
to apply to the EngHIh Government to aftift him with a body of troops, who might a£t in conjunc¬ 
tion with feme of his own, in compelling the Rauah to accept of his terms, and he himfelf in the 
mean time lie at liberty to proceed to Poonah. As this was declared not to be a part of the 
Eattclah's meflage, I patcl little attention to it^ rather difeouraging it than otherwife. 


EXTRACT of a LETTER from MR. PA VXD ANDERSON to the GOVERNOR GE~ 
NERAL, dated Mamiah Camp* Cham pore, 24th June 1782. 

The Patele’s Meftenger returned to me this morning-lie fa id, that hts matter was under great 
emb^rraffi^ent with refpeeft to the Ranah * that be wax exmiracly defirous of moving toward rpo- 
iiah ; hut chat hu could not Wave matters m their prefont ftato, midi or did he fos aoy prolpv^l of 
bringing them to a fpeedy cone kitten; for if he wore to bivcft Gkode, a very long tun-" would W 
necefticy to redupe it* The Batelo defined him therefore to mgmian kh difftudtics to me ; and he 
hoped that our interference' would bring the Ranah to reafixn. He was extremely anxious to re- 
cover Gaulear, and thereby wipe away the difgrace which the Marattas had incurred from tl*e left 
of it 1 and as we had now their honour at heart, he hoped we would enter into their views* 
lie would content to give the Ranah in exchange a diftcift of 3 or 4 lacks of rupees, or any 
Vo t.

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but the Rajiah would fub- 
mit to whatever we might pmfcribe; but if he did not, he hoped ws would a®ft him with one, or 
two, or three battalions of fopoy** who might proteeute die war, in concert with a detachment 
of hiH army, whilft he Himfolf might be at liberty ro proceed to poonah. 

It now became neeeffary to anfwcr fcrioufly. I defined the Meflenger to inform the Patele, that 
at the time v/hen lie commenced hofti I kies againft the Hamah, and Tic laid lie fore me fome proofs 
of the Ranalds perfidy towards our Government, I had declared I would not interfere in their difo 
putes ; that I bad then communicated all ihefe circumftances to you, and you had approved of my 
conduct; that I had fmee received no Other inftru£Vtons to ferve for 'my guidance, and I had 
therefore uniformly penfevered in the fame line of conduct although feveral applications had 
been made to me by the Ranab. I remarked to the Meffenger, that I had once promifed to the 
Patele, that on every matter, in which the affairs of our Government and his were any wife con¬ 
nected, if I was unacquainted with yotir fen time/its J would freely communicate to him my Own, fo 
that he might partly judge of the expediency of purfuilfg or of dropping his defigns; and I find, that 
I would not hefitate to perform my promife on the prefent occafium. I obferved, that although the 
Ranah had little merited any regard from lis, and the Patele had dderyed eirry proof of attach¬ 
ment that we could poftibly fhew him, yet in the prefent inftance I did not think the Kngfifh G m rr- 
ment could with propriety authorize me to change the line of conduct which I had adopted* With 
what juftice could we, in the courfe of oiir mediation, propofe to the Ranah that he foould reft ore 
Guide a r ? Might he not tell us, that we had guaranteed it to him in our treaty of alliance, 
and that Sc'mdia htmfoff had joined with us in confirming It to him by the treaty of Colonel Muir? 

If we were to fay, that he had forfeited our guarantee by his treachery he would probably reply, 
that he had entered into no actual engagements to our prejudice ; and that, admitting his conduct to 
have been culpable, whatever he had done had been previous to Colonel Muir’s treaty, and 
being; known to thht jgfcritfemaii at the time when the treaty was concluded, was therefore virtually 
forgiven, or at lcaft ought not to invalidate my of the ifipuktiom contained in the treaty* 1 
obferved therefore to the Meflbnger, thafc l did not think the Ranah would accede fo a propo/ition, 
which, coming from u®, would appear fo unjuft; and in that event, what were we to do l His con¬ 
duit to us had certainly been fuch as did not entitle him to our interference to prevent the'punifh- 
ment which He had lately met with j but I doubted whether, with the arguments which the Rannh 
could adduce, we fhmdd be juftifiabJe in taking a hoftile part againft him* I concluded with re¬ 
peating, that thefe were only my own private fentiments, that the Patele might weigh them fully in 
his mind, and that I would either acldrds you on the fubjeft or not, as he might afterwards think 
proper* 

To die arguments which I ufed with the Patele’s Mcflenger, f might have added, that I did not 
think the Englifll troops, even united with the Marattas, could again reduce Gualear with the fame 
facility ns formerly; but as the Patele thinks other wife, I would not dlminifh the high opinion 
w foch I with pleasure obferve is entertained by him and every Mardtta of the irrefiftible military 
abilities of the Englifti in fieges, as well |s in the operation of the field. In point of policy I be¬ 
lieve it ought not ro be our w/fli that the Mar a tt as ibould ever recover the fort refs of Gualear* It 
forms an important barrier to our own pofteftions. In the hands of the Ranah It can be of no prejudice 
*o us; and, iwtwithftandmg the prefont profped of n permanent peace betwixt us and the Marattas, 
it teems highly expedient, that there fhould always remain fome ftrong barrier to fepratc us on this 
fide of India from that warlike and powerful nation. 

I have thus taken the liberty of fobmittmg to you my fenthnerts on this fubje£I, though it is 
poflible that you may never hear more of it," as I hope that Scindia will be difoouraged by what I 
imve Hi id, from defiling; me to addrefs you in bis name, and probably he will be induced to patch up 
an accommodation with the Ranah without our interference.

We have been encamped here for fome days, Ambagee is employed in reducing fame forts of 
Sikcrwarry, to the weftward, which a ftiort time will enable him to effefh All the forts in Punjc- 
meh&I, except Himut Gur (which was deemed impracticable) are m the hands of Scindia. The- 
territories and ftrong holds of Cutchwager were fome time ago delivered aver to Gungadm, the 
Marratta Amil of Calpee, who, though a&ing under Scindia, has alt along, with his pamiiEon* 
kept up a friend ill ip with the Ranah—a policy very frequently pra&ifed among the Marattas. 
All the troops which were under the command of Bow Buxcy in Cutchwagar, and the diftridls 
to the 11 ordiward, in the neighbourhood of Bhind, have been recalled, and have joined the main 
army* They had fevcral times been furprized and routed by the Ranah's battalions* Though 
the Ranah has a confiderable force, he has not thought it prudent to oppofe the main body of Scm- 
dia's army, wliilft it keeps at a diftance from Ghode and Gaulear; and Sdtidia has not thought 
it advifcatle to approach near: but as all the diftant parts of the Ranah's country rn Oils fide 
are nov/ moftly reduced, Scindia muff foon either change his phm of conduit, or the war mult 
be at a ft and. The eyes of both parties are turned towards Mahomed Beg liumdanny, who is 
lying, with a conliderable army, near Agra, and whofe aflihanee has long been expected by 
the Ranah. 


EXTRACT of a LETTER from DAVID ANDERSON to the GOVERNOR GENE¬ 
RAL, dated Semdia's Camp, 22 d September 1782* 

There is another ftrong ohje&ion to my remaining with Scindia, which may not have occurred 
to you. My prefence is, 1 believe, of great ufe to him in advancing his projects again ft the 
Ranah. The neighbouring Rajahs are taught to expect that the Englifh may a flirt him in the 
war, and none of them, except the Rajahs of Datteah aid Badourcah, have ventured to declare in 
favour of the Ranah j this is not merely a speculative opinion, the Ranah has himfeif once or 
twice complained of it*. 


‘EXTRACT of a LETTER From MR. D. ANDERSON to the GOVERNOR GENERAL, 
dated Sc India's Camp, Mutowlce, 27th October 1782. 

The war with the Ranah goes on as ufual. The Rnnah's General has encamped with a few bat¬ 
talions, about 2 miles on this fide of Gutliar ; an aclion has long been expelled, but nothing has 
palled but ikirmi flics with Sc indies foraging parties ; fame fktidl forts betwixt this place and Gualiar 
are ftill in the Ran ah's hands. Scindia is making new levies of men, and the Ranah is in expectation 
of reinforcements frmn the Bundylicund Rajah. At prefexit his only ally is the Rajah of Dalteah, a 
fmall body of whofe troops arc now at Gualiar. 


EXTRACT of a LETTER from MR. DAVID ANDERSON to die GOVERNOR GE* 
NERAL, dated Scindia’s Camp, KJhetowly, 3 Cofs of Ghode, 24th November 1782. 

I fotma that reports were circulated in this camp (propagated I believe originally from Guakar) 
of there being a large body of Englilh troops on their march towards this nde of the Jumna, in 
order to fupport the Ranah j and 1 was apprchenfive left thefe reports, being frequently reiterated, 
might at length make an imprelBon on Scindia, excite fufpicion and diftrruft in his mind, and tend 
to dimifufii his goqd inclinations towards our government.

to mention what I had laid to his matter* I gave it‘without heft tat ion, and added feme further pro- 
i lions of fricndfhip. The next day the Vakeel returned to me, and informed me, in ScindiVs 
name, that he alio hud be^rd the fame reports, mid had often had it in bis mirnt to mention them to 
jne* but had always been deterred by his umvijlingnefs even to feem. to pay the fmaUeft attention to 
them* That the" affbrances 1 had fent him, however, gave him much pleafure i that he perfectly 
relied on our frietidftnp, and in return allured me of his towards us*

Sciiidifl, after reducing moft of the Ranch’s territories to the Couth eaft and wdt of Gwnliar, 
patted lately betwixt that Fort refs and Ghode, and is now encamped with the main body of his army 
at this place, where he is employed in reducing feme of the neighbouring little forts. The Pin¬ 
darics were for feme time allowed to ravage the territories of the Rajah of Badouria. A con fid er- 
able detachment is advanced as far as Mjdigawam and the main body, it is laid, is held in rcadinefs to 
proceed to Bind, at perhaps to Attere, Which is the ufinl refidence of the Rajah. The objefl of 
thcS; operations is apparently to detach the Rajah of Badouria from the alliance of the Renan of 
Gohud, and compel him to pay the Marattah’s tribute as formerly, and alfb to open a communica¬ 
tion with the Cutchwager diftrifi, which lies to the caflward of Bind, and is in pofleffieo of the 
MaratuU Government" The Rajah of Badomia has within thefc few days lent a Vakeel to Scindia, 
and, as 1 am informed, the Pindarics have been again withdrawn from his country. I imagine fuse 
accommodation is likely to take place betwixt them, in which cafe Scindia will be enabled to 
carry cm his operations againft the Ranah, with a greater certainty of receiving regular fupplies of 
grain. 

ft was long cupeled that the Kannh would have made feme attempt to oppofe Scindia’s progress 
in the held, more efpeciaJly after he was joined by a fmall detachment, lent to his affi fence by the 
Ra jah of Duttia.

H» (ituatiem, however, is fliH tar from being defpmate j befidcs fevwJ 
fmalier forts, he Hill retains po&ffioil to Gwulim, Ghode, Bhite, Hemetgur, and Diogur. Some of

Camp, Bhet, 27th March 1783. 

Scindia has lately reduced Bhet and Chittergur, which are two ftrong fortreffes, fituated within 
a tew hundred yards of one another. Thefe lieges were* both bloody, but very fhort. 'The reft fi¬ 
ance of the garrifqn was by no means proportionate to the ftrength of their fortifications. A vaft 
quantity of ftores and grain has fallen into Scindia's hands. He Teems now to be at a ft and ; and it 
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uncertain whether hi* next operations will be agalnft Deogur or Ghode. The interval ij 
employed in feme negotiations with the Rajan of Datteah, who is foon expected in camp. 

Aftcr I had written to yon, by Seindia*® defire, communicating to you his requeft of afiifian^j 
againft the Ranah, Bow Buck fey came to me again, anti faid, that he had omitted to ftate one 
pument which Sc India had ufed in favour of his requeft, which was, that if a part of our ford 
was with him, it would be manifeil to the whole world that the views of the Engli/h and of 
Marattas. were the fame, and no other power would afterwards attempt to diflblve their union,, 
prefume to give offence to cither of them, I mention this argument in compliance with 
expreis defire.

The Vakeels from the Rana of Gohud have delivered in a narrative of his conduit, frl 
arrival of Major Popham at Gohud to the contlufion of the peace with Scindia, /hewing 
deficiencies imputed to the Rana originated in mutual jealoufies and differences of opinion 
him and the commanders in fuccdiion of the Englim detachment. This paper is intend/ 
juftification of the Harm's coudu&j un&tid&ifrory and mfuiScicnt. 

The pro lent objeffe of the Rana is to obtain the affiftance of a military force from tfm 
ment, to repel the invafion of Scindiaj and for fuch affiftance he offers an annual mz/mm/h of 
four heks of rupees, and the payment of the nazzumteh to take place from the arrival of tit faid 
military force at Gowhund j and the accounts of arrears due to Major Popham’s detachment/ from 
(he Ratios 31,000 Rs. and the Company's /hare of the revenues of Ctnnmaur to be adjufted and 
cleared off at the fame period. As Scindia’s object in the prefeht invafion is to obtain the pofleffion 
of Goal far, in cafe the Government finds itfclf obliged to refufe the aid required, the Ranah offers 
to deliver up the fort of Gualiar to the Englim, for the double purpofe of proving his av 
tachment to, and confidence in, this government, and to fruftrate the views of the enemy upyn 
it. He moreover offers to pay to Government two lacks per annum, for the expences of Aie 
Englifh gatrifon. 

In cafe this Government not only refufes this military aid, but declines to take pofleifion of f'uahar, 
as above-mentioned, he requefts their interpofition between him and Scindia, that they will Uttla and 
guarantee a folid peace between them ; in the execution of which, if the Governor flioiyj deem it 
itceffarv to deliver up Gualiar to Scindia, he will confent thereto, on condition that h/ may be fe- 
« ured in the imdifturbed poffcftion of his Rauje, and the countries in his poffe/Iion, at fre time when 
Major Popham and Colonels Carnac and Muir arrived at Gowhund, and that Government 
will engage to protedf him therein. In confideration Of which he offers a nuzau rV oh of two lacks 
of rupees annually. The Governor General by no means wifhes to recommend 3'y connexion with 
the Ran ah of Goad ; but if the Members of the Board fee no objection to it, heuas none, to defire 
Mi Anderferito found Madajee Scindia upon the fubjedt of a pacification wjm the Raim, through 
the mediation of this Government. 

Agreed, that the following letter be accordingly wntten to Mr. Anderfrn : 

Sir, 

A Vakeel is arrived here from the Rana of Goad, who appears very felicitous to obtain the friend¬

As it appeared that Scindia was impatient at the length of the war, I defined Bow Buck fey to found 
his real fentiments, and if he found he was inclined to a pacification, to mention that the Englifh 
Government offered their mediation. On the 15th he returned tome, and faid, that he had not 
found an opportunity of jpeaking on (lie fubjefit to Scindia ; but he remarked, that before Scmdm 
could form any rcfolution about a pacification, he would naturally wiftt to receive an an.fwer to 
the application which he had formerly made through me to you, for affiftancc in carrying on the 
war, He afleed, whether the letters which I had received from the Board were previous or fubfequent 
to your receiving his application j I replied, that 1 fuppofed it was fubfequent* He talked much of 
the Ranalds arrogance, in the negociarion carried on through Hcnudt Bahadur, of his villainy in ap¬ 
plying for afliftance to the fuccefibrs of Nudzeff Cawn, to the Englifh Government, and even to 
iuccajcc Hokar, and other chiefs at Poonah, and of Scindla's determination to piinifh him, and 
reduce him to his priftine Rate of a petty Zemindar. He endeavoured to put an appearance of 
condelcenfion on any meafures which Sdmfia might take in confequcnce of what I had laid to 
him, and feemed to expert, In return, that attention would he paid to his requefts in favour of 
Chyte Sing, Here I thought it neceflary to fer the matter in a dear light* J imformed him, that 
what I had faid, proceeded from your thinking, that by your interpofing with your good 
offices, you might render a very acceptable fervice to Scindia ; that it was not my intention to de¬ 
fend the Ranah’s conduct ; and fo far was it from your meaning to intercede In his favour, that I 
only defired him to found Scindia’s lentiments, and in cafe he was defirous of peace, to mention 
what I had faid; but if he feemed to prefer carrying on the war, I begged that he would not men¬ 
tion n fylLible of what had patted, but let the matter drop entirely. As to Chyte Sing, I laid I 
thought that he was fufficicntly informed of my fentiments ; and I thought alfo, that he had engaged 
not to refume the fubjetS. Bow Buckfey foon after took his leave, promlfmg to do as I defired. I 
have not feen him fince. 

Flic fa£l Is, that Scindia has been led into an undertaking, in which he finds that he makes 
httle or no progrels. It is faid > that he was allured into the hege of Gualear by the contrivance of 
the Ranah fomfelf, and I think it is far from being improbable : that he wifhes to be relieved from 
his prefent embarraflincnr, is certain ; but I much doubt If he will ever agree to any terms that 
the Ranah can accept* The Ranah, on the other hand, I am told, hath no faith in the Ma- 
rattas, and has repeatedly declared, that he will accept of no terms, except under the mediatira 
and guarantee of the Englifh,

He is of opinion, that the Ranah Inis the means of holding out near fourteen months in Ghode," 
being abundantly fupplied with ammunition of all kinds, and having nearly 8000 Jauts in his far - 
vice, qp whole bravery and fidelity he chiefly depend: the appreheniion of fo condderable a delay 
might pofltbly have fomc influence on Sclmlia, in inducing him to grant terms to the Ranah ; but 
beftdes the deep-rooted hatred he bears in his mind towards him, he is imprefled with fo ftrong an 
[< pin ion of Ins perfidy, that lie could have no dependence on his adherence to any agreement he 
might make with him, and he is feufible that nothing but his utter extermination can pofltbly enfure 
to him the quiet pofleflion in future of the conquefts he has already made* There is alfo reafon

Ycfterday in the middle of the night, Mootamull, the Rotewall ofGuajeor, fent a man with the 
following taeflase to Maho Row, Dewati at BadtHghuna, that he and Rajah (iooroa were the fame 
ht«t tod fi*aL without the baft dillinaion j that accordingly, by their mutual determination, 
Rajce Gooroo was lent, whom it would he proper to introduce to the. Maha Rajee, and having con¬ 
formably to their offers firmly fettled the negociation, fend fpeedy intelligence, that 710 delays or 
nr oc raft motions ought to he made, becaufc they have to this time faithfully lerved Ra|» Rarnnh 
Chutter ShtRt and were now deiuous of attaching themfelves to the fervice of Udul Sahab* but 
let the matter he ftrongly fettled, that in future no deviation fhould happen. 1 he find Dewan, 
agreeably to the defire of Mootamull, immediately went to the pefcnce of! i-ctul Sahab, and calling 
him from his deep, told him the whole particulars; the Maha Raja having under hood the matter, 
(hid that whatever they fhould afk (hould be granted, At the fame time he fent for Ranna Jaun Rhyc 
and Mirza Achiem Beg, and the other confidential chiefs, and held a private confultation with them ;

JI wo days ago a 
body of his Sepoys, reported to amount to 200 men, found means to defeit with their arms to 
SdnJfo and rircy w&re accompanied by an Italian o; the name or Miguel, to whom the Raunah 
had entrufted the command of one of his battalions, Soon after a peri bn named Rurren, a confident 
tiiil friend, and relation of tlie Raunah, came to Scindia to treat with him far terms. He 
pofed, I undorftandy that the Hannah fliould in a few days have a meeting with Sc indium the plain, 
tod Surrender Ghohud to him, on condition of Scindia*$ permitting him to retire to the Do nab > and 
\ t is M& that he accompanied this prdpofition with a declaration cm his own part, that if the Raunah 
hereafter ftfduld attempt to prolife any evafitm, he and the other Chiefs belonging to him would im* 
UgeKately qim him, and throw ihemfclves under the protection of Scindia. 

In confluence of this event, the whole camp are now filled with expeditions of a fpeedy period 
hemp raft to their Itbmm I find k difficult to form any opinion how fer thefe expe&ations are 
likely to be angered. There is every reafon to think, that If the Raunah has really authorized 
fiich a propofol to be made in his behalf, he is not ferlous; but there is equal reafon to imagine, 
that the'clamours of bis followers, who feel not the feme intcreft in the prolongation of the conteft, 
Will at length compel him to indeed the prcfcrft AtkS&m b reported to have srifon from a 

circumftwice. to which the general chm&er of the Raunah gives a colour of probability. On the 
approach of Colonel Charles Morgan's detachment, he contrived to roufe the fpirits of his people, 
bV a report that the Colonel had orders to affift him.

Late lait night I received a meffage from Mahajee Scindk, that as he had feme communication to 
make to me, and BowBucfcfey being fick and unable to convey it to me, he requefted I would fend 
my Moonfhy to him* ( accordingly difpatched the Moonfhy immediately, who returned tome foon 
after, and informed me, that Scmdia, after dwelling a long time on the many infUnces of perfidy 
and ingratitude which he had experienced from the Raunah, proceeded then to acquaint him, that the 
Raumth having feme days ago offered to fu limit to him, provided he would fpare his life, he had 
acceded to this condition, and even promifed to give him a decent fuMflencc ; that on his coming out 
of Ghodc, he had at his rgqucft deputed his confidential friend, Raima Cawn Rye, to meet him, and 
give him his hand as a token of his fecurity; and that he had himfelf received him with the greateft 
attention* Nutwithflanding this circumftance, he declared that the conduct of the Raunah, fince 
his arrival in camp, had been of the malt perfidious nature, and evinced to him the abfeiute neceflity, 
from a due regard to his own inter eft, of taking fudi flops as might put it out of his poweh to ucl 
treacherously* In proof of tins nflertion he obferved, that the Raunan had, at their firft meeting, 
agreed to give Scindia poflefBhn, on the enfeing day, of one of the gateways of Ghode, into which 
a few of his people, with a flag, were to he admitted; and that although the people with a flag had 
been waiting with the Raima during*the whole day, he had ncverthclefs contrived to aniufethcm, and 
avoid a compliance, He concluded by obfendng, that as there was nothing he was more felicitous to 
prelerve than the, good opinion of the Englifh, and as he was app re hen five, left the fubfequent conduct 
he might be compelled to adopt with ref|?c6t to the Raunah might be rep relented to me through a fetfe 
medium, he defired that thefe circumllances might be explained to me j adding his wife Ghat I would 
elvc him my opinion on this matter, for which purpofe, as it was then fete, he would/dcfire Appa 
ranteah, an agent of Bow Buxfey, to attend me in the morning. 


Appagcc Tatlfeah having accordingly vifitcd me this morning, I informed him that I was ex* 
tremely obliged to Scindfe for the communication he had laft night been pleafed to make to me ^ 
and that I cortfidered it ns a frefe proof of his fricndfhip to the Engfifli* I allured him that our go¬ 
vernment, having the moft pcrfedl confidence in his good faith, would not haftily adopt any opinion 
to Ids prejudice; but as they were no ways concerned in this affair, being a question that related 
feleiv to his own Government, I did not think myfelf competent to give any opinion on the conduct 
lie ihould pur fee. I obferved to Appa Tauicah however, merely in a private manner from myfelf 
that I hoped Scindia, after giving fo public an afluranee of fafety to the Raima, would not hafttly 
adopt any conduct apparently incompatible with it, however juftified by circtim ft a rices; for thefe 
being of a lels notorious nature, the uninformed part of the world might draw unfavourable conclu-

Sc India does at feaft defer ve this ch a rafter from usj in nil his tran factions with the Engltfh, I believe 
I might fay in all his traufaftfom that have come to our knowledge, he has ftiewn an uncommon 
degree of fieadiuefs and fmccrity. Of the circumftaoces alluded to, regarding the Raunah of Ghode, 
I have yet no information, but 1 know the Raunah himfelf to deferve the woril that can be ftid of his 
political character. His conduct to our Government has been invariably, marked with deception, 
infidelity, and ingratitude i and if we may credit the aflcrtioim of Mahajee Scindia, the notoriety 
of hh want of faith was the caufe of ScinJra’s perfevmnce in purfuing the war to his utter depriva¬ 
tion. I cannot admit of any plea, which the Partisans of the Raunah may life to charge Mahajec 
Sandhi with 4 blcoiilh which was fc apparent in himfelf.

be the cafe) our refources mu ft be either drawn from our own country, or wc mull go on one fide 
into fame fertile neighbouring territory for fupplies > for a dire# advance into Maiwa under fuch 
circumftanccs, at this fotfcn of the year, appears to be impracticable* 

^ I wait impatiently the determination of the Raiu, which, as foon as afeertamed, fhaU be commu¬ 
nicated to the Board, He has every a flu ranee from me requfite to infpirc him with zeal and confi¬ 
dence In the alliance* At the fame time l judged it ufeful to Inform him, that until he .actually 
enters into the fjArit of the caufa, the remains of the Futiy Ghnrr detachment will be encamped in 
his country, in order to protect our convoys of provifions. ' Tbofe regiments will be much weakened 
by the drafts to he made from them ; and I beg leave to obfarve, that die completing of them can¬ 
not be too early an objbffof attention. 

I fhall immediately proceed with the cavalry and the drafts to the army at Sufli, when, I truft, 
by as vigorous efforts agaihft the enemy as diferetion will juftify, and by every prndticnble means of 
conciliating the minds of the neighbouring powers, or by working on their apprehenfions, to bring 
your affairs in this part of the country into a favourable train.

duct, he has been obliged to prepare, again ft die proceedings of that prince; accompanying alio I 
fend you a tranflation of that paper. 

It is the ColonePs pleafure, that immediately upop the receipt of them, you do wait upon the 
Maharajah Rana, and inform him of your having them in your poflefllon, and of thefe co deque at In- 
ftmflions, to which you are invariably to conform* 

After this elucidation, you will pleafe to require from bun a written engagement, under his fenl 
and Signature, to join, on a certain fpecific day (not to exceed the tenth from your receipt of this 
Jitter) the army under Col. Muir, agreeably to the fpirit and meaning of the 5th article of Ms treaty 
with the Honourable Company, or with fuch force and fupplies of provision as he can polEbly by 
that period colleA for the fcrvice. 

But ftiould the Maharajah Rena, under any pretext or evafton whatfoever, decline orrefufe to enter 
into thU agreement or, after having entered into it as before fpecified, or be dilatory in its

contracting parties, that h to fay, the laid Maharajah Rana an hur part, and the Governor General 
and Council mi the part of the -ngliili Company, did conclude anti ratify, ftgn and feal, a perpetual 
and, firm treaty of alliance and friemillup between each Other, and in conformity to which the Englifh 
gentlemen have in every reflect fulfilled their engagements and promifes to the Maharajah Rnj^a : 
and whereas the Maharajah Rana has failed in many points agreed upon, fifth as in being dilatory 
and tit gleeful in the paymenjt of feventy thoufimd rupees, month by month, for each of the Com* 
puiy’s battalions, font to his nfliftyfftc, according to the 3d article of the usa pj ; u\ withholding the 
ftnire of the Engliffi in the revvnucs of the Cutchoftwrrgar, as preferred in the 4th article of the 
treaty \ in correfpundin^ with the Maruttas without commurucation to the Engl/fh, and furthtti- 
more, in being inattentive in regard to thq fuppjylng of Colonel army with grain in their 

march through hte country, and In mi\ny other of infmeerity, it is become ncceffary to mv.Lo 
■known to the princes of HuictafUn the defection of the fa Id Maharajah Hgm, and the good luith of 
the Englilh nation, to the end that an infraction of the treaty may not in any wife be imputed to. the 
Governor General and Council, or they be fuppofed to have deviated from the ftri&eft juftice. 

But whereas principally it was ftipulatcd and contracted for by the Maharajah Rana, in the Jih 
article of the treaty, that whenever the war between the Englifh and Mu rattan fhould !ms carried 
into the Marattas country, he ftiould oi\ requjfition fi rnifii ten thoufimd cavalry at his own expence, 
towards their affiftanc.c •, yet though this fierce was frequently 'id urgently required during the com- 
mand of Colonel Camnc, the Maharajah Rana pleaded his not being in pqffeffiort of the fortrffs of 
Gualiar, Lit excufe for his c or* 90m pi i a nee. Now though GuaJiar had been taken fokty hy the va¬ 
lour arid con tin ft of the Englilh arms, without any military aid whatever from the Maharajah Rana, 
and though the immediate furrender of the fortrefs was not enjoined by the treaty, yet the Englilh 
Gentlemen, foldy to evince m extraordinary regard tu public faith, gave up the fortrefs, with all its 
camion and fiorcs, to the Maharajah Rana. 

Moreover, the Maharajah Rm after bcipg hwefted with the poflefiLon of tht? ftid forfcrfrfe, re¬ 
peatedly prornifed to join the Englifh army, hut tajW unred tp fulfil thofe engagements, he ft ill evaded 
their execution on the mod frivolous pretences. Finally, whereas the Id aba rajah Rnna wrote us a 
letter in thefe expreih terms, on the fixteenth of Zcmmadi ul Sauy, u I will join me Englilh camp ;' 4 — 
arid even from this his promife has alfo fwerved ^ it cannot but be manifc/f, that the Maharajah Rana 
has not performed in any wifi? bis pint of die treaty, and that he is totally difmdined from a/fitting 
the Englifh. 

It is on all thefe confiderattons become incumbent upon me, who command the Engltfh army, 
now on fervsee againll the Mara tea*;, in the dominion'' of the Maharajah Mihieput Sing Tugjuriaa 
Bahadur, the Rajah of Nuwa, to publifh, in my own name, this written memorial and proteft, on 
account of the vfol&tion of the treaty.—Be it therefore known to all the princes and nobles of'f-fin- 
doftan, to high and to low, and to the whole world, that, compelled by rceceftity, and by thefe 
breaches of the treaty, 1 From this day jufpend all mtercourfc whatever with the Maharajah Rnua, 
cither by letter m embafiy, until the pinafore of the Governor General and Council on mdc pre- 
niifos Jfhab be undurttood*

EXTRACT of BENGAL SECRET CONSULTATIONS, date! the 24*h September tfflt. 
^EAD the following letter and oidofurc from Colonel Muir* 

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

My hft difpatches advifed you ;pf my having tranfmittcd a protftft to Guslior, againil the conduct 
of the Ram, to be prefented to him only in cafi of his lfili pcrfiftmg in withholding th t quota of 
troops demand,!.: hum him, in virtue of his treaty with thu 1 unmirabk Company. I hnvk now 
the honour to inform Govern me i it, that he has fince that time marched from Ouali or with .a force, 
amounting to two battalions c# infentrv, and twelve hundred c&vaJry, md joined the army under 
my command at Dougfee. On rhis wen? I immediately drafted 1,000 men fmm the Putty Ginn 
detadbuent) in order to complete the regiment intended for fetvice* and with them. arid the third 
regiment of cavalry, proceeded to this camp* The garrifon of Koiares, commanded by Majtir 
M'Clary, being ftraiieiwd for provifions, 1 formed a difpofidon for affording them a fopply> and 
agreeable to it marched off with my whole force hi twe divisions, on the evening of my arriveL 
The firft, with which 1 went rttyfeff, conftftini' of two regiments of infantry, and the cavalry, 
marched directly towards the enemy's encampment, with a view of furprizing it, and to take off the 
fire from the orher, compofei of the remainder of my infantry, and the Rana’s army, having the 
provifions in charge ; this divifion was under the charge of Lieut. Colonel Achmuty. The out 
pofts of the enemy were (a well polled, that the march of my divifion was (cum difeovered, anti a 
ikirmifhmg enfued, which lafted till I joined Lieut* Colonel Adimuty, near Kolarecs* JIc arrived 
fafe with his provifiQi^ with little mole ft at ion during his march. On our fide we had but few 
killed, and moft of my wounded fuffered but fiightly. From the accounts fince received, the 
enemy's lofs has been capital; and having been almoft totally amongft the Gofaign infantry, in whofe 
fenices they principally confide, will, I truft, have the happfeft influence on their apprchenfions 
from a campaign to be purfued during the rainy fcafbn, It was my defign to have attacked the 
enemy's head quarters near Pachoutv, on the night of my arrival at Kolarees, but the alarm had 
fpreaa to their camp, and defeated all hopes of cfloutiat fuccefs in fuch an attempt* 


^reateft affiilance I cxpe&ed from the jundion of die Rana was a plentiful and certain fupply 
ij but notwithftandmg all my reprefemations to him on this fubje&, I can entertain no

of grain, |^ 

pofidve belief th$t he will make it the tenons object of his attention; from this circumfUnce* 
together with the c on fi derat ion of his army being greatly in arrears, and badly furnifhed with fibres* 
it weulcl appear that our refourccs mult center in our own exertions—thefc, Gentlemen, you may 
be petfuaded fhall be employed to the be ft ad vantage* In the feveral conf citations I have had with 
the Rana, I find it a talk of great difficulty to bring him to any active or abfohite determination; 
but his prefence with the army is of the muft material contequence in relation to other powers, who 
mu ft thereby be convinced that Government has fulfilled their engagements to him, he hlmfeif has 
fokmnly acknowledged to me that they have done more* 

In this fituation of affairs, Gentlemen, the plan of operations cannot be well Teertamed; it 
depends upon a variety of incidents* Should the enemy be court rained by the inclemency of the 
weather, bv the difcoiitents of his army, or by any other internal caufe, to retire towards his capital, 
or ftiould we find it practicable to force him into this mcafure, we may purfue him to great advantage; 
but fhould he be able to keep the field, magazines of grain muft be provided, or the afltilancc of 
fome neighbouring power muft be acquired, either by force or treaty, to favour our advance.

T AM forty to inform you that my difeovery of the Rina's condvidf of late amounts to a pofidve 
proof of his infidelity to our Government; he has been carrying on private iiejrodatioitp with 
the Fatal (without any regard to his engagements with the Company] replete with the deartft 
intention to betray us, and facrifice our intcrefts to his own private views. Upon this circumftanee 
coming to my knowledge, I pofitively refufed concluding any treaty with the Patul, until an attefted 
copy of the propofed or executed treaty between them lhould be louged in iny pofieffibri* This copy 
I have with great difficultv procured, with Bappoo Sewagidi fcal affixed, duplicate of which I fhall 
have the plcahire to indole you in my next dii patch*

R. STUART lays before the Board, the following Minute and Plan for the Management 
of the Revenues. 


]yj i* t tewart« 

Having lately conftdcred with a good deal of attention the prefent mode of collectng the revenues, 
and obferving many impeifedtions in It, which 1 thought required immediate remedy I confuted 
foivie of the moll experienced of the Company’s lervants in that line, with refpedt to the adoption 
of fiich a fyllem as fhould be leail liable to the objections, which in the prefent one are as evident 
as they are tmiverfally acknowledged, 

Amongft all the Gentlemen whom I have confulted on this occafion, I fcarcely found one who 
was not ciearlv ami decidedly of opinion, that the plan of employing Company’s lervants in all the 
diltri&f, was the heft (as had been proved by experience) that could be adopted; and I could wifh 
the Board tn confider, whether it would not be proper to revert to that fyftem ; it has always met with 
rhv warmeft approbation, and fo fully convinced am I of the preference which ought to be given to 
it above all others, that did the queftion reft fingty with me to decide upon, I fhould not hefitate a 
moment in adopting it. 

The only obje&ton which appears to defcrve notice is, the danger to be apprehended from a 
change of fydem; on which fubjedl much has been laid, and no doubt with feme juftice, if applied 
t< cafes which do not abfolutely require alteration ; and if the change fhould be made imprudently, 
or at an improper period of the year. But at prefent none uf thefe objections can be urged. I am 
not ftnguiai in my opinion of the neceifity of a change, The iyltem which I propofe of employing 
Company’s Servants, is, by the moft experienced in the Revenue bufmefs, acknowledged to be the 
belt ; and with rcfpetft to the time of entering upon a change, no one can deny that this is the licit, 
nay/thc only period when it can be made with propriety. The Bengal year is juft expired, and the 
col le it ions are at an end ; fucb balances therefore as have fallen, cannot be further realized without 
encroaching on the revenue of the new year, a practice of all others the moil pernicious; and, 
upon the whole, I dnubt not but that the Board will be convinced, on weighing all thefe circumftances, 
ihnr the fyllem may be changed without the leaft difficulty or embarrafi'ment. There are at prefent 
upwards of 20 gentlemen employed m the out diftridls, and the appointment of 8 or 9 more would • 
complete the change propofed. 

Thu Committee of Revenue’s letter on the fubjccl of the new fettle men t, affords no rcafon to 
induce me to alter the opinion which I have formed, _ after the matureft deliberation. O11 the con¬ 
trary, it confirms me more than ever in the propriety of it, feeing that they recommend to the 
Board, in the ftrongeft terms, that the Company’s fervants fhould be dire died to make the fettle- 
menu’ of all tine dilFriiSts where they are “ flattened, obferving, that there is not any objection to 
« counterbalance the advantages which on this occafion would be derived from local knowledge and 
“ experience,” 

Having faid thus much by way of preface, 1 beg leave to fubrnit to the Board, the plan which I 
Inve formed for the future management of the revenues; tn the drawing up of which t have 
attended to the fpirit of the goth article of the late Adi of Parliament, in favour of the rights of 
the Zemindars; and I have allb left fufficicnt fcopc for the operation of any orders we may receive 
from the Court of Directors confequcnt to that claw.

A S the period for the new fettle me nt of the revenues for the enfuing year is now near at hand, 
and as experience has dearly fhewu that the prefent fyftem is in many parts very defective ; I think 
that the Board ought immediately to take the fubje££ into conftderation, that proper meafures may 
he adopted for removing the evils winch now exift, as well as to prevent fimiftr inconveniences ill 
time to come. 

The avowed principle of the prefent fyftcm is to render, as general as poflible, the mode of 
paying the revenue direct at the Prdidency, and thereby totally to abolifh the intermediate 
agency between Government and the Zemindars, which was liiid tli bo productive of oppreflion 
and extortion*—This argument, at Srft fight, carries fome weight with it $ becaufe it is to be 
fuppofett, that the fewer agents there are employed in remitting the revenues to the Khalfa, Co 
much Ic6 will be the expences of the Zemindars : hut on a dofer examination of this point, it 
will be found* that the fadt Is the very reverfc 5 for the Zemindars, being at a ctlftane© from 
the feat of Government, md therefore unable to make their reprefentations in peribn, arc 
obliged to employ a number of Vakeels to tranfadi their bufmefs, and theft Vakeels being gained 
over to the interefts of the native officers (whofe undue influence will fuhmit to no check but 
the immediate interpofition of the members of Government) are eafily fed to betray their matters, 
and by working upon their hopes and fears, to bring them to any terms they may pfeafe to 
impoft* 

If it be all edged In favour of the prefent fyftem, that the land revenue has been Increafed, 
I will admit that it is now greater than vvhen' the laft change took place, though not more than 
it was in the time of the colle&ors ; but I cannot allow that this enercafe has tended to the good 
td the public, feeing that the actual receipts into the Treafury are greatly lefs than '.hey were twelve 
years ago, under the operation of a very different fyftcm from the prefent, and one which has always 
been confidered by me as the bett that can be adopted. In proof of thi7 ? I beg leave to ttate the 
net receipts into the Khalfa Treafury theft !aft twelve years, beginning with the fttdcment made by 
the Committee of Circuit,

In cafes where the Zemindar 
is a minor, or a woman, orwhdre fare are Sufficient reafom to jttffify fee exception, the lands may 
either l fc ^rven in charge to a near reflation-of the 'Zemindar ?, w to t)nc of the old tervants of lit 
Zemmmiry, on whofe fidelity anti good management Government on depend.— in either cide the 
perfoh in charge ttlhuld he rdfportfMc in hfe private fortune for the -due-paywent of the revenue. 

In a!! the diftrlifls without exception, a‘Company’s forvartt fhoifel be Rationed, for fee purpofe 
of receiving the rents as they'become due, and for .preventing opprefoans bcmff committed by the 
Zemindars "and their dependants} :as alfo for the adminiftration or jtfftice, as_Wlll hereafter be more 
particularly mentioned. 

"Theft- gentlemen fuperintenddnts ought to have handfortie falaries annexed to their appoimmems, 
i fa] thereby be placed above every temptation that might lead to an infringement or a neglect of their 
duty. The ,1.1th dir cited by fee late Aft of Parliament fhotfid be admimftcred to them, and the 
fiighteft inflance of delinquency ilioidd be punilhed in the moft exemplary manner, r have a better 
opinion‘of the fcrvice, than fo'Tuppdie that any of its members woald over merit fitch a p unil hmcntj 
■but if anv pcrfcn fhould To for forget his own honour and reputation, as to draw upon tniWdf the 
juft rtifentment of Government, I hope, for the fake of fee fcrvice, feat mb motives of lenity or 
iporfihliry would be differed to foreen hrm from fee -fate he would fo juftly deferve. 

With refoecTto fee rate of affcflmcnt, Ido not think that a better medium can be adopted on i 
General plan, than that which vns fixed hy fee Board, in conference ot the orders of the Loart 
of Directors, dated fee 5* February 1777 > viz. the average of fee collcfttons of fee Bengal 
years 1180, 8* and -8z. From fee beft information I have been able to obtain, this was contidered 
i very equitable Tumma : it ought not certainly to be lower i and many fefiridls may, from 
particular dhcurriftanocs of indulgence in thofe Wars, b” able to afford an mcreafe upon their 
' v-race collections. But it will be moft proper, I believe, fo give a difcretionary power on thjg 
head to the Gentlemen who are to make the fottlemcnts wife the Zemindars, which, for the nrft 
year, may be tried only as an experiment, until we receive fee orders «f fee Court of Directors upon 
fee tofe claufr of fee late A& of Parliament; but after feat, tt will be proper to fix fee Jurnma 
unaitembly during the life-time of the Zemindar. And when this determination of Government comes 
to be known and depended upon, it is fte t to be doubted but, through the means of the Gentlemen 
ftationed in the diftriifls, the revenue will-ill ways be completely paid up at the fixed penods. In 
order however the better to fccurc the regular payment of fee Kifts, I think the fiipenfitendent 
fhould be inverted wife a difcretionary power of putting up to public We a portion of the zemmtttfr^ 
lands, in a certain number of days (for intent* ten) after each kift became due, unlefs ftsWfe 
regularly paid; and in order to prevent fee pernicious prafttcc of ccUulive foies, the purchater ftould 
not be put into poffefEon until one month after the fale, during wfoch time the ‘Zemindar ought 
make his appeal to fee Supreme Council. The Beard, on hearing his reafons tor not paying his 
kill at fee (fated time, might then, if thofo reafons were judged iatisfoiSory, order tire land te be 
Tfftored to him on his paying 5 per l to fee purchafer, m coniideraaon of his di (appointment. 
This mode, I am convinced, would tend mote effe&ually to prevent balances, than aby that has ever 
vet been adopted; and as it lhould be inferred in fee Zemindar’s cabooleat, forewarned 

of what he was to expeft from a breach of his engagements, and could not fheieforr. have any juft 
caufe of complaint. But indeed, I believe, that it would feldom or never become nw tlfory for the 
Superintendents to carry this power into execution j for when fee Zemindars faw that GdWrmhttft 
were determined to adhere to fee meafure of felling their tends, they would mod undoiAteffy fob 
into a regular fyftem of paying their kifts as they became due, excepting indeed whore them did rifts 
were ruined by Tome dreadful calamity, in which cafe the fa& would be fo notorious, that the cohedor 
urould be juft feed in difpenfmg wife his iffual rigour.

Informing the above account, I have preferved fiiuii of the old eftabliflimenfs as appear to be 
neceffary, and in fome of the departments the allowances are continued the iameyjs before. Where 
new eftablifoments are introduced the allowances are very liberal, anrl the cftawiihrntnts them felves 
arc, in my opinion, fully equal to the duty required of them. But of this l cannot be fuppofed to 
be a competent judge ; and it may perhaps be neccflary to be fomifoed with official information on 
the fubjeS, before the Board can finally fix on the expences: I do not, however, conceive that they 
will much exceed what I have Rated* 

It may not be improper here to remark, that at the time of the appointment of the Committee 
of Revenue, it was the declared intention of the Government to recall all the collectors from the 
diftridXs j hut as not only a great number of them have been continued in their Rations, but many 
more fince appointed, it is evident that the fyftem of confining the management of the revenues to 
the Committee alone has been found impracticable, and confequendy a double expvuee has been 
incurred by Government* I herewith beg leave to fttbmit to the Board, a IIil of the different 
Rations of the foperintendents, fbewing the names of the gendenten at prefent employed, and 
leaving blanks for the new appointments to he filled up by the Board* 

As 1 think that no means fhould be left untried to incite the fuperintendents to give their whole 
attention to the realizing of the revenue, I further propofe, that they be permitted to drawtheir 
fixed Hilaries only, sis Rated above, for the purpofcs of defraying their current ex pence* j and that 
they be not entitled to their commiffion until the clofc of the year, when the Board will pais judg¬ 
ment upon their conduit refncdtivdy i and if it foaU have been fuch as to merit approbation,

On examining the revenue accounts) I find that, of the prefeot collectors, feme have regularly 
realized their revenue, whilifc others have fallen confidently in balance, I do mean at prefottt 
to enquire whether thofe gentlemen in the latter predicament have defurved the Boards cenftirc, or 
not; becaufe, as few or none of them were permitted to make their own fettle me ntp, it may be 
alledged, that they were neither fo much intcreftod in realizing them, nor fo wdl informed with 
rcfpect to the circumftances of the Zemindars and other landholders, as if they had themfclves 
fettled the amount of the revenues^ But In order that neither this plea nor any other map he made 
life of in future by the fuperin tcndonS; 1 am clearly of opinion* that the making of the icttlcmcnts 
with the Zemiwhirs and hereditary landholders, upon the principles already kid down, fhould be 
left entirely to them. They need not be abfblutely confined to the rate of afleiiment mentioned in 
the folk part of the plan, as this might be; productive of bardfllip in fome particular difirifis, and 
of too great indulgence m others; the medium collection of 1180-81 and 82, ought however to 
be taken for the baits of all their let dement, and I do not doubt but an increafc upon that jumma 
may in many places be obtained without rendering it in the leaft opprefiivc to die inhabitants. The 
fLipijrinrendents however will be foe beft judges of the ability of their refpeitive diftri< 5 t$; and as 
their own reputations will be fo much concerned, they will not make their fcttlements lower than the 
rate propofed, without the mod fubftantial reafons for fo doing ; neither will they make them too 
high, left they fhould find difficulty in realizing them. 

The medium jumma alluded to is 2,67,82,458, and the prefent jumma is 2,75,59,000, out of 
which turn a balance Is expected to remain uncoJledlcd of 30,00,000, as ftated in the account 
probable receipts and difourfements. This will reduce the collections of the prefent year to 
2,45,59,000; and I think wc fhall have reafon to congratulate our fc Ives iJ they do not fall 
ihort of that fum, feeing that although the year 1191 is expired, the balance of the Bengal revenue 
is at this time, agreeable to the Toivjec account for Fagun, no lefs than rupees 38,56,197, 4, 16* p 
cxchifive of rupees 27,67,705, 14- it, belonging to the Bchar year, on which however we cannot 
at prefent form any exa£t judgment* 

I fubmit this minute to the confidcration of the Board as an outline only, which, if they approve 
of, they may fill up with what improvements they may think proper ; and if the plan is adopted, it 
will, I am convinced, be attended with many important advantages to Government* A large 
faving in the article of charges collection is clearly alcertained ; foe bufinefi of the revenue will hi 
future be conduced better and on a more regular fyftem than heretofore; a number of the Com-* 
pany’s fenior fervants, whofc abilities Jtnd experience are at prefont unferviceable, and who arc 
receiving large penfions from Government, will be ufefully employed ; and being placed in fitoatiOns 
where no motive of private'intereft can interfere with the faithful difeharge of their duty, it hi 
natural to fuppofe that a laudable emulation will a rife in the fervlce, which cannot but 1 e productive 
of the greateft benefit to the Company* Nor mu ft it be forgotten, that in times of exigency. 
Government will be able to depend much more for every kind of exertion upon European taper- 
inttndeuts than they pofiibly could do upon the natives, who it is not to be fuppofed can be 
influenced by thofe tics which muft ever bind the fcrvam> of tlie Company, and fuhjcvls of Great 
Britain, tu exert themfelvcs with vigour in promoting the general welfare of the Britifh nation

ift- T HE Company arc in pofletfion of a very extenfive territorial junfdiftipii Jn BeqgaJ, 
equally fertile, populous, and advantageous to the British nation, for the Jarge it makes 

in revenues and manufactures. 

ft becomes n queftion, What fvftem of Government can be befl adopted for the managgfipipnt jftf 
this territory ? This cannot be anfwered till fcveral leading fafts have been ascertained, 

Bengal is Inhabited by various among* which that of the Hindoos may be eftinvrted to make 
up tight tenths of the population : they are the aborigines of the country, and by ii^tyR arid religion 
are peaceable .rnd in often five. 

I heir national character h the compound of their charafters as individuals : an obftinate attach¬ 
ment to all their cuftoms and prejudices, whether fiiperftitious, ceremonious, pr tradition^j pw# be 
deemed a general charaftcriftic of rhe Hindoos. 

I heir manners partake of the nature of the Govern moot under which they ever lived; as thishqs 
hcen arbitrary or defpotic, the natives are timid and fcrvilc. As individuals } they arc infolent to 
their inferiors; to thdr fuperiors, generally fpeaking, fuhmi/five; fhough tb^y ^ire to them .alfo 
guilty of infolence, where they can no fo with impunity*

The greateft difgracc ,they can /lifer it to Me their caff, or, as we fay, to be excommunicated, 
i ms punilnmeut is inflicted for the breach of the injunctions of their religion; or, what h the 
fame, of the ordinances .of their prftfe To he, ftcal,’ plunder, bvlfli, or murder, are not deemed 
(umaent crimes to merit cxpuliion from fociety. 

With a Hmd&XjaJj i* centered inhintfd/'j his own inteicft is his guide; ambition is a kcon- 
dury quality with him ; and the love of money is the fourcc of this paflion. 


The a J vantage they derive aver Europeans, is by pra&ifing thofe arts of meannrfs which an 
.European tic tufts, A man muff be long acquainted with them, before he can believe them ca* 
P raftifc ' at ^ mC ^ iCC ^ adulation, unci deliberate deception, which they daily 


i o our Government they have little attachment; yet it is certain that, in general, property has 
.been more fa me, and individuals left uppreiled, than under the ddpotifm of their Nabobs* I aC 
w\th all the confidence conviction iiifpires. I believe them to be as much attached to the 
ftnglifh Government as they would he to any other; hue if another dominion could eftabllffi it- 
ftlf, they would embrace it with indifference. The reafon of this muff he fought for in the con- 
feftuejices of addpotic authority v and by tracing them, the characters of the natives will be ea~ 
hly developed and uiferftood; in them will be fen the fotircc of timidity, adulation* and 
deceit, which.prevail. 

It is very obvious, that within the laft ten or twelve year's, a confidence alteration has taken 
plsU.e in the manners ot the people. I his alteration is the natural confejuence of a greater de¬ 
gree of intimacy with Europeans, than they formerly were admitted to. Thofe parts of our cha- 
ra£lcr, which fir ft drew their attention, were bravery, clemency, and good faith* They have Once 
found that we are not wholly ddlitute of weakneffes and vices ; and that Europeans, like all others, 
are open to temptation: the rclpcft they enter mined for us as individuals, or.as a nation, h dimi- 
Jiimed'; and they now confider themielves upon a more equal footing. 


I lie introduction of the Supreme Court of Judicature has largely contributed to the elevation 
of the natives, and to the depreflion of Europeans. This fyftcm, which was meant for the relief 
of. the muffe, has, m very few refpedT, anfwered that objed; in many hifisfees it has been 
tf heavy gfh M\ee to them ; and the natives themfdves have found out the ;irc of making the 
powers of the Court the means and mftrument of forwarding their own views of I mere it and op- 
preffion, of eluding the power of the Government, and of weakening its authority, bv cneaeine the 
two tribunals in contefts with each other. 


It Is in vain that wc fearch for men of enlightened unckrftsmding, deep reafonlng, and reflexion, 
^aTOongiiihe natives* ihe education of the Hindoos is confined to their being taug ht their own lan¬ 
guage . the Mahomedans are little better iuftrunted j the acqtufltion of a few moral or political 
maxims, which in practice they neglect, is all they know of the arc of Government, if exceptions 
can be lound, they arc very rare. 

Such are the inhabitants of Bengal, over whom the European jurifiliction h eftabliflied : pm- 
drnce may, no doubt, render it permanent, but prudence and policy along can effe& this ; far on a 
compaiifon of rludr numbers with ourfclvcs, it muff b* evident to all, that the power by which we 
rule is lefs real than ideal* 


The grand object of bur Government in this country, fliould be to conciliate the minds of 
the natives: this may be effected by allowing them the free enjoyment of all rheir prejudices, 
and by facuring to diem their rights and property: the form of ‘it fliouM, I flunk, be delbo- 
.5? * fh 0 uld If ill be retained in thole habits of fubml/fion which are natural and 

familiar to them; to tins they will make ao oBje&icm,' whilft they are treated, with humanity-and 



Between 
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Between the Head Tribunal of Government and its fubjefisj I would preferve a great and re- 
fpedteble diftance ; nor fufter the perfons of the Members of die State to be treated with a fun U 
liaxity which induces contempt. 

In the Supreme Council in Bengal fhould he a Council, a com p troi' merely to fuper intend 
the conduct of all the other departments of the Bate, and oblige them to do their duty* As a Go¬ 
vernment, or as iiittvkluals» they fhould not interfere in the executive duties of fubbrdinate Acti¬ 
ons ; hut be attentive only to correct their errors, reform their abufes, or pnnifh their mjufUce j 
they fhould prdcribc rules of conduct, and leave the execution of them to others. 

Their bufiriefe upon this fcale would be limited, fimple, and eui'y : but where the Members of 
the State, or the collective body of it, attend to all application?, interfere in all appointments, and 
undertake bufmefs of a trilling nature, they can neither S&dfc with propriety us an office of comp- 
trol, nor as an office of dlfpatch, whilft they leave it In the power of the lowed to judge of their 
capacities and intentions. 

Upon this principle, all the fub ordinate offices of Government fhould alfo be formed : the grada¬ 
tion from the firft to the hit fhould be cafy and connected i arid all bufinefs in its progrds fliordd ob- 
ferve thefe f. radntions ; arid we muft be cartful not to fuffer the cxiftcflCe of two authorities that clafli 
with tile operations^ and countered the influence of each other* 

Thefe are the general outlines \ in the application of them we are to confider the three great de¬ 
partments of the Government, viz. The adminitiration of juftice, the management of the icvemtes, 
and the commercial interefts—The political department relates to other ohje£b, fb Hide and exteu- 
fivc, that it mull be conJidered ic pa lately* 

Several fyftems have been adopted for the management of the revenue?, and the admmiflration of 
juftice $ at one peftOd they have been united, at another they have been feparated. 

Till the year 1770, the revenues, with a few partial exceptions, were under the controul of the 
natives j but it was then deemed more advantageous to the Company to employ their fcrvatns. 
In canfequcnec of this determination, Europeans were appointed as filperv ifors, and the comptrol 
of the di ft rifts, in matters of revenue, as well as in what related to the adnunift ration of ju 11 ice, was 
vefted in them. 

Two Councils of Comptrol were eftabliflied ' t one at Moor fticdabad, and one at Patna j to thefe 
the collectors were fubordiuatc, and adfed under their orders and authority, 

Thefe Councils were, in their* turn, fubordihate to the Council at the Prefidcncy, compofed of the 
Members of the Government thcmfclves* 

* ♦ 

The Khalfe, or Head Revenue Court of the country, was at that period fixed at MoorfhedabaJ ; 
but it was thought proper to remove it to Calcutta, and the Council at Fort William took upon 
them (elves the immediate di region and comptrol of the collectors;; in conibqUcnce pf which the two 
Councils at Moorfhedabad and Patnii were abolifhed. 

In 1774 the cdlete were recalled, and the diftri&s were formed into dhdfiam, and a Provincial 
Council of Revenue appointed for each ; their Rations were at Calcutta, Hurd wan, Patna, Dacca, 
Moorfhedabad, and Diuugepore, The adminiftration of civil juillice was veiled in the Council at 
large, but held in rotation by one of the Members* 

In 1780 the adminift ration of juft Ice was fepa rated from the comptrol over the revenues, and 
verted in perfpna neither comie&ed with the Revenue department, nor fubordmate to It* 

In 1781 the plan was extended, and tie number of die courts of adawlut: cncreafed; and h 
the beginning of the fame year the prcfeilt fyrtern for the management of the revenues took 
place* 




1 o all thefe plans, excepting the firft, Very foiid objections may be made. In propofing the fyiftem, 
which appears to me the fimplert and the bell, 1 (hall give attention to them. 

The following are the outlines of the plan : 


That in the two departments of the adminiftration of juftice In civil cafes, and the 
management and comptrol of the revenues, the fervants of the Company fhould be employe!

Article i ft. 

After the churafter which has been drawn of the natives, It is medlefs to add, tii^t I think them 
r calculated for theft important trulls. I might appeal to the experience of every European, who 
has had opportunities of Jeemg the natives in office, in ftpport of my opinion- 

I he general fyftem of affairs in Bengal is now wholly different from what it was ten ye^rs 
ago; the icaic of tonneftiom and mterefts is greatly'extended, and Engliffi forms of policy 
; * J2d r? ** wtroduced. I’he natives no longer look up to one of their own country and fc& 
hC ^ J> bUt luiropt '‘ lns ; UDi ' cm tk 7 as forimly, without our advice 

Tt is the part of a’ wile Government to provide agalnft all contingencies: we ought not therefore 
to rdy upon the peaceable difpofitiun of the natives, or on a fuppofed attachment to us ; but & 
tablnh fuch a cumptrol in a!J parts of :he country, that, in cafe of a foreign invafion by an Euro- 
P caft powcr > or of the “'roads of an Eaftern enemy, or the event of rebellion in any of'our provin¬ 
ces, the payment of the revenues may not be founded, illicit correfpcndcnce of dangerous confede¬ 
racies may be checked, and the contagion of rebellion (tilled. 

! hat the fervants of the Company are qualified for the .talk I propofe to allot to them, I in ay 
venture to pronounce. J 'he ctdleflion of the revenues is in itfdf fnnple; and if it is now attended 
witii particular embanaffmenrs, they arife from the fyftem which has been eftabliftted, or from 
° ci. natal omits. Common fenfc, a competent knowledge of the language, application, 

and rea,mde of mtenhon, are all the qualities required either for this ur in the Jifhibution of 

abufc'of authority^ ° f v ComptroIlln S P°wer to retain every man in his duty, and prevent the 

An Englishman cannot defeend to thofc little pra&iccs of oppreflion or extortion fo familiar to 
tne ***?<* ' h>s nim ' 1 rcTOlfs at *c of them : and admitting even that feme are, by habit, 
conneutons, or neceftty, become depraved, there is, after all, in every breaft a fenfc of honour and 
votuc that recoils from the low vicious arts of a native of Bengal, 

In reverting to the period when this fyftem was eftablifhed, I cannot rccoUeft any objections 
agamft it; feme might be drawn from die petftwl characters of the individuals employed ; but 
mofe can no more be urged againft tbc plan itfelf, than ihe vices of the priefts can be adduced to 
prove the t hnltian religion wrong. If a Government will differ crimes and vices to go unnunUh- 
etl, no fyftem can be adopted that will anfwer any good purpnfe, 6

Article ad. 

People long accuftomed to a dcfpotk authority, fhoiild only look to one mailer. It is impoffiblc 
to draw a hue Between the revenue and judicial departments, in fuch a manner as to prevent their 
c:.,- , ng; and m this cafe, either the revenues mu ft fuffer, or the adminiftratiort of juftice he fuf- 
pended. Ihe prefent regulations define the objeAs of the two fever al iurifdiaions with deamefs 
. preafiQn ; yet they continually claffi in practice : complains arc (o Mended, that it is often 
.mpoffible to determine to which tribunal they belong ; and that there has not been more coni 
tufion than has actually happened, is owing to the di fere don of tliofe who have been entmfted with 
the adnuiuftration of juitice. 

It may be poiEbfc in the courte of time, to Induce the natives to pay their rents with a- 
without compulfion, hut this is not the cafe at prefent. If any force is offered, a com¬ 
plaint is made m a Court o 1 juftice, and whether true or 61 ft, a temporary protea ion is given to 
the complainant, who is relcufcd from the demands upon him : to realize them after wards is no 
eafy matter. 

In all demands for revenues, or in fummotifcs to caufe the attendance of parties at tire Adawlnts 
Peons arc employed, and very often the Peons of die two tribunals meet at die hpiife of the fame 
man, where the property of his perfon is contefted, and he is obliged to pay both parties. 

In thofe diflridh, fuch as Bogleporc, fee. where the two jurfeions are veiled in the feme ner- 
fi«, thefc mconvcntences do not nrifc: the dudes of the two departments, though united in the 
iiime jperfon, are ftpantfed in practice | and thk txuy ftllj be done,

If the. prefeat Jyftcm fbould c$rxmue* it will be mscdfery to fenirc tiie regulations 
munition of juftite; in general they are very proper, but feme few alterations will 
to reduce them to the underhand mgs of the people, they require to be amplified 


It has been the fate of this Government to form good regulations,, but not to enforce them ; and 
this gave room to thefe objections, which were made again ft the powers of the Courts of Revenue 
and jullice betiig exercifcd by the lame perform; the error wa;* not in the mftitutioii, but m the 
negfeft of duty. 


If any Ibiid arguments can be urged on the other fide, it is, (hat the bufinds of ertfcer depart- 
merit will be found fufficient to occbpy the whole time and attention of one man. ll is certain 
he will not have much Icifure; but I am convinced may ncverthelefs perform the duties of noth 
offices to tiie fatisfa£ti6ri of hintfy.if and his fuperiors* by a well regulated jxicthod and pt f> pa 


attention. 


Article 3d. 


In the remarks on the firft article, one great advantage of this lytic in has been pointed out; 
others are not wanting. 

In the actual collection of the revenues* nothing is more necdlary than to give immediate atten¬ 
tion to all complaints, which are preferred daily without number* and dilpateh diem in a luminary 
manner. This cannot be done where the comptrol h remote- 


In every Pergunnuh throughout Bengal* there are feme diftinft uftges which cannot be dearly 
known at a di fiance ; yet in all complaints of oppreflion or extortion* thefe mull be known before a 
decilion can he pronounced* But to learn at Calcutta the particular cuftoms of a dilfri6t of Rad- 
flmby or Dacca, is almoft impoiTiblc ; and conftdenng the channels through which an explanation 
mu ft pals, and through which the complaint is made, any colouring may be given to it, and op- 
preftioti and extortion, to die ruin of a diftrict, may be prat died with impunity. 


1'his is a continual fource of embanailment to the Committee oi Revenue in Calcu ta. One 
obje& of their mftiivtion is, to bring the revenues without agency to the Prefldency ; anti aE local 
comptrol is removed from over the Venters who pay at Calcutta, or what is called hu&zoory ; when 
complaints are made againft them* it is almoft impoflible to difcrlminatfi truth from ialfcnood; and 
to prevent a failure in the revenues, it is found neceflary in all doubtful cafes, to lupport the raw 
nier ; a circutnftance which may confirm the moft cruel a&s of oppreflion. 


The real ftate of any diftrift cannot be known b-y the Committee; a farmer or Zemindar may 
plead, that an inundation has ruined him, or that his country is a defart from want of nun ; an au- 
mccn is fent to examine the complaint j he returns with an exaggerated account of loib-s, proved in 
volumes of intricate accounts, which the Committee have no time to read, and for which the au- 
meen is well paid ; poffibly, however, die whole account is falib, Suppoft no aumecn h employed, 
and the renter is held to the tenor of his engagements, the lots, if real, muft occaiion his ruin* un¬ 
it^ his afleflment is very moderate indeed. 


I may venture to pronounce, that the real ftate of the diftttfte is now lefs known, and the reve¬ 
nues Ids underHood, than in 1771. Since the nnJtives have had the difpofal of atcmmi - fince they 
have been introduced as agents, anrl trufted wich authority, intricacy and confufion have ruken place; 
the records and accounts which have been compiled are numerous ; yet* when any particular ac- 
count is wanted, it cannot be found. It is the bullnefs of all, from tne Ryott to the Dewau* to 
conceal and deceive; the fimpkft matters of fait arc designedly covered with a veil* through wliich 
no human underftanding can penetrate. } 


With reipe& to the prefent Committee of Revenue, it is morally impoflible .for them to exe¬ 
cute the bu li nefs they are entrufted with; they arc veiled with a general comptrol, and they have 
an executive authority, larger than ever was before given to any Board or body of men; they may 
and mtift get through the bufmefs, but to pretend to aflert that they really execute it, would be 
folly and falfehood. 

The grand obje£t of the natives is to acquire independent comptrol; and tor many years they 
have purfued tins with wonderful art» i he farmers and Zemindars under the Committee profccu^ 
the fame plan, and have ready objections to any thing that has the leaft appearance of reitriftion ; 
all comptrol removed, they can plunder as they plea to. 

The Committee muft have a dewan* or executive officer, call him by what name you l plcafi?* 
T'his man, in fa£t, has all the revenues paid at the Frefidency at his diipofal; and can, it he has 
any abilities, briny; all the renters under contribution- It is little advantage to reftraiu the Coin- 



mirtee them lei ves from -nbery or corruption, when their executive officer has the p ower of prac 
tifirw both untie tested, 



To difplay the arts employee by a native on fudi occaftom would fill a volume* He dtfeovers the 
fecrct resources of the Zemindars and Renters, their enemies and competitor* j mid, by the engines 
of hope and fear raifed upon thefe foundations, ho can work them to his purposes* The Committee* 
with the boil intentions, be ft abilities, and lleadicft application, muft, after all, be a tool in the 
hands of their Dcwan. 


This would never be the cafe in the fyfirm I propofe, as the Dewtm would neither be the channel 
of information, nor of executing orders j his iSifinefs would he limited* 

'The fame objeeHom that >,e made agntnft die prefent Committee of Revenue, may be applied 
to the (yftem of Provincial Councils ; it is fufficient to fay of them, that the umverfal opinion, 
ftrengthened by experience, has pronounced thefyftem fundsmental!y wrong, and inapplicable to any 
good purpofes* 

After all, die Government muff confidef, that to make people do their duty, hope muft he held 
out as well as reward; or, in the words of a gentleman, formerly a Member of the Supreme 
Council, w No Government will be ferved faithfully that does not reward its fervants liberally*” 

This is one great defect in the fyftem for the admmiflxation of juftice j the pay of the judges is 
cqffid only to their fubfiftcnce, and their prefent rank is the lalt ftep of the feale* Raving no object 
in this line, they have little inducement to exert thcmfelves in it, but arc anxious to get removed to 
fame other where their pro!peas are better. 

Foujedary JurifdicVioti.—Of the Foujcdary JurifiBflion nothing has yet been find. In this depart¬ 
ment, cri miaul juffcice is admtmftered, and it is the only office left to die Nabob* 


T do not fee any particular reafbft for changing the fyftcm itfclf, and perhaps it would, on many 
accounts, be Improper j but feme regulations are highly neceflary* 

Mahomed Reza Cap is at the head of this department, and is the only perfon I know in the 
country qualified for it* If he were left to himfdf, I have not a doubt but he would cpndift it well; 
but h is ft circundcribed by recommendations of particular perfom, and by the prote&ion held out 
to his officers by Europeans, that, to my knowledge, he has not been able to puniih them even when 
they have been eonvifled of the greuteft enormities ; and he has often on this account been blamed 
whew h!s hands were tied up* 

The prefect Foujedarry Cy flem, unlcfs it has lately undergone great alterations from the Controul 
over ,the Foujectars veiled it; the judges of the Adawlct, is a mere fyftem of rapine and plunder, 
and fmnifhes another proof againft the leaving natives with uncontrolled power. 

What is particularly wanted is, to Impofe checks and reftraints upon the Fotajedarry officer?, 
fcattered about the different jdiftrjit*; and this might be done confluent with the plan 1 ptopofe, 
by lodging a controlling power with the collcdfors over them* With refpedl to the trial of 
delinquents, that fiiould be left with the natives alone; the trial is always lent to the Naib Nazim, 
and muft be confirmed by him, and receive his fanclion^before the fentence can be carried into 
execution. 

T do not think it would be unbecoming the dignity or humanity of this Government, to pro¬ 
cure fume alteration in particular puniflmients, which are a dilgrace to humanity; I allude 
in particular to the cutting oft limbs, and impaling ; the very mention of which makes nature 
fnudder. 


As to the mode of control!, it might he as follows: to fix the Ration of the head Foujedar of a 
dift*i«5b at the fame place with the fuperintendent, and to oblige him to make a daily report of all the 
prifdrkers under his charge j to order him to obey the orders of the collector for the (mure of any 
delinquents, and if the crimes of die prifoners merit trial, to make the Foujedar deliver them over 
without delay to the proper officers for that purpofe; to abolifh all fines whatever as puniffimentsi 
and to reduce the number of petty Tannahs or Guards which arc now fluttered about the country. 

To prevent an abufe which arifes from the pay of Peons employed by this Court, and which Is 
made an article of profit; a reftiiSkiop might be laid upon the Foujedar, not to ifiue fummonf s, bur 
ruder the fignaturv of the fu perm tendon f. 
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to prcierve the peace within their refpeotive diftrifk, 
the peace ; this cannot be done univeifidly, but may 
ftilf be adopted in particular dill rifts ; for inftanee, in Butdwam 

If m^ry now be proper to take a general review of the fyftem 1 prnpofe- The atbtiii miration 
Of juiKccj and collection of {he revenue# oi Te whole country, having been veiled in Company's 
(ervants, appointed to the different dlftrifts, a will be necdfiaiy to dhblilh a controul over them. 

For this purpofe, a Council of Control, fimilar to the prefect Committee of Revenue, fWdd 
be eftablifJied in Calcutta, with whom the collectors fiiould correfpond, and whofe orders they are 
to obey. To them they are to fend their monthly accounts of their collections nnd diftjurfementSt 
and remit the former to them# 

This Counca fhotild be limply deliberative, nor have any office of collodion itfclf: X would 
not allow them any judicial authority, except merely to refer complaints of any kind to the 
colleftots, 

The prefent Court of Appeal, under the name of Sudclcr Dewanuy Ackwlet, may ftilf continue 
with all its powers j to this Court the roileftors, in their judicial capacities, are to be (object, and 
to make their returns to it, as at prefect* 

The Supreme Council will ftill have a control over the whole 1 the Committee are to fend the 
monthly accounts to them, with their proceedings, as at prefent, with a general report upon the 
ftate of the bufmefs and conduft of the collators* 

Every fobordmate office muft Ik? poflefled of full authority; the Committee muff not interfere In 
the duties of the collector, who, within his jurifaction, fhotdd be conlklered as defpotic. 

'Hie Committee fhould not decide (prima fade) upon re pre fen tat ions from the natives, but fbould 
refer them to the collectors* It will be one part of their duty to hear all complaints agaibft the 
ednefters, and call upon them to anfwer them* The Committee, in this cafe, mufl; be ordered to 
hy a ftate of their proceedings before the Supreme Council, who will pals fuch a decifum upon 
them as thk-y think proper* In the fame manner, the Supieme Council will exerci (c a control 
over both. 

It is a very capital defeat In this Government, that no fyftem is permanent* Thofe amottgft 
the natives, who have influence are the foil to fuggeft changes, as they mufl gain by them ; but 
thi* continual variation of fyflem introduces diftruft and diffidence of the Government affltmgft all 
claffes; it prevents all inclination to improvement, and makes every man anxious to gather the profits 
of bb hour, left a new change ihuuM deprive **f them. 

If the prefer* fttuation of affairs were in any refpeft eligible, I lhouM not propafe an alteration; 
but 1 am convinced it is fundamentally bail; ana that the fyflem now pr npo d, admitting it to be 
incomplete, will in every reipeft be infinitely better. I do not, however, with to fee it introduced, 
Uflfcifc with a determination of adhering to it; and if the Government will compel every man to do 
bis duty, by rewarding thofe who do execute it, and by difmifling thofe who are incapable or neg¬ 
ligent in the performance of k, I may venture to pronounce, that the fyfiem itfelf will anfwer every 
objett intended by it. 

In taking into confideration the management of the revenues, k is necciEuy at tbs fame btrti to 
confider the mode of fettle men E. 

It may not be pra&icabte, canfidenn the fettle mint formed by the Committee of Revenue, to 
ftiake any considerable alteration during the prefer* year; but a foundation fliould be laid, and the 
plan ficetched out at full, and filled up afterwards, as ciraunftanccs admit. 

It may be pronounced, that upon the whole, the Zemindars, who have the greateft rights, are 
alfo the properefl perfons tor the management of the revenues of their own diftrifts : fomc exceptions 
to this as a general rule will hereafter be pointed out, 

I therefore pfoppfe that the fettle men t be made with the Zemindars the mfelves, and that the amount 
of the jumrna be irrevocably fixed during the life-time of the Zemindar„ 

l he nJTeflment fliould alfo be moderate, and in that cafe the Zemindar fliould be compelled to pay 
it, taking upon himfdt all profits and Ioffes: if ifcc afleflment is exceflive* there will be either a 
necdlity to admit an abatement in cafe of lofs, or die lands mull be fold, 
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the Zemindnry to make good arrears. I would even limit a day when this operation fhould take 
place} to the Sr ft day of the fecond month of the new year. 

The exceptions again ft his rule arife from the incapacity of the Zemindars, owing to fex or 
minority. Both the‘Zemindars, of Dmageporc and Bu#vyaii are minors, and wholly incapable at 
preibtit of managing the rents ©f their own diftrifts: in tnele cafes the following modes ©ccui ; 
eithei to appoint'an"officer on the part of Government to take the management of thS resits, or, to 
let the lands to farm. 

In the former cafe the perfhtt appointed is only anfwerable for wlut he actually collcdls, in the 
latter calc, he is rcfponfible for a certain fum. 

If proper perfons fliould he found for the truft, the former mode appears to me preferable ; and 
it may be adopted when the Zemindar himfelf has any near relations capable of the truft: the fear 
of difmiflion will be fome reftraint upon him. 

The latter mode alfo has its 'advantages} but thefe depend alfo upon the choice of the perfons. 
I would not abfolutely fix upon cither, but adopt one Or the other as c ire urn ft a rices indicate. 

In whatever mftatices n farmer is employed, it ought not to be for one year but for a term } as he 
ought not to he admitted without fufficient reaftm, ho ought not to he difpoflefled merely to make 
room for another per ion. 

Every Zemindar has lands under the denomination of Bert, Bcrmooler, &c. which are rent free. 
For the management of thefe lands, I would propofe that a perfon ihould he nominated by Govern¬ 
ment, where die diftriS is not left with the Zemindar himfelf. 

Under every filiation, however, the Government muft take noon themfeives the care of the 
Zemindar’s education during his minority: experience teaches, that this truft, when left at the 
diferetion of their relations,‘ or a farmer," is never executed faithfully. The confluence is, that 
the Zemindars are incapable of managing their lands at the time they are qualified by their age to 
undertake it. 

If the Government fix the afleflment, they muft at the fame time fix their own expences. It was 
formerly remarked, that the habit of this Government to encreafe its expences was enormous. 
A companion of the prog refs of expence fince this remark was made, in the beginning of 1776, 
will fully verify it. 

To conclude: If the plan now recommended for the adminiftration of juft ice, and the manage¬ 
ment of the revenues, take place} and if thole employed in it are retained in their duty, in the 
co 1 ufe of two or three years the fyftem, which is now confuted and complicated, wili become cafy 
and fttnpie, neither difficult to underftand, nor embarraffing to perform. 

With refpeft to the expence of this plan, it will not be fo great as at prefent, even after fixing 
certain profits for the perfons employed, by allowing them commiffion upon the net tolled!ions, 
which I think the proprreft mode of paying them: but that this matter may not be left m doubt, 
the whole detail of the fyftem and ex pc nee fhould precede the adoption of it} and this tnay be 
done e a Illy. If thefe reflexions are deemed of fufficient weight to merit coniideradon, the writer 
will cbearfully embrace the trouble of this detail. 

N. B. Since the above memorial was written, various parts of the provinces were formed into 
eolleftorlhips and fuperintendlhips; fueh as Raadlhai, Bunlwan, Rungpore, &c. &c. &c.

I he Governor General s only objeftion is, «that he docs not think we are Efficiently advanced 
to nfipie me confluences of veiling Co unchecked a power generally in the hands of our 
u fervsmts * * but if they are truft^worthy in one department, they are certainly fo in both* At 
prerent, the collectors and magi ft rates are by no means checks upon each other; and Govern¬ 
ment does not pofiefs a greater degree of control over them individually, than they would do

country; which is evidently not the objeft of Government at home j and which is contrary to one 
of the leading principles of the fyftem which I propofed* 

The obje£Hon which the Governor General Rates again# li the controlling authority of a Member 
« of the Board in the Revenue department/' viz. ct the want of time/* is cafily anfwcred 
Although there is n meeting of the Council almoft every day in die week, yet the Members feldom 
aflemble till towards noon \ fo that the Gomptroliing Member could with eafe give up two or three 
hours every day, if needfary, to attend to the bufinds of his department, 

I have thought it neeeflary to make thefe obfervations, not with a view to bring die queftion which 
1 formerly propofed, again before the Board; but merely to fupport the fyftem which it was my 
wtft to fee introduced, and becaufe I thought then, and Bill continue to think, it is the beft that can 
be adopted by this Government for the mtereft of our employers*

Gentlemen, 

MOTI VE of refpeft towards the Honourable Governor Genera^ determined me to wait his 
return to the Prelid ency, before 1 addrefied you upon a fubie£i, to'which, although I cannot 
ftn£Uy perhaps be deemed officially a party in hojiouij, 1 ftill mutt arid do feci myfclf moft imme¬ 
diately and dtcntially intcreftcd* 

In a letter from the Honourable Governor General to the Board, dated 25th of Auguft laft, and 
of which the communication came to me from my fete ffipenor at the Court of Oude, Mr. John 
Briftow, itis ftated, that of the monks collected by this Gcutleman, during his late refifdency on 
th0 account of the Company, be had appropriated near fourteen lacks of rupees to the payment 
of expenses which were not incurred by your Government, and which had at no time reed ml its 
fanftiort: and further, that this fum was dlfchargcd without the orders, or even the knowledge of 
the Vizier, In the account particulars of the amount declared to have been Co appropriated, t find 
included the allotted monthly expence of the refident's office, or 25,100 rupees. It was from this 
fund that I received my allowance as firft affiftant to Mr* Briftow * but I received it, Gentlemen, 
tinder a convi£tion that it was equally known to the members of our Government, and to the Na¬ 
bob, and authorized by both* 

It is true that, however uninformed in this refpo&, I might yet have accepted fuch allowance, when 
tendered to me by Mr. Eriftow, without any rifk of pcdbnal eonfcqucnccs, the refident being fokly 
refpon fiblc for all difburfements j but 1 fhould have feorned, when information was open to me, 
to have recurred to the plea of ignorance, in excufe of a conduit, which, had it been advifedly 
adopted, could admit of no junification, and which, in the rctrofpefi* promifed no better confola- 
tion than might be derived from the chcerfefi confejoufnels Of undeferved impunity; on the 
other hand, the falaries allowed to die affiftants in the office of the 1 aft refident at Oude, were al¬ 
ready of that public notoriety as made the aid of fliift or fubterfuge, either in the payment or ac¬ 
ceptance of them, could Gentlemen have ftooped to fuch pracLce, every way unneceffary. To 
eftablifh this portion, f conceive, with much deference, it will be only neceflairy to prove (which 
may be done by a fun pie reference) that from the period of the Chunar treaty, mefe allowances had 
been regular! y received by the Gentlemen officiating as affifbnta to your refident at the Viz-ier T $ 
court* "This being the faft, fuppofing the Nabob's accounts to be open to his infpe&ion, it is not 
cufy to divine by what accident, at the final adjuftment of them with Mr* Br if tow's predecetfbr, 
the charge of 25,000 rupees per month fhould have cfcaped the notice of his Highnefe* If, on the 
contrary, fuch want of informatiott is to be attributed to Hyder Beg Cawn, afiuredly it muft have 
been by very iixbtle management, that the mini (for could have concealed a dilltoriement of this 
nature and extent fo long, fo completely-, and, as it would feefrt, fingly, from the knowledge 
and observation of his rnaffer, and of the Honourable the Governor General* Indeed his fuccefs 
In (his refpeT muft appear by fo much the more wonderful, as it was a circumftanee familiarly 
Known to Mr* Whcler, who, fpeaking of his nephew, Mr* Trevor Whelcr, as one of the aftiftanis 
to the refident at the court of Oude, informed me, that as fuch he received a fabry of 5,000 
rupees per month. This verbal commumcaiidn occurred at ’the time of my appointment to be 
jfirlt affiftait to Mr. Pnftow, and a very few days previous to my departure for Lucknow* The 
fubjefl was afterwards renewed between us In a correfpondenve by fetter ; which written docu¬ 
ments, fhould rhe IJohourable Board deem it ncccflary, I ibid I moft readily lay before them, nor am 
I the leaft apprehenfive that in fo doing I fhall incur the ccnfure of one candid or honourable man,

My political conduit having been honoured with your full approbation J, the two specific 
charges lately exhibited againfTme, upon the exchange of rupees, and the exorbitant :-xpences of 
my office, arc the fubjeils which require further explanation.—And here I muft obterve, that trie 
late Governor General, veiled with the powers of you Government, and Ryder Beg Cavrn with 
defpotic fway over the Vizier’s dominions, have not produced a fijagle evidence in fupport of their 
accusations. 

Had I been guilty of the crimes alledged againft me, the proofs might furely have been obtained 
when inclination and power were aflive in the feareh.—For the Mini (ter, countenanced and pro- 
toiled by the firft Member of your Adminiftration, could with impunity have promtfed rewards to 
„ ny native who flioUld have ftood forth . my accufer, while on the other hand it is probable that he 
threatened to infiiit punilhment on thofe who fhould conceal the knowledge of tranlailions whicn 
might any wav tend to criminate my conduct. I conceive f do not deviate from propriety, in form¬ 
ing fuppoStions, a mode of reafoning for which the late Governor has cftabhlhed the precedent. 

« I! Whilft the Vizier and his Minifters poflcfled their proper authority, an adherence to the

Thus fituateo, with pof.tive knowledge that Ryder 
lies Cawn was my inveterate enemy and malicious accufer, is it to be fuppofod that 1 could be io 
deficient in common fa.il- and prudence, as to furniJh him with the certain means of cheering 
my ruin? 

The fuppofition therefore of the late Governor General, that I influenced the Exchange, as well 
as his pobtive affarion, that I attuned and obtained a controul over the finances of the V rzier, 1 
moft foleinnlv declare to be totally void of foundation. 

I am (imported by a mdft rcfpeilable authority when I affert, that your Government alone is com¬ 
petent to eftablifh equitable rules of exchange. The authority to which I allude is fo much m point, 
that I hope the Honourable the Governor General will pardon me for quoting it in this place. 

A table allay afccrtaining from our mint the intrinfick value of each com, and prcfcnbcd m 
« this Government as the ftandard by which all monies are to be eftimated, is the only check that 
« law can eftablifll to prevent impofition in receipts or difburfements of monies fo various in value 
« and eftimation —Such a table allay was prcfcr.bed by your Government in the year 177b, as 
the ftandard by which all monies fhould be received and dUburfal; and from this ftandard l never 111 
the lea ft deviated, nor indeed could I have done it with propriety, or the hope of fafcty. 

Exchange of money has always been produ&ive of advantage to individuals under every Govcrn- 
* inent. Mr. Macphcrfon, in his minute already referred to, has ufed the following words, which as 
they apply to the preceding ohfervarion to the practice of this fervicc, lie will, 1 hope, cxcufemy 
mfertmev-« In general f know that all Collectors of Revenue, or their Native Agents, and all 
« difburfers of large fums, or their Native Agents in this country, muft have a profit upon the 
« exchange or batta, when claims are of many different kinds, and of local, and often of arbitrary 
« value.”—Having then the fail&ion of Government, the known general ufage of the fervice, as 
well as the example of my predeceffors, to juftify this part of my conduft, I will not pretend to 
deny that emoluments wore made at Lucknow by the fhroffage, or exchange0/ rupees.

reconcile the conduct of Hyder Beg Cawn in preferring thefc ill-founded and unprovoked complaints 
with the principles either of honour or gratitude. 

In OSobcr 1782 your Honourable Board thought proper to refolve on arrangements, which 
fhould con-eft. the multi plied evils that exhted in the Vizier’s Government, and did me the honour 
of fdefting me for this important fruit. The whole period of my Reftdcncy parted in contorts with 
Hyder Beg Cawn; his object was to reft ft, mine to execute your'orders* No fituation, no conduct 
could guard me from his calumny; for the very regulations propofed by me, iu ftrift conformity to 
your commands, were made the bafts of his complaints. In faying thus much on die charafter and 
conduft of the Mini ft cr, I conceive myfelf perfectly in order, as he is not only my acctifer, but a I lb 
the foie evidence agaxnft me ; (lomgl^nts injurious to my charafter have for a long time competed a 
voluminous part of your proceedings, and, though fucccfilvely refuted, have been renewed with 
equal eagernefi and inveteracy. What reparation, what fatisfaaion am I to receive f I am mvfelC 
amenable to die laws of my country, but my accufer is exempt from our jurifdiftion; and may there¬ 
fore, if any purpofe is yet to be anfwered, continue to fabricate his faifehoods without any app;dien- 
fton of punifliment, and with every local advantage* 

Though In the beginning of this letter I declared my refolution to refrain from remarking on the 
injurious epithets Mr. Haftmgs has fo liberally bellowed on my conduft, I may, I think, without 
departing from this profeflion, be allowed to obferve, that thofe epithets, however properly they 
might have been ufed by my accufer, were unbecoming the dignity of the Governor Genera], and 
irreconcilable with the impartiality of a judge* Nor will it, I imagine, be confidered improper or 
diftefpeftful to accompany this defence with fome extrafts (No. 3.) from the late Governor 
General's minutes written at different periods, whereby it will appear that his opinion of my public 
character frequently varied from bad to good, and good to bad, according to times, cir cum fiances, 
and fituations* 

In condufton, I make it my requeft, in which I hope to be indulged by your Honourable Board, 
that this addrefs may go a number in the packet to the Honourable Coujt of D heelers, with a 
reference to thefe letters noted in the margin, which form the firft part of my reply to the actua¬ 
tions preferred agai off me by the late Governor General, the Nabob Vizier, and his Mini Her Hyder 
Beg Cawn.

I never interfered in the detail, and my general inftruftions for the management of the Treafury, 
enjoined a rigid adherence ;to the artay table and to the forms in ufe by my predeceflors : when m the 
month of September laft % I bid my accounts for the preceding year {1190 fuffally) before the Vizier 
and his Minifters, no fuch objections as thofe now ftated were urged, my accounts were found 
llriftly conformable both in form and matter to former ufage, and were approved accordingly* 
Could Hyder Beg Cawn have difeovered any thing chargeable with fuch matter of accufation as 
he ftas now thought proper to produce againft them, it is not probable, that m his anxiety at that 
period to effeft the removal of your Refident, who without power indeed to controul, vet tmeeaf- 
ingly watched his conduft^-it is not probable* I fay, that, fo circumftanced, he would Have negkfted 
fo promifing a profpeft of accomplishing his favourite objeft; he has fllewn himfelf anxioufly difpofed 
to criminate my conduft in every inftance, and it is not reafonable to fuppofe he would have admitted 
an accufation of this nature, when he has nothefitated to produce as charges againft me complaints 
Ramped with the unequivocal proofs of my zeal for your femce, and his determined oppofition to 
every meafure, however forcibly recommended by you, that militated in any lhape againft the im- 
controulcd power and influence he had fo many years enjoyed over the Vizier's dominions.

In which I 
have any official concern, have been carefully infpefbd, and are not found to contain an entry of 
any fuch payment; nor have there ever been trailfmitted from that Ration to this office any other 
vouchers than the copies of fuch as appear to have been taken for the monthly allowances of the 
Honourable Company's covenanted fervants and furgeon attached to the Ration, paid by the Refidejif, 
and carried to the Honourable Company's debit. 

There is however an mfbiuce which may appear in fame mcafure a deviation from this aflertion, 
and fomewhat analogous to the description given of thefe required by the Board. This occurs in 
die month of March 1783, and is Rated as follows, in the entry made thereof, to the debit of the 
Nabob.

W ITH the. reduction of the Company's cxpences, I anxioufly with to leffen the cxpences to 
which your Highnefs’s Treafury is put on account of the Company's troops, and that of gra¬ 
tuities to the Company’s fervants in your dominions, unlcfs I think it for the Company’s real fervice 
that your Highnefs feauld order any fuch allowance in future, or that you ihtmld he pica fed to 
continue any allowances that are now granted* I hope your Highatls will not grant tuiy, or con¬ 
tinue to order any to be paid, that are not recorded in die Company’s accounts. 

In cafe I fboidd be of opinion, that your Highnefs fhould ihew marks of your favour and gene- 
Tofity to the Company’s officers and fervants, I fhall mention the bufinefs to die Gentlemen in 
Council, and your Highitcfs’s generoiity will then appear on the Company’s books for it is fit that 
the Company fhotild know, in every indance, the allowances of their fervants in dicir employments 
at your Highnefs’s Court, and in your dominions. 

When die matters are fully known and recorded, much expence will be fared to your Highnefs, 
and 1 fhall have much lefs trouble from the applications of the Company’s fervants who wife to hav e 
leave to.refide at your Court, and in your country. Bcfides that, dm Company will have much 
fatisfaftion from an invariable regulation in thele matters. 

Your Highnefs may be allured, that every regulation tending to reftrain the expeiices of the 
Company’s Government, and of your ow:i, is a regulation to fircugtlien the friendlhip that was 
cftabliflied between them and your iiluftrious father, and more ftrongly with your Highnefs. 


EXTRACT of SECRET LETTER from BENGAL, dated 22d February 1785.

Treafury ta a juft and (Economical precifion : prefent neceffity, and the; honour of 
this Government, profs irrefiftibly for the adoption of the meafores which I have recommended to 
the Vizier. 

Mr. Haft tugs united with us heartily in the general fyftem of retrenchments before his departure. 

We are now carrying refutations adopted in Council with him into practical effect ; and It will be 
necellary to inform the Company’s ferfants at Lucknow, that they are not to remain excluded from 
the effects of a general fyftem of -(Economy and retrenchment; what they receive from the Vizier 
is in faft received from the Company, while he is fo much in arrears to them.-—Mr, Wombwell will 
be directed to lay before, the Board, bona fide, all the allowances that are paid to the Company's 
tarvants, of whatever ddbription, within the Vizier's dominions, from the Vizier's Treafury, or from 
the Company's payrnafters. Your own allowances, as the late Governor General's agent at 
Lucknow* fhould be mentioned with the reft. The Vizier, I fuppofe, finds you a hovtfe and tar- 
vants* Theta particular si would not mention, but on the principle that, when real reforms are un* 
clcmkcn, they friould begin with the cvnduitors of theta reforms. You will underftand that I have? 
ilicwn the example in my own family 5 yet I claim not any comparative merit in thu meafure ; my 
prcdeceflbr had not the opportunity that was offered to me, nor was the public diftrefs ever fo prd-

In obedience to your commands, I have the honour to tranfinit to you a ftatemenf of the futm 
that have been received monthly bythe Accountant at Lucknow, The Vizier, with the confcnt of 
the late Governor General, has thought proper to allow me a commiffion of one and a half per cent# 
Large as the camrAiffion will appear, it ffiould be remembered, that it was given to me in lieu of 
thofc great advantages which I ffiould have derived from my office, if, in the courfe of the late 
arrangement at Lucknow, an alteration had not taken place in the exchange in the Lucknow rupees; 
and that after the clofe of the prefent year, the Nabob’s debt to the Company having been difeharged, 
the commiffion will be reduced to the actual difburfements to the Company's troops in the dominions 
of his Excellency the Vizier*

preyentecl in future, and that the Gentlemen of the army might not fend fepoys into his ■dillruSs s the 

V izier fud alfo, that on information behw given to him and to the Company’s Rcfitfcnt at this Court, 
oi the quantity of provifiotu* waffleA orders fhould be immediately ifi'ucd to the Auinib to funiifh it 
every month, and the amount fbould be dedu&d from the T uncaws. 

Nothing appears to have been determined on the fubjea of this application until the 15th February 
J781, when it was renewed in a letter from the Vizier to the Governor General, and in a fcconH 
hoF-1 his Excellency to his Vakeel ; the latter Rates the complaint more at large than it was iU ted 
heba-, and cliimates the lofs fufhiined in rhq Nawaub’s revenue, from the condud of the Eudiih 
officers at Cawnporc and Futty Ghtir, at 3 lacks of rupees. 

7 he late Governor General obferved, on fub milting thefe reprefentations to the Board* di.it the 
cxercifc of Rich a power as the Nawaub defired might be done away, muft be inevitably attended with 
the effects aferibed to it, and therefore ought to be jupprefled, whether it were for the removal of pat( f 
or for the prevention of future and only poflible oppreifions ; atul fur thefc reufons and ends the 
Governor General propofed that a general order (h ould be ifilled to the army ferving in the do- 
mimom of the Nawaub Vizier, Rating his Excellences complaints &4 hi * propoftl to 

furrufh the fixed military Rations in his country with ample i'ap i >!iV& of p wikw* and ntrefiarics 
through his refpeftivc Aumils refuting ncareit to tkofc ftatlom;, if it HuhiM be found neceffiry 10 
employ their agency; and commanding in the mof! polidve manner, that from tlie lit day of April 
tyor, no officer commanding at the fixed flat ionsof Cawnpore, Fusty Ghur, or Darn;u;ur, or any * 
otlier fixed or occafional Ration of the army, JbottU on any account or pretence whatfxwer I flue 
diiRucks, perwannahs, or other mRrumcnts, nor levy or receive, nor fuller any paribns adding under 
his authori tv to levy or receive, duties upon articles brought into the camp or other baza res, nor 
crcit or poflbk gunges, nor fend out Military Guards for the purpofc of feizing any fort of provision, 
neceJTaries, or merchandize, nor in any manner directly or indirectly impede the free prog refs or 
pailagc of any native Merchant or dealer through any part of the dominions of the Nawaub ofOwdc. 

T he Governor General obferved, on propofing this regulation, that as in redre fling the injury done 
to the Nawaub it might deprive the Commanding Officers of a loug-elhbli filed, and under juR re- 
iinctioris perhaps a juR, perqulftte in the duties collected upon the provifions and necefikries vdfonta- 
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rSTbroUftht into the camp, he thought it juft to recommend that the N:uyaub flmuli be requcfteJ to 
ovU . monthly cratuSy in competition for the emoluments thus taken trom the Commanding 
Officers for the Setter regulation of his government and revenues. 

The general order was agreed to and iffired, and the Governor General was requeued to inform 
ti e ViJfer of the reg^#ns.contained in it, and urge him to grant fuch a gratuity, mhen <if the 
emoluments taken from the Commanding Officers, as he and Mr. Middleton might mutually agree 
upon as equitable, the fame being prcvioufly fubmitted to the Board for their approval. 

It appears by a letter from Mr. Middleton, dated the 13th April, and recorded in confidration 
A r unt , 7 8 i, that the Viy.icr had chearfully afTented to the recommendation made to Wm, and that 
fc mmedia e yVent his propofals to the Commanding Officers of the ad brigade and of the Darnugar 
5 ct“e,to y Th C :fe $>p!jiitiqns with the anfwers to them, (hewed the final plan of adyufW, 
and Mr. Middleton laid them before the Hoard, 

The gratuity fixed on by the Vizier for the Commanding Officer of the 2 d brigade was one lack 
of rupees per annum, to commence from the i ft April 1781, and to be paid monthly; and the gratuity 
fixed 011 bV the Viicier for the Commanding Officer at barnagor was 36,000 rupees per annum. 

No re dilution, approving or disproving this allowance, appears to have been entered on the 
records, nor was an} thing done upon the y.-ncrel fubjed, except that a reference wics made to the 
Commander in Chief of tome propositions laid before the Board by Colonel 
fcquuicc of the order of the i 5 th February, and his opinion was defined 

M r. Middleton’s letter, and copies of die papers accompanying it, were at die fame tune fent to the 
Geneial. 1 cannot, however, find any anfwcr from the Commander in Chief to thefe re fen. nee., 
nor do 1 believe-that any were fent in,

htc. they may want, they will inform me and the Refident, and we will write it to the aumils, who 
f rail catife it to be lent them every month, and I will dedndt the price of them from the Tuiieahs 1 
this Will be both to me ami the Ryotts* 


From the Nabob Vizier to Rajah Gobind Rani, 

I rometjrae ago wrote yon the particulars of the conduct of the officers, and now write them 
again. J be officers and Gentlemen, who are at Cawnpore, Futty Ghurr, and Danmchur, and 
other places, by dittcrent means aft very tyrannic .ily and oppreffively towards the aumils and notts. 
and inhabitants v and to thole who require a d.rfiucfc, they give it with their own fells affixed, ami 
fend for the auimls, and punrffo them, if they fay any thing; the Gentlemen mak- i.fc of but two 
wonts one thatis tor the brigade ; and the lecond that is to adminifter Suffice. The particulars of 
it are thele, that the Heppar.es will bring their grain from all quarters, and M for their livelihood. 

I here is at preterit no war to occafion a neceffity for fending for it. If none comes whatever 
quantity Will bencceffary every month, I will mention to the aumils that thev may bring it for 
fa c; but there is no deficiency of gtain. The Gentlemen have ertablifhed Binges for their own 
advantage, called Colonel Gunge, at Daranghur, Futt Ghurr, &e. The cofoions of the euffoms 
fiorn all quarters they have flopped, and collctif diem at their own gouges; each ev.ivrc is rented 
out at 3 o,occ or 40,000 rupees, and the collections paid to the Gentlemen ; they have eftablifl.cd 
gunges where there never were any, and where there were, thofe thev have abolifhed. go 000 or 
40,000 rupees is the film they are rented at; the colle&ions, to the amount of a lack of rupees 
are flopped. Major Hrifcoe, who is at Daranghur, has eftablilhed a gunge, which is rented out for 
4S,c.a rupees, and has flopped the gauts round about the Bipparies ; and merchants coming from 
C.i-hrnere, from hehanabad, and bringing fhavils, and other goods and fpkes, &c. from all quarters 
he orders to his gunge, and collets the duties from-the aumils, gives them a chit and a guard, who 
conduas thereabout 500 cofs. The former duties arc not colJeSed. From this conduS at Cawn¬ 
pore, Futty Ghurr, Furr.kahad, kc. the duties from the /ilia of Gova and Itchawaare deflroveJ, 
and occafions a lofs of three lacks of rupees ; and the Ioffes which arc fuftained in Ftirrukahad, may 
be a leer tamed by the Nabob idozuttcr Juug, to ivhom complaints arc every day made ■ tptclufivc 
o. the annuls and collectors, others lodge complaints. Whatever I do, 1 defire no benefit from‘it 
lam reineihlefs, and (dent from what happens to me. 1 know that worfc will happen in other 
paces 1 he fecond word I know is from their mouth only : this is the cafe. 1„ this country 
formerly, and even now, whatever is to be received or paid amomg the Zemindars, Ryotts, a „d in¬ 
habitants of the cities, and poor peqplc, neither thofe who can pay, or thofe who cannot, ever make 
any ejtcufc to the fhrofl .; but when they would pay, they did. In old debts of fifty years, whoever 
complain to the Gentlemen, they agree that they fhall pay j, and fend duftucks and fepoys to all the 
aumils, the chowdrtes, and canoonges, and inhabitants of all the towns; they lend for every body 
to do them Jufticc, confine them, and fay they will fettle the biifinefs. So many and numerous are 
tilde ca(ualticS) that I know not how much room it will take up to mention them. Mr. Hrifcoe 
is at JJarunghur, and the complaints of the aumils arrive daily. 1 am filenr now Mr. Middleton is 
coming here; let the Nabob appoint him for the fettling all thofe affairs, that whatever lie fhall 
order thole Gentlemen, they* will do. From this every riling will be fettled, and the particulars of 
this quarter will be made known to the Nabob. I have written this, which von will deliver to ' 
flic Governor, that every thing may he fettled; and when he has underftood it, whatever is h.. 
inclination, hewjfl favour me with it. The Nabob is mailer in this country, aitJ is my friend —

I HAVE received your letter, reque(ling leave for a battalion to be railed by Captain Clarke, 
on the fame footing a* Major Olborne's was, agreeable to the requefts and complaints of Iflunad 
Beg, the Aumil of ljlahahad, and in compliance with the direflions of the Council. You arc well 
acquainted with the particulars and negociation of Uhmacl Beg's, and the nature of Mr. Oibome’s 
battalions. At the beginning: of the year 1186 (177$) the affairs of Illahabad were given on a 
feaie 0F3 yours to Ifhmad Beg, together with the purgunnahs Arrcel and Parra ; and I gave orders 
for troops to be fhtloned and raifod conformable to his requefL Ifomad Beg accordingly collected 
lido peons, which were not allowed to the auntil of that place in the year J1S5* 1 he reafon 

why 1 gave pertniffion for the additional expence of 1200 peons was, that he might bfe enabled to 
manage the country with cafe, and pay the money to Government regularly. I bolides font Mr* 
Ofborne there, to command in the mahats belonging to Illahabad, which were in the poflbflion of 
Rajah Ajcct Sing, and he accordingly took charge of Afterwards, in obedience to the orders of 
the Governor General, Mr, Ha flings, Jdladut Jung, he was recalled, and the m shots placed, as 
before, under Rajah Aiect Sing. I never font'Mr. Ofborne to fettle the concerns of lUahabad, 
for there was no occafton for him ; but Mr. Olborne of himfolf committed depredations and ra¬ 
pines within IfhnmePs Beg's juriidiaion. Laft year the battalion which, by the permiffion of Ge¬ 
neral Sir Eyre Coote, was font, received orders to future and defend llhmad Beg agai-nft the en- 
croachm^L of Mr. Ofoome; for the complaints, of l/hmael Beg againft the violences of Mr. 
f ttbornc had reached the General and Mr. Purling, and the Governor and Gentlemen of Coun¬ 
cil, at my rcquefl, recalled Mr. Ofborne, This year, as before, the colle&icro of A reel and 
Parra remain under Jihmael Beg. In thofo places Ionic of the Talookdars and Zemindars, who 
had bct’ii oppreifod and ill-trqated by Mr, Of borne, had conceived ideas of rebellion. I therefore 
fpoke to you, and wrote to Colonel Morgan, requefting that a battalion might be font for a foort 
time y but on acoouni of the afltual fiate of affairs, and m obedience to the orders of the Gover¬ 
nor General and Council, Colonel Morgan had collected his army in one flat ion, and could 
not detach a battalion.

He has yet received no report of this conduct in Almafs Ally Cawn from the Reft dealt, nor ft am 
any perfon in office at Lucknow.

I have had the mortification to hear, that A1 mate Ally Cawn has* at length, as was long fince 
forebtxkd, fled from die Vizier's dominions, taking with him an immenle treafure, the fruit of his 
embezzlement and known oppreffion* 1 'hough this intelligence has not come through its authentic 
channel, 1 have no doubt of its truth.—I am compelled to credit the reports, which allure me, that 
every part of the Vizier Y adminift ration is in the fame diforder. For this, and every other failure in 
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the inftru&ious which I gave to you in writing on the 23d September, at Chunar, you are total !y 
refponfibtc to this government, as Hydef Beg Cftwn is to the Nabob ; for to your joint hands has 
the admintftration'of his affairs been from that time committed. 


I have received your repeated aflu ranees, addrefted to mvfelf and to the Board, that the Nabobs 
debt to the Company ihould be completely difebarged by the dofe of the year. In my fears for a 
dilappointment in this expectation, and in the contrary belief, that, in its actual train, the debt i> 
niore likely to exceed the amount at which it Rood the hft year, than to be paid, l hereby apprize 
you, that iti at the end of the fuffulcc year, any part of it "ft all remain in arrears, I ft all move the 
Board to call upon you publicly to account for it s and that you may know that this declaration is not 
made on light grounds, I fhall enter a copy of this letter upon the Company’s records It will do 
you no injury if you difprovc the jttftice of my fufpidons, by the cffecta of your exertions. 

I have written to Ryder Beg upon the fame fubje£t, and intend to refer you to his letter for my 
fuller fentimeats \ but I ftiall not have it ready for difpateh for this poft.

Gentlemen* 

In conformity to your orders, that I would form a detachment, confiding of five regiments of 
Sepoys, and a company of Artillery, to he placed under the command of Colonel Sir John Cum¬ 
mings hi the rnoft convenient fituation far affording affi fiance For protecting the dominions of his 
Excellency the Vizier* f beg leave to inform you* that 1 have directed the qth, 10th, nth, 21ft* 
and 22d regiments of Sepoys to march immediately from I) inn pore, smd the 7 th company of Artillery 
to proceed to Benares by water* I have directed this detachment to be furnifhed with the following 
pieces of ordnance, viz, two twelve pounders* ten fix pounders, and two howitzers ; part of which 
i> to be tranfported by water from Dina port, and the refftamder to be fuppiied from the Chunar 
magazine, as alfo all the ammunition and ilorcs Jieceflkry for the ftfvice, 

The difpofition of the regiments under Colonel Blair will not allow me to withdraw any from his 
command ; out of five intended for the Chunar Ration, one is at Fyzabad* and cannot be recalled, 
one. is fixed at jfecanpore* and half a one in the neighbourhood of Guuzipore ; fo that* exclufive of 
the regiments for the Immediate defence of Chunar, there remains only one and a half to relieve 
the corps on command, and to fupply occafional detachments : this being the fixation of that detach¬ 
ment, and the regiment lately in die Gooruckporc country being arrived at Dinapore, I found my- 
felf under the ncccfiity of funning the detachment for Colonel Sir John Gumming entirely from the 
troops on that Ration* 

An attention to the healths of the Europeans induced me to older up the company of Artillery 
by water to Benares; at this feafon of the year they would, in a country entirely overflowed, be 
expofed to fevere diilrefies and inconveniences, which might be productive of fatal confrquences to 
many of them ; and i fear that, even after their arrival at that city* they will be liable to fiiftcr 
* much from a march, as the rains will fearcely be over ; in which caic it may be prudent to let them 
continue on board the boats as far as I llahabad, to which place l fit all dire£l all the ordnance and 
{lores to be conveyed by water, as well for their own prefervation, as fur the convenience of carriage. 

I underfhiml, though not from official information, that A)mats Alii Khan has returned to the 
Doab, under certain conditions ftipulated between him, the Vizier, and the Refluent ; In which 
event perhaps the Board may not deem it necefTary for the detachment immediately to march ; and 
if It could be delayed* without endangering the fafety of the country, until next month, the troops 
would be aide to move with greater facility, and not be fubjeffed to the iitcortventei^S mfepandiie 
from a march at this leafon"of the year* "which cannot lull to occafiou the lofs of many men, by 
ikknds and detention, and do infinite damage to the arms, ammunition, cloathing, and camp 
equipage. 

Permit me to obferve to the Board, that the troops ordered for this fen-tee are three mouths in 
arrears, viz. June, July, and Auguft, and that it i$ ncccfBry, that il the whole of thole arrears

Enclofed v/e tranfmit you copy of our correfpondence with the Commander in Chief, relative to 
the ftrvtce arid appointment of your corps ; and at prefer# we have only further to enjoin you, which 
we do in the ftron^eft manner, to ihew every attention to the authority of the Vizier ; to cultivate 
n good under landing with him; and to pay the ftrifleft regard to the order and difeipline of the 
officers and men under your command, to prevent all caufe of complaint of them, cither from the 
Vizier himfelf, or the inhabitants of the country, which they may pafs through, or be Rationed in.

You will of courfe give every attention In your power to the lecurity and internal peace of the 
Vizier’s dominions, and the happinefs of his fubjeds in general; and we direct you to communi¬ 
cate with us fully and freely upon theft points. 

A detachment confiding of one company of European artillery, and five regiments of fepoys, 
under the command of Colonel Sir John Camming, has been ordered to march from Dinapore 
into th« Vizier’s dominions, to quell certain difturbances, which we underftood, from private au¬ 
thority, had an fen In the 'tso rtk Weft Frontier, and to fecurc the peace of thole parts* We en- 
tilofe a copy of the i nit ructions which we have given to Sir John Gumming for your information. 
In cafe the neceffky of the ftate fhould ever make it rcqmfitc for the Vizier to apply for the military

l received a letter from him, intimating his intention of coming to pay me ji Vifit here ere long. 
On the above nccafion; as well m that of the difputt* at Darariagur, had there been any call for the 
affiance of the Com party S troops, I ihould of courfe have been applied to bv the Vizier, through 
the RcfidcnL and fhoukl have given you information of it immediately, as J have always done of 
all detachments that have been ordered away from this ftation. The affray betwixt the RohUhb 
horfe and the Vizier’s bat tut ions at J>arnaghur, afote* as 1 learn, from a fquabble that happened be¬ 
twixt two of then 1, about the purchasing of fomething in the Buzar; from words they came to drawn 
fwords, and calling to their comrades for tepport, the parties that were engaged became toon iucreaf- 
ed, ami ki luff they referred the dedfion to a general engagement ; the Rohillah horfe making a 
charge upon the battalions, were received by a volley from them, and the fee of their guns; but 
the execution of the fire was fo fmall, that it did not check the horfe, who broke the battalions, 
and cut them off to a man* 

I am lately given to under (land, that the arms and guns belonging to thofe battalions have beet! 
ddlverec! up, upon the Vizier's demand, to the auunl of Rohilcund; and that there did not teem to 
be any Writ of rebellion in the people of Rohde und, nor are they making any preparations to oppofb 
die Nabob’s authority. 

J do not learn, that the Sinks have any deflgn of invading RobiJcund in a forma! manner, though 
'Znbta Kh m in always carrying on a correfpondence with them to that end* But I have received 
accounts very lately of one of Zabta Khan’s tens going to Fyzoola Khan at Rain pore, who h now 
entertaining troops in his own country, and encreafmg their number greatly above what he ufually 
kept up* HU intentions I am not yet acquainted with, but expert to hear about them very i'oon, 
though I am not. inclined to believe he intends to make a rupture with the Vizier; and now that 
Mirza-Shuftey Khan has fucceeded to the titles, offices, and power, poilelted by the late Nudjiff Cawn, 
l m\ ready to believe, that the Seiks will not make any irruptions into the Vizier’s territories, as her 
h amicably inclined co the Vizier, and the Seiks arc kept in awe by him* Whenever I fhall receive 
any intelligence that can tend to throw a light upon the political meafurts and actions of the neigh¬ 
bouring powers, as they may refpedt the mtereft of Iris Excellency the Vizier, or the Jfecurity and 
peace of his dominions, I mall doubtlefs communicate it to you immediately* 

I have ever been defirous of keeping the troops under my command collected as much as poffible, 
and the detachments that have been tent from this ftation have gone away upon the requifittons of 
the Nabob Vizier, «md the reprefenrations of the.Refident, of tech troops bring abfolutely neccffary 
to preffrve the tranquillity of that part of the country where they have been tent to, and to quell 
the commotions that then exiftecl there; and I have not frilled to tend you immediate information 
Whenever tech detachments have been ordered, and what the nature of the fervice was which they 
were tent upon* I teal! write to the Rclident at the Vizier’s Court, to know if 1 may recall Major 
Gilpin’! regiment from Fyzabad, now that there are no dlffurbanccs or commotions in the neigh* 
bourhood of that place; though I have had accounts lately or Rajah Bulb udder Sin^ having returned 
with a great many followers into the diftridfc of Sahlone, where a battalion of Major Lutnfdaine’s 
regiment k ilationpd, and that he is laying waftc and plundering the country there ; and as I prefume, 
tiiit upon the arrival of the detachment under Colonel Sir John Gumming, at Futty Ghtir, there will 
be no further call for the fervice of Major Scott's regiment at Furrucksibad, I fhall then order him to 
return to this ftation; or, fhould the Refidcnt fignify to me that there is no occafion for its remaining 
there, I ihall order it to march here before that event.

IjEAD the Letter from Mr. Middleton, dated 17th September, and recorded in conte!Ution 
' v the 30th September 1782* 


Upon the above letter the Board think it neceflary to remark, that it appears to them extraordi¬ 
nary, that Mr* Middleton fiiould have delayed to this time carrying into execution the orders which 
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he received from the Governor General in September 1781 ; allcdgiiig, a reafon for if, the 
Nabob's return to Ms capital fo btc as the month of CX:folicr kft year, if that period wn» too late 
for attempting to carry the mcafuru into effitS that feafcn, and the time which has fmee pafied fafo 
fered ro elapfe without doing if, furely no great dvarrtage could be gained by undertaking it this 
feafoo, on the 17th of September* which h very few days earlier than he had it in his power to fet 
about it laft year. 

With refpeft to Mr, Middleton’s propofil tor rcftmilimg the power *>f the Nabob Fyzula Cawn, 
the Baud cannot help thinking if highly imliferm and dl-tuned. It k well known tliat the Nabob’s 
country has lately been expofed to infurredtions and tumults, and is far from being recovered from 
the con fa fi cm oecafionud by them ; that the Company's forces intended for its protection have 
b&en difperfed into various parts to quell the didctrbaftces and c^jM not be immediately collected, 
without endangering the peace of the country> and that the Vixl$r*s troops arc irvfafJtderrt of 
thcmfclves for fucb a fervke; yet, without giving us any account ef the real ilate of the country* 
Mr. Middleton propofes an expedition, which in a time of perfect tranquility, and with our 
troops collected and prepared, muft be attended with difficulty, and ought not to be undertaken 
without an abfolute ncccffity, At prefent the Board do not admit of any neeeffity for fach art 
attempt; nor, in the circumftances which ext ft, would it be by any means prudent to think 
of it. 


Refolved that the following Letter he written to Mr, Brillow: 

Sir, 

We think it imcfTarv to fend you the cnclofcd copy of a letter which vve have received from 
Mr* Middleton, under date the 17th ultimo. 

x It appears extraordinary to us, that Mr* Middleton fhould at this time propofe an expedition 
to be umjertaken agamft Fyxoola Cawn* fuftported, as he coafafe he is, by Zabetti Cawn, and the 
other Chiefs of the RohHkhs, without taking die leal* notice, in my of fus tetters, of the adhial 
ftate of the VixurA dominions; although we underftand, from private information, that at the 
time when this was written Almafs Ali Cawn had withdrawn himudf from the Vizier's authority, 
and the country was oikerwife in great confufien if not open rebellion. 

If Mr* Middleton has taken any meaiures for carrying into effect the plan which he recommends, 
for retraining tht power of Fyxoola Cawn, we ddire that you will immediately Countermand* or 
put a ftop to the execution of them. 

We alfo defire to receive your fentinvents upon the different parts of the enclofeti letter, before 
we give you any farther orders rcfpedilng them ; in die mean while you will alfo fulpend die ex¬ 
ecution of thefc points.

Mirza Shuffy Cawn had, agreeable to the Information conveyed to you by Mr. Middleton, in his 
letters of the 14th and r 5th September laft, obtained the fu pen or I ty among the panics at the Court 
of Delhi. Phi* deficiency of me:ins to pay the numerous elhibJifhmcnt of troops in his ftrvicc, made 
him apprehenfive of a mutiny. In order to avoid the eonfequences that might follow, he fieri front 
TJdhy, carrying Mujjud ud Dowlafi a prifoncr along with him, and is now himfelf near Muttrahj 
with between 5 and 6,000 men, endeavouring to coifed a greater force ; it is laid he wifhr to come 
to a reconciliation with Afrafiub Cawn. Mahomed Beg Humdanny, his principal partizan, has 
marched to the neighbourhood of Jypore, again# Rajah Hemfct Bchadre, and is faid to have v tr 
30,000 men* Mirza S ha fFey’s flight gave the afcendancy at Delhi to the Oppofite party. Latafutt 
Ally Cawn and Mou/ieur Paulie, the guardian of the late Sombre's foil, feem to be leading men. 
They have continued Nudjif Cooley Cawn in confinement, as alfo put reftraints on the fifier"of rhe 
kte Nudjif Cawn; they propofe taking the field, but'I doubt much their doing it ; and whilfl chi- 
fenfions at Delhi may foft, the Vizier will have little to apprehend from that quarter* 

I have informed Mr. Anderfon of my having taken charge of my office, and communicated to 
him the intelligence of the arrival of the ftrqng detachment under Colonel Sir John Gumming, 
and filch other matters relative to the Vizier's dominions, as appeared to me defendin' of his 
attention. 

The rains have been upon the whole very favourable in the Vizier's dominions, which promifo 
a plentiful crop* Hie re was very little in the beginning of the feafon in the provinces of Etaya 
and Corah, for which deficiency the heavy full in the latter part has m fome meafure compenfatcd* 
A great fcarcity is apprehended towards Delhy and Agra, from the fmall quantity of rain in 

thofe parts. 

! have taken the liberty to fubmk the abme fummary of the ft ate of affairs to yum cunftdcration, 
hoping it may prove fiiftei ntly explanatory, until I may have the opportunity of entering minutely 
into the fubjedf, which wi M be in the courfe of a few days* 

In reply to your commands relative to Mr. Middleton’s proportions for retraining the power of, 
Fyzula (Hawn, and fofpetfding the execution of any plan that may have been undertaken, 1 beg leave 
to inform you, that the Vizier himfelf has kept the matter in fufpence. Conformable to the fjnrit 
<^f your inibuffiopS| I fliall advife his Excellency again (f the meafure j but, in my opinion, be had 
not a force equal to the undertaking, The mimfter has promlfed me a copy of the correlpondence 
of this Court with kyzula Cawn, and a narrative of all tranfa^ions relative to him, which I Jball 
forward to you, accompanied by fueh other intelligence of his defigns, which I may have colluded 
by means of my own agents. Fyzula Cawn, in his letter, profenes great refpe£f and attachment 
to the V izier, though when requefts have been made of him, he evades the compliance. When 
1 may tvanfmit to you the ftatement of the Vizier’s revenue, vou will be furrulhed with the necef 
foty lights regarding the appointments of Daroga Tuffea, or Muftcr Matters. It is iny duty how¬ 
ever to inform you, they have never received charge of their offices, though nominated in Septem.

Kar.jr, which the Kii-g accepted, and dire&ed them to 'go to the J:imeh Mu?jed, and he fhould.be 
there himfelf fotm after them, in order to hold a confutation on the preihm critical ftatc of 
affairs. About nine o’clock, he arrived there, and was informed, that Mir/.a Shuffi Klu<n, 
Mudjed ut Dowlah, Shewa. Ram, and Mendhi Kooli Khun, with forne other principal men, had 
retired to the camp, which was pitched on the limity plain, or red: upon which he declared, that 
it was highihr expedient to proceed to p’inifh them, without lofs of time, as notorious offenders. 
Soon after freft information was brought, thatMirza Shuffi, and the principal officers who con¬ 
tinued of his parti’, and had followed h>m to camp, upon arriving there, found the troops exceed-, 
ingly dUaffedted and incenfed againft them. Therefore, concluding it was very unfafo to milt 
themfelvcs with diem, moved off expeditioufly to the Jamna fide, attended by about 300 horfc only, 
and they croifcd die river on horfcback. 

About noon ;dl the Toorani Rifalchdars, and moft of the principal officers of Mirza’s Shuffi’s 
army, repaired to the King’s banners at the Jameh Muajed, in confluence of the proclamation, 
and exprafled their entire devotion to his-Majcfty, and fcrvice and obedience to his mandates. 

He, in return, encouraged them with liberal promifes, and gave orders to Mr. Pool and f.utafat 
Ali Khiht to go and fetch Nudjif Kooli Khan, who was confuted in Mudjed ul Dowlah’s houfc, ac 
the infligation of the late Nudjif Kooli Kiun’s filler, to whom the King font a metage, affuring 
her that Ihe fliouid not receive the leaf! difturbance, and defiring her to make herlelf calyon this 
occafion. When Nudjif Kooli Khan was conduced into the King’s pretence, he proffrated himfelf, 
and promifed to be for ever devoted to his fcrvice and commands, then he received many marks and 
affurances of die royal favour. 

About three o’clock in the afternoon, intelligence was brought of Muza Shuffi, and his few 
followers, having taken the rout of Fuzzeedabad, which is about 8 oofs from Delhi, on the road to 
A era. The King bellowed the jaydahs that were Mirza ShufH’s upon different people, and he 
ordered a letter to be difpatbhed to Mahommed Beg Khan Hamdani, inviting him to march to 
Delhi, and promiling hint honours and advancement. He then ordered 4 companies of Sepoys to 
be polled at different gates of the fort, and guards to be ftationed at the principal avenues of the city, 
then returned to the Royal Palace.

The hills enclofed in the firft, together with 
thofc previOuOy received from Mr, Middleton* have been prefemed for acceptance* and we a fen be the 
honour paid them to the arrangements made by you for fccuring the claims of the Shroffs, which, 
as they had the filiation of a format agreement, you did right to confirm. 

The rcfult of your enquiries* concerning the plan propofed by Mr. Middleton for retraining 
the Nv\bob Fyzula Cavm, is entirely ebnfiftcnt with our own knowledge and opinion. It appears to 
us, that nothing more is wanting to put ait entire (top to the repeated alarms from that quarter* 
than to employ means' of conciliation, which* by fatisfying the Vizier*? claims, and removing every 
pretext for dHputc between them, mav place his foverelgnty, and P yzula C awn s depend a nee* on 
a new footing* and fix a certain line for both. The fir it caufr of difference between them ap¬ 
pears to have arifen from the vague and indefinite condition which expreffes F yzula Cawffs oblige-■ 
tiob to fitrni/h a military aid to the Vizier whenever required* This was certainly under flood by 
both parties, at the time of the negociation, to relate folcly to a body of 5,000 horfc, but the 
written terms of the condition are, that he fhall furni/h that number of horfe and foot; by which 
the whole intention of the condition is frufhated, Imce foot can afford no ier/ice, and a fingle 
horleman lent with them will be a literal accomplifhment of F yzula Cawffs engagement, ! ne 
article, as it fhnds, will therefore be a fourcc of perpetual cli{agreement, nor y d! it by much 
mended by it clearer fpecifieation of the kind of force which arc to compote this aid; the 
fimpleif expedient, and liable to no pofilblc mi fconflfusion or difpute, will be to convert it into a 
fixed fubftdy.

Khauia Ain ul Dcin endeavours to exculpate himfelf, by averting that M»t» Mahomed Cauaim 
incited the peafants to infarrea.ons, and that they had in conference committed depredations m 
the diftrias under h«s charge. 1 am however of opinion fron, every cirotmuance 1 can eoOeg 
from perfons totally difinterefted between the parties that Mnza •Cauzitn was not to blame. 1 * 
inequality of his force to that of IChajati Ain «1 Deen s, added to the avowed ciengfts of us oppo¬ 
nent to difpoflefs him, arc ft-ong preemptive, if not convincing, evidence m his tavour.

The motives which influenced my conSttfl towards Almai* All Cawn apjw bcjuajjy to 
the taufe of Khauja Ain ul Deen, The neighbourhood of a numerous body of beiks ready to 
enter the country, the fupmied difcfl*&ion of Fyzula Cawn, and thenretenfions of Zcbita Lawn 
to his hereditary domain of NudicbabaJ, taken from him by the fete Vmer, confpire to create m 
my opinion infuperable difficulties to the attempting vigorous meafures until the revenues of the 
preli m year Until he fecured. By What I can learn of Fyzula Lawn, he is a man of a timid 
dlfpolition, and not likely to take an a&ive part in the oppolmon to the \ mer T urtfeft driven 1j> 
it bv ill ulage, or excited by a certain profpea of polling with impunity, His countrymen would) 
in all probability fupport him with aeal and courage as 1 believe the generality oi them to be 
diCfFe&ed to the Vizier and the EngJIfil* Fvzuh Cawn, though a had foluier, has proved himfcH 
a good Aumil, having, it is fuppofed, in the couHe of a few years at lea ft doubled the population 
and revenue of Ids country. Zabita Cawn will, I believe, be very ready, when able to take the 
lead againft the Vlzhr; and as to the Seiks, it is the weatads of this government not their 
ftrciterh, which may render their operations formidable# *1 hey aft under feparate Chiefs, and are 
of courfe unftcady in the execution of their plans : their numbers cannot be above half what Kama 
Ain ul Deen’s intelligence flatus; and I think, feouW he have take- the precautions he fays he has 
done, of guarding the Gauts, little will be to be apprehended from them. 

From the ftatements furnlftcd me by the afling Mini (ter, there ought to be three thmiftod 
matchlock men, four battalions of Sepoys, and above fifteen hundred cavalry throned in the whole 
of t h c province of Rohikund, hefidcs two thoufitfid men which Khauja Am ul Deen informs the 
Vizier He has cntertaiiied above the ofbblifiiment, m confequence of the number of Serb celled 
on t bc frontiers. Should it be ncceffary to lend rdntorceroents there, they mull confift either of the 
Honourable Company’s troops, n of thofe of his Excellency : H flatiqned at this place, none can be 
fpared from the interior parts of he country. The Vizier has about one thouftiid cavalry, difciplmed 
and armed after the European manner, now ;it Lucknow ; and he has it in agitation tu detach this 
corps to Rohikund, judging it the fittclt for the femes that is likdy to occur, 

1 do not recommend the march of any of the Honourable Company’s troops either to fupport or 
awe Khaim Ain ul Deen, becaufc 1 think it necef&ry firft to fubmit to ynur confukntion a particular 
ihiteiuent of the Vizier's dominions, T am furry to fay, 1 find myfelf u flap pointed in my expectation 
of rnirifmitting it with that expedition I could bavewifbed* 1 think it very poflibkj on a icvicw 
of the ft ate merit of the Vizier's Mootnyana* and the weaknefs ot his government, that you wdl 
not think it expedient to detach any of the Honourable Company's troops to fo great a difU/rcc 
from vour own frontiers as the province of Rohilcund, Khauja Ain ul Deen n as ^corcefpondfcdwuh 
ami tnmfmitted to me information of his proceedings: I have endeavoured to give him confidence 
in our government, and llrongly recommended his uniting with Mirza Mahomed Cauzim. 

I be£ leave to inform you that Almafs Ali Cawn has left this place to go to Coder Co intend¬ 
ing to crofs the Jumna, and attack the fort of Commeit, which belongs to \iziers but the 
Zemindar has, in coflfequence of the general confufton, eflablifhcd his independence for the prefenf, 
Almnft Ali Cawn pro&fled obedience at his departure, and 1 have fince had no intelligence of his 
proceedings. 

I have taken the liberty to reprefent thefe circumftaiices* conceiving it better thus to intrude 
upon your time, than to fuifer reports exaggerating the truth to reach you* 

The fcarcity at Delhi begins to nge in an alarming degree* The King has written to the Vizier 
for orders to the Fhouzdar of Rohtkuml, to fuffer grain to be exported from that province, wmch 
his Excellency has thought proper to comply with, but in fueh manner m not to afieCc hi& own

The mclofed is a copy of a letter addreffed to me by Coloi^l Morgan, accompanied with a tranfeript 
of one written to him oy Colonel Sir John Gumming. 


Though, in conformity to the orders of the Court of Directors, it was refolvcd by the Board, that 
Colonel Sir John Gumming fhould command at Putty Ghur, independent of the authority of Co¬ 
lonel Morgan; yet it was doubtlefs their intention, that in cafes of invafion or general commotion, 
all the troops of the Upper Provinces fhould adf in conjundHon, or feparatcly, as circiun ft Alices 
fhould require, under the direction of the fuperior officer. But die inftniftioni given to Colonel 
Sir John Gumming are altogether blent upon this point, I find myfelf under the neceffity of re¬ 
queuing that the Board will be plpafed to point out how fir, and on what occasions, Colonel Morgan 
may lend orders to and command the affiftance of Colonel Sir John Gumming , for were this 
matter left to the judgment o the parties concerned, altercations might probably cnfiic* which in 
their confequences might prove highly prejudicial to the fer vice, 

I mu ft beg leave to explain to the Board on what occafion the letter alluded to by Colonel Morgan, 
rcfpc&ing returns being made to him of all the troops within the limits of the Vizit’s dominions 
war, written by me.— Colonel Blair feme time ago, upon the requifitiori of the Refident at the 
Vizier’s court, detached a battalion of Sepoys from Chunar to IJlahabad, and another to S»ihlone; 
the officer in command of the former omitted, on his arrival Within the diftri&s of the Nabdb, 
to fend information thereof to Colonel Morgan, and declined complying with an order for a return 
of his detachment. The matter being referred for my decifion, I gay* the opinion which Colonel 
Morgan has quoted; for though the Board might think proper to place Colonel Sir John Gumming, 
independent of Colonel Morgan, 1 could not conceive it to be their intention that any other troops 
in the Vizier’s dominions fhould he free from his authority.

I am concerned to be under the neceffity of troubling you with the perufal of the inclofed, the 
contents of which are fuffieiently explanatory of the bufiiwfs, and up ffiew how much I wifii to 
avoid having altercations of any kind. 

Colonel Sir John Camming has marched his detachment into the Vizier’s dominions without in¬ 
forming m e 0/ it, nor has he been pleated to take any notice of me, further then by writing the 
letter for ftores ; from the manner of his figning which, it Teems as if he confidured himftlf entirely 
independent of my authority, and as if he meant to purfiie the fame mode of conduct on this oc- 
cafion, as he did laft year on fimilar ones. Indeed I do not know what to think of his not figning 
his rank or Ration to a letter upon the fervicc. 

From the late order concerning him, it does not appear, that he is fet free from my authority, or 
Tendered independent of my command ; though 1 am far from wifiling to have any iri particular oyer 
him, vet I think there fhould be no room left fordifputes, as, in cafes of emergency a luppofition 
of a feparate and divided command might prove detrimental to the public fervice. 1 licrefurc 1 beg 
leave to fubmlt the matter immediately to your dec hi on, in which I will readily acqujefce ; or if you 
think proper to refer it to the Honourable Board, I requefi to know of them, if their intention was 
to appoint him to the command of Futty Ghur, independent of my authority, which your kite 
letter to me does not feem to confirm, but points out that a return fhould have been lent to me by 
Colonel Sir John Gumming, when he entered the limits of the Vizier's dominions,

The Provincial Commander in Chief has (aid before us copies of letters which have parted between 
you and Colonel Sir John Gumming, by which wc perceive, that unlefs a timely explanation is given, 
doubts may arife refpefting the extent and independence of his command. For this rcafon wc think 
it proper to franfmit you a copy of the inftrtiftions under which he nowafts ; and to direft, that fo 
long as!he /hall remain beyond the provinces of Oude, Cora, Curra, and Jflahabad, he fhall be 
totally feparate and independent of your authority and command, unlcfs the nature and exigency 
of the fervicc fhould require a junftion of your force with his 5 in which cafe you would of cour(e 
take the command, as fenior officer : but fhould it be necertary for Colonel Sir John Cumming, 
with the Whole, or any part of his force, to aft within the provinces above-mentioned, returns 
thereof arc, from that time forward during its continuance there, to be made to you, and the Colonel 
or Officer in command of it to obey youT orders. We mud, however, dertre that you will not 
give fuch orders as may interfere with the line of duty on which they may be employed, but allow 
them to follow die rule preferibed by our inftrdftions.

T HAVE tilt pleasure to inform you that I arrived here* by forced marches, ^ the id inftant, 
* trying parted with the Nabob, wno took Fayzabad in his way, at Htifliporc hi% Excellency 
wiB not m at Lucknow till Saturday next, and the Mintfterg arrived only to-day, we have not yet 
been able to enter upon any bufinds of moment; but you may reft allured no time (hall be urtnecci- 
farity confumed. 

On my arrival here, I was extremely concerned m find, from Colonel Hah nay’s letters to my 
brother, that his fituatiem was far more critical and dangerous than I could have had any reafon 
to fuppofe i in ihort, the fah-iy of himfelf and detachment appeared to depend ftlcly upon. hi> 
1 obtaining immediate affiftance ftoiii this place; my brother therefore, previous to my arrival, had 
fent Major Naylor’s regiment, which in conference of your orders had been detached to Luck¬ 
now, to the Colonels relief, and I am hopeful it will be the means of extricating him from his 
app arent difficulties* Major John M^Pherfon, with one battalion of his regiment, arrived here 
vdlcrday, which enables us to fpnre Major Naylor’s, otherwife I am convinced it would not have 
lieeri by ariy means fafe to detach It from Lucknow, as difturbances prevail almoft univer&Uy 
around u'-, and fomu daring defigns have been meditated, though happily deteifted before they 
were ripe for execution, again ft the tranquillity of this town* I fhal l add refs you on thefc fubjccts 
at large in a day or two,, and I fruft be able to leave you without any apprehenfions for this quarter-, 
whatever dangers there may have been* 

The eficlofeJ letter from Colonel Hamiay will exhibit to you an unplcafant, but I fear too true a 
picture of his fituation, and evince to you die neccflky there was for fending him the aififhnce wo 
have done*

put under a fcajed cover* that you may not have them opened and entered before you with them to 
become public. 

Permit me on this oecafion, iny dear Sir, to fuggefl to you the neceffity there is of the preparatory 
bein' imriiedi&trfy taken towards accomplidling the points fiipulated and agreed upon between 
you and the Nabob* by iJTuing the general orders under which the temporary brigade is to prepare 
to move out of the Vizier’s dominions, and the Englifh officers commanding corps in his Excel¬ 
lency*- fcrvicc to return to their refpecUve Nations in the Company's fcrvice. 

Two months from the date? of the agreement were to be allowed (which will expire in the ettfuing 
month) for the purpoffc of enabling the troops at remote Hattons to march down or difband by 
degree^ ft i? that what remains of them may pafs the Nabob’s boundaries by the time IKpulated* 
If orders to this effefl are not now iffued, the time allowed will dapfe without avail* and its 
inten led purpefe he defeated. If you have not already fixed or NFued your orders and arrangements 
for this purpofe* 1 venture to intrude the propufhi of the following mode, which I entreat you will 
receive merely as it is intended, to lave, or aflift in faving* you any trouble this fubjefl might give 
you* at a time that your mind and attention muft be fo wholly occupied by the great object more 
immediately under your confideratiun. 

* Firft, A general order* that all officers now employed fn the interior fcrvice of the Vizier do im¬ 
mediately repair with their commands to Lucknow, and there completely pay off tlifeir troops* and 
fettle their accounts with the Paymafter General of the Vizier’s efhihli/hrnem under Briiiih officers, 
fo chat they (the officers) may join their rdpe£livc brigades before the end of next month, or at 
leaft quit the V izferis provinces by that period. 

Secondly* An order that the fecond, or fucli other brigade as may bo intended to occupy the 
frontier ftarion, do march to Etawah* and canton there, excepting one complete regiment of Sepoys, 
which is always to remain with the Rcfidcnt at Lucknow, and to be relieved every three months 
Without deviation. 

Thirdly* An order* fignifying, that as it had been JVipulated with the Nabob Vizier that the 
temporary brigade and cavalry fha!l no longer be at his charge after the 30th November next, 
the officers of that brigade are to furnifh drafts to the id brigade to complete their regiments 
to the number newly regulated, and to march down their remaining men to complete in like manner 
fhe regiments of the tft and 3d brigades, preyroufiy delivering over the ordnance, arms, Ac. 
received from the Nabob Vizier— the intention of this being* that the whole of the Ftitty Ghur 
and Daranngur detachments* after being drafted for the 2d brigade, do pafs the Nabob':- boundaries 
on or before the 30th November next. The Paymufter to fettle all accounts with the Rdidcnt to 
that time. 

Fourthly* An order to dlre£t the Faymafter of Colonel Muir’s detachment* that he do not fend in 
his efiimates For that detachment to the Refidem* for the pay and allowances of any period after the 
30th November next* hut from thenceforward to make his drafts upon the military Pay matter 
General* or the Refident and Collector of Benares, and to elefe whatever accounts he may have 
with the ‘Refiieht at Lucknow* to the period above-mentioned. 

This hid order R ems more urgently noceflary than any of the foregoing, on account of the remote 
lunation of that detachment* which might render any difeppointment in his fuppllcs of the moft 
feriSps confcquence, (t rr 


A fifth 
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A fifth order,..to flop the temporary brigade from recruiting, might be of great ufe, if immedi¬ 
ately i filled, as f imierfianu that officers are now employed in different parts of the Virier’s country 
on that "fcrvioe.—In Ibort, mv dear .Sir, if it be true, as t have heard it lately reported, that yov 
mean to.re-eftaWilh the Gotunnaa.'corps', and to have an Additional miliary efta&ulhtrtettc at Bevarcs, 
the me;i iceuircd for thefe two objects, together with the drafts fufgcient ro complete the 3d 
brigade, will preclude all piffict^ty.m dilpeiimg of the officers and men which now Compote the 
temporary brigade and die cavalry, whether youchufe ro allot one regiment to each brigade, or fix the 
whole at Benares, 

It is alfb to be obferved, that it is not 'irtdifpcnfably ncccfiary, by the new agreement with the 
Nabob, that the troops are to leave hi» dominions on a fixed day; It is fnfficlent that lie is cxotic- 
inted from the charge of maintaining them, and that the Company find funds for their pay from 
the netted rtipulated; but if the orders above fuggefted, or forne others to a fimtlar effect, be not 
immediately iflued, the hidden expiration of the ’ ftipulated time mull create much confufiwi and 
difficulty, as tlte effectual aceomplilh merit of this arrangemenr, in all its branches, wi." necdliir-iy 
require time, and the provifion of ne w funds and refources muft become an object of your early 
confide ration* 

Excufr, my dear Sir, the freedom with which I fiavr fuggcfkd the above points, 
to the final execution of your engagements with the Vizier; and do me the juftice to believe that I am 
actuated by no other motive than a finctrc defire to lave your enibarraffment, 

Major Naylor’s compleat defeat of the Rebels in die Gomckpore country has left Colonel Hannay 
without any npprehenfions of danger to hfihfclf or detachment; but the country is yet in a very 
unsettled, d<fa#e&ed date, and wilt I fear, remain fo until fome feverc examples have been made of 
the leading inf'urgents, which the cireumfrancos of theii local Utviatidii, their refources, and inao 
ccffitlift, retreats* may tender both a difficult and a tedious operation,

t Have* long been waiting with very great impatience for the arrival of Suftulla Cawn, who Sir 
A Elijah Tnincy informed me you had di {patched to Lucknow, to adjuft with me the account 
between the V fotet and Muzuffer Jung, and fettle the future mode of payment of what might ap- 
pear due from that Chief to his Excellency > but having heard of S uAuJla $ Arrival at Furruckabii , 
and of his having, as he reports, by your authority, declared MuzufFet Jung exempted from all 
fort of ckpejldance on the Vizier, I was unwilling to delay any longer the execution of your corn- 
mzndL and therefore preffed upon his Excellency and the Miniftm the necqffity of aft immediate 
compliance with your requifition for the recall of Almufs AlJwCawn from V urrucbibad, which haa 
accordingly been done j and I have now the honour to end® you tranflate of a letter addretled to 
me by his Excellency on the fubjedt. 

Permit me, my dear Sir, in this place, to fuggeft to you the necefllty of your writing in very pe¬ 
remptory terms to the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, refpefting the payment of his dues to this Govern¬ 
ment, which I am more particularly anxious about, as the amount unavoidably has become a part 
of the funds aligned to the liquidation of the public annual claim upon the Vizier, As yet rio (ecu- 
rlty whatever has been offered far any part of the demand, nor any thing paid, although four 
of the ycai are eUpfed ; and as neither his Excellency or myfelf have now any means of exacting 
payment, I am very apprchenfive, that without the immediate and vigorous exertion or your autbo 
rity, very little, if any thing, will be got from Muzuffer Jung. On this point, as tho claim is con- 
fiderabk, and the Nabob, at your requifition, has given up the means he formerly had of enforcing 
it, I could wiffi, on your authority, to give him fbms (atisfaflory allufance, which I hope you will 
enable me to do. 

As I underftand you iutcrefted yourfelf in the welfare of a perfon by the name of Hadjee Mah- 
mood Caudry, who fome time ago vifited this court in his way to Delhy, I beg leave to enc.ofc 
you an article of curious intelligence concerning him, which has been tranfmitttd by LuttnH fut 
Ally Cawiu I have not heard what has been, or is likely to be, the cemfequencc oi the mfyec * 
manoeuvre; 

I fhall, to-morrow, do myfe!f the honour of addredifcg you officially tefpeSing the Rhow Begum, 
whofe conduct, on the intended refumption of her Jagheer, has removed the veil by which her r^al 
difpofitlons have long been covered, and feems to render what t fhould before have recommended as- 
a meaiure of prudence, at prefeftt an of inditpenfable neceflity—mean depriving her of the power 
of doing mifthief*

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t have received the letter, from the Nabob, ami Mr* Middleton, rdpe&irig Hadjee Shaw Mali- 
vrtaod Kaudrie; alfo one from yourfctf, n upturning the feme perfon, On his arrival I lodged him at 
my houd;, hi rniiKing him with every thing neceifary* and introduced him to the King and Naboo 
Nc/df Khim, alfo obtained for him a grant, of two kicks of rupees. On Ms taking his leave, I 
fccurud to him the compliment of a dpi bawl ah and Jhawl hand kerchief from the King; likewife from 
Nabob Nczif Khan five trays, in which were two pair of dolhay/Lhs, four pieces of fhawls, one 
piece of ku.mbkaub, and two fljiwl handkerchiefs ; iiqtwithftanding which, he has been guilty of the 
iraadulcney of making out -funnuefa for thu countries.of Arcot and Hydermig* in the name of Mah¬ 
mud Ally Khan, under orged fcals, promising to give the forged fed-cutter a thoufand rupees, of 
which he paid only two hundred, withholding the balance, and proceeded to Defnah, dilhmt from 
J.)hdly fifteen cofe. There were four accomplices in the forgery, one of whom was the fed-cutter, 
mid received the two hundred 'rupees. One nut of the four has turned informer, and made the Na- 
ftoU Jfew Khan acquainted with the whole, who feized dm three other people, and lent them to the 
King. There were three of the King's Kifmutgtirs, on wham the forged Abuh were found. The 
King tried the feds with his own bands on paper, when there was not to be perceived the final Hi 
deviation on comparing with his own. The people arc now in confinement* They iay that the 
Hadj-jec promifed them, that if they would make out the funnud fur Arcot, and give it him, he would 
pay them fill thoufand rupeesj that, induced by tills promifed reward, and the Hadjee’s perfuafion, 
they have been guilty of this fraud. The king has directed Naxif Khan to apprehend the 
Hadjee, and take from him the forged funnud. In compliance therewith Nazif Khan has 
lent to Doruah. —Explain the whole of this affair to the Nabob Hyder Beg Khan and Mr. 
Middleton.

Tills mcuCmc, the utility^' and I may fay the abfohuc neccffity, whereof will not be > 
any one who has h;vd an opportunity of olferving the conduct of the Jagbeerdars- in general, and 
pafikuH,ly jhmc -whole incomes auped them to main min armies not only fuperior to tfttbfe of rhe 
Aumils ri* the country, who flioultl properly be a check'upon them, but even lUfficidric to fcfift 
the force of the 'date itfclf, 'Ms met with violent dppofition from the Bhow Begum, who falls par¬ 
ticularly under the toft mmm whole power is rendered the more pernicious and dangerous 
Flrrt, From its being whqlly delegated to her fervimts, who have their own views of ambition and 
IntCi rft to nnfwcr, and In the next place from the reluctance with which the Minifters, arid even the 
Nabob himfelf, interfere with any concerns of the Begum. 

From rhde two eireurn (lances, {Lengthened by the i.mmcnfe wealth in her poff;(H6n, alfo intruded 
t-j her two chief eunuchs, Bahar and Jo war Ally C awn, and her unrcafbnible expcCfotiaftS of 
fupport from the Englifh Government, of all which fhc and her fervants avail tficmfclves to the 
utmoft, fhe is become one of the moft furious internal evils that, among others, feerrts to bid frit 
to give great difluibance to this country. 

The great awe in which the Nabob, and of caurfc cvpry one under him, Bands of her dilpleafurc, 
leaves without hounds or reftraint the effe£b of her uncommonly violent temper. Death and 
dei fruition is the leaft menace Ihe denounces, upon the moft trifling opposition to her caprice. 

By her own conduit, and that of aU Ecr agents and dependants during the Benares troubles it 
may with truth and juft ice be affirmed, fhe forfeited every claim fhc had to the protection of the 
Englifh Government, as {Ge evidently, and It is confidently ftiid avowedly, elpoufed the cauic .of 
Rajah Chevt Sing, and united in the idea and plan of a general extirpation' cf that race and power

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Her agent at Taunda, who is the ChcyH, and adopted Cm of BaJir Ally Cawn, her, principal 
Mlniftcr, trcaeheroufly turned his guns upon Lieutenant Gordon's detachment, ami was by that 
Gentleman's account the foie caufe of the lots of it. She gave every encouragement in her power 



irarrifoned by the Nabob's troops under the command of Britiffl officers ; all which is folly Rated 
in the rlepotmons made by Colonel Banter and the Gentlemen of his corps. Notwithftanding all 
thefe fafis, upon the general rdhmplion of the Jaghcers I made the rents of her lands payable to 
me* under an engagement of making the amount good to her by fiich taftalmcms as fli’e might 
dire£t, in return for which 1 have received letters from her, containing the moil grots abufe and the 
•wildJfc threats that cm be tranferibed, copies of which 1 have the honour to enclofe. 

Her chief agent, Bahar Ally Cawn, has marched a corifidemblc force into Nabob Gunge, one of 
her Jagheers, declaring, that if any attempt is made to refume it, .he will lay the whole country of 
Gowm wafte. Thefedeclared and repeated a&s of rebellion are Cutely me re than fulficient to forfeit 
all claim whatever to the interference in. her behalf from our Government > and il feme ilop . 
not immediately put to ft, it appears but too certain that fhe will light a fame throughout fhdb 
provinces, which if not difficult to fexfiitguifo, will at kail put a heavy bar to the Company's col- 
luAions here. I cannot therefore avoid making thefe representations to you, or doubt hue you will 
approve of the Vizier's immediately taking thofe fteps which may be rtcceflaay for effectually cbabKfe^ 
fug his Government and authority, and depriving the Begum ol thefe great rtdourccs which flic ha*£ 
{hewn k would be extremely impolitic and unfafe to truft longer in her hands* On this iubje£t the 
Nabob has communicated to me his fen t! meats in a long letter, copy whereof I have the honour to 
endofe you, in which you will obferve hefignifics hts intention of pififtcuting his legal claims upon 
her for the public trejpe and effefls belonging to his inheritance from his lather, which fee detains 
from him, and fquauders in fuch ddlrucUve purpofes, while be is overwhelmed by public debts, 
pfmcteaUy incurred by his predeceflbr, and on account of his inability to difeharge which, the 
Company have indifpenfably been driven to take upon themfelves the burthen of a large military 
cftabmhment hitherto entertained for their forVke at the charge of the Nabob. 

On this head I think it unnecefliry to offer any remark, fmee a reference to the eftablilhed Jawa 
and cuftoms of the country will fumcientlv prove his Excellency's inheritant right to claim the 
property of his prcdeccflbr. 

I muff alfo take the liberty to add my opinion, that unlels Fyzullah Cawn, remotely fi mated as 
he is, out of reach of interruption, in the centre of his own tribe and country, connected uninter¬ 
ruptedly with the other two remaining Pa tan powers, be conus included in this general reform of 
the Jagbeer, or feme effectual check dtnpofcd upon him, the whole may prove abortive, while, .if 
fully enforced, may lave this country, and with it poftibly much of our own blood and treaiute w<

Hitherto no interference has taken place by any one; lam at a lofs to account for 
the prefer! meafurc. On what plea has the Nabob re fumed my Jaghecr, or what arc his inten¬ 
tions ? While you are Refidcnt can fuch proceedings be admitted l Exprefs your iifappdwtion, that 
it may not be carried into effect. Before, application was made through Molotc Fuzzle Arxsem 
fChan to me, for Lowamm Taloofc, my Jaghcer, when 1 wrote to Hu fie in Reza Khan, and Hydcr 
Jfeg Khan, on the fubjc< 5 t, who fileitced Moloie F uzzle Azcem Khan—hut now the refumption oi 
my Jagheer is refolvcd on. 

The Jaghcer h not a grant of the Nabob, that he fhould refume it—let thofe who granted relume it- 
The Nabob has nothing to do wkh me. Let me have a fpeedy anfiwer. Countermand the order to 
Meet Nazir Ally for the redemption of mv jagheer. The prefent Rate of matters is trifling, but 
the confluences feall he great. f r K

I had the honour to reply to your former letter yefterday, to die contents of which I mull beg 
leave to refer you* a* fur as relates to fecuring to you the actual income of your Jaghcers, tjiingeesq 
k£, as let forth in the Caulnama i'ub lifting between you and his Excellency the Nabob, 
I certainly am bound in duty to interfere, becaufe the faith of the Governor General and Council, 
my mafters, has been pledged to you for it; and I am ready, us I before informed you? to fettle that 
point to your fatismdlion ; but as to continuing the lands,' &c. in the form you We hitherto held 
them, his Excellency the Nabob is the Mafter, and I cannot oppofe his pleafure. It behoves you to 
reflect well on this matter. I am equally the friend of you and your fon the Nabob, and can have 
no prejudices in favour of one or the other. His Excellency declares, and I have mvfelJ feeu too 
many proofs Xo doubt it, tiiat the authority and dominion exercifed by die Jagheerdars* is extremely 
prejudicial to his revenue and Government, A medium, therefore, being proposed, by which you lofe 
nothing, and his Excellency gains fo much, I Ihould wifh you would nor continue to reject it, fm ce it 
is unqueiKonably the fame to you, whether ybtrreceive the income of your jaghecr through the chan¬ 
nel of an AumiJ appointed under the Nabob's authority, or from the hands "of your own immediate 
Agent* For the regular remittance of whatever net income you may heretofore have received from 
your Jagheers, I willingly make mjrfelf refponfiblc ; but I again repeat, that in all other refpedh the 
Nabob is mailer.

I have received your letter, covering copies of letters from my Mother to yourfdf—recapitulated 
the contents,—She fays her Jagheers were not granted by me. At the time of the late Nabobs 
death thefe Mahls were under the charge of Jowaur Ally Khan, on the footing of other Aumils, info - 
much that the accounts, &c. were lodged in the Dewan’s office ; thefe accounts, as they were deli¬ 
vered into the Dewarfs office to the date of the Nabob's death, are forthcoming. After his death* 
Ij as a dutiful fon, made over thefe Mahls to her in jagheer, that it could not be faid I left my 
Mother unprovided, i'hebufmcfs and Mhals of the Khalfa ftiffer conflderably, and are much pre¬ 
judiced by the authority and coutlu£l of the Aumjls of thefe Jagheers, Mahls, as alfo from the in- 
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of the houfboSti Khajahs ; winter, the conduit <>f Bhar Ally Khan’s Naibat Tondah. My 
life, clhtt, and dominitftis originate from tlic fricndfliip of the Englilh Government. Vet what 
knavery have not thefe hem (hold Khajahs been guilty of. As therefore it is not prudent that theft 
jV.ihls fhotlW be continued in the charge my Mother, or houfehold Khajahs, ( have appointed my 
< wn Asi!^Tl<—-r^eive the amount arifing from thefe MhaL, and pav it to n>y Mother, after de- 
dulling the charges of collegium, &c. ..bfoiutc charges, I am ready to arquiefee in any thing for 
ltty Vh'- .:r. As for the other paits of her letters, I truft in Gtxl they are dieted by the houfehdd 
Khaiah,; and that 1 have nor caufed fhame to myfclf from my condudl to God or my Mother. 

After the death of my Father, whatever was due from him to the Company, alfo to the troope, I 
took upon mvfelfi but whatever effect there were, remained with my Mother. Some time (ince 
foe cave fomc part to me, hut it went no way in the difchargc of the claims of the Company or 
troops* For thefe many years I have endured much inconvenience and trouble for the difchargc 
of thefe; vet half is not made good, and I am in daily anxiety on this account, from a deli re to 
difchsrge all juft dues to the Company. It is my intention to proceed to Fyzabad in ten days, 
the Mohrum being over, when I mean to requeft of my Mother the whole of iny Father’s cfhte, to 
enable me to pay off all debts to the Company. Agreeable to the law.-; of God, all my bather’s 
effects arc my right, that I may make good ail claims on him. If my Mother, from affection, con- 
fours, i fluill be happy; If not, in whatever manner the may render it, I fhall pay it towards the ail- 
juftflieat of the balance due to the Company. With refpeit to the houfchold K1 njabs, I fhall con- 
'fine and punilh them, for the knavery- and means they have ufed towards cffc&ing ft breach between 
my Mother and myfclf. You will’in friendfhip caufe this letter to be tranflated into Englifh, and 
fend it immediately to the Governor, defiring him not to liflen to any one, or what my M^her may 
write, neither adopt her opinion, hut direi't me to receive money from her, towards the payment of 
tin; Company’s demands. I am ready to defray anJsdlovv her for her expencos—with rcfpcfl to the 
amount collections of her jaghccrs, after deducting all nCceffary charges of collision, you may re- 
edve and tmnfmit it to hen *

If your new demand is to he infilled upon, which your letter feems to portend, T muff beg your 
prccifc orders ii[»n it; as, from the difficulties 1 have within thefe lew days experienced, in carrying 
the points you had enjoined with the Nabob, I have the heft grounds for believlr g that he would 
ccmlidcr it a direft breach of the late agreement, and totally rejedl the propofol as fuch ; and I mult 
own to you, that, in his prefent fermented date of mind, I could expel!:.nothing Infs than defpair, 
and a declared rupture.

I have already nekiiowWpy-’l the receipt of youf letter of ‘he 3Cth, and am determined, by tne 
a/Turnrees and promi&s mdc to me in it, to return to Calctttfa* and fliall leave to you roe charge and 
execution of the meafiircs neceflary to the execution of the agreement concluded between the Nabob 
Vizier and my felt m September fall. 

Willing ni I am to trull to your declarations I cannot avoid yielding to the doubts fuggcflcd by 
the inoonftftencies of your reprei’ otations of their grounds. \ ou, in a former letter, told luc that 
the Nabob had required the affiifonc« of a rtgimem of Sepoy to enforce the refumptbn of the 
Jagheers, but that it was your opinion that a much larger force would he required for it, as a powerful 
oppofition was prepared ;urainfl it : I in confcqucnce ordered a ftrong detachment to perforin this 
f'. /vice j you then wrote that the Nabob would not allow it, tliat you durft not communicate it to 
him, and that you knew he would even oppofe it by force, and that the payment of the detachment 
Would be a breach of treaty ; and now you write, that the Nabob’s febundv alone are equal to this 
lervice, and that it will be but a fortnight’s work to accompliih it. r \ hefe arc abfolutc con- 
traditions.

The reformation of the Nabob's troops, I centered as a point which neither required nor ad¬ 
mitted delay—that Ms Muttniena* troops were almoft wholly fifirtioti** and his regular eflablifiimenr • 
fcanty in numbers, and in long arrears- And I crmfitfcrcd arid iHtcd this reformation^as one of the 
meins of reducing the NaboVs expcnccs, and enabling him to pay his debts to the Company, 

T have clearly explained my intention to be, that the firft receipt of the current revenue fhmdd 
furnlth the fliptrfated amount of the Nabobs private cxpcnces; that his alignments for the Com¬ 
pany's debt, and other charges defrayed by them, fhould remain as uluai > and that the whole ot the 
exeeifos of the Jaghem fhould be appropriated to the fame account: I require no more; nor can ( 
add either explanation or comment on the Inftrutf iam which have been originally given to you, that 
can more dearly exprefs, or more fully, than the words of the origusal text* 

I have carefully perufod the 'agreement itfelf, and the former treaties exiting with the Nabob 
Vizier, but can find m ebufe In any of them, which either cxnrdaly or by implication gives him a 
right to employ foe Company’s forces, except thofc of foe fuhfidiury brigade, without indanmfymg 
foe Company for their expellees* The brigade itfdf is exprdsly declared to be for foe detence of 
Ins dominions, anti therefore has always been fttifoned on the frontier nearc# to invafiom It was 
never intended that Ito itrength fbould be diffipated in little detachment*, and its difciplitic ruined by 
employing it to fupprefs the InfUrrcfKons of his reiats, and to enforce the payment of the col )cl - 
tions, although a difcrcrionary power hasbedh given to jou, in tales of great emergency, to rail for 
the aid of detachments from it tor the former fcrviccs.

It ts not mv intention, nor ever was, to keep up troops to regulate the Nabob's internal govern- 
merit, hut fold v to defend his country againft invaders, tinfefs he fhotild require occafin-fl&l and tern* 
pnmry aids to reftbro internal peace and order to it, to enable him to acquit hlmfelf of his debt to the 
Company, and thereby recover the whole and un participated regulation of his internal government.

-* refpe^ting a (biz ure which has been made by Khoja Ruhr Ally Cawn of feme cloths, manufac¬ 
tured at Tanda, on account of Guakkfa and Eolunaut, Merchants of Benares, under pretext of 
their being the property of Ram Laulhr, whom he had confined on a diargt of debt ; and the latter 
recommending Gopauf Dofa in particular nns tor hfs fervices to our government, and the fitaniluajity 
with which he has acquitted himtetf of all lik engagements and crajtfafliom with it. To this, Sir, 
he allured, I (hall pay the moft attentive regard, and always give his how ft: that preference to which 
it has fo juft a claim, in all remittances which may paf$ through my office* 

I immediately, on my arrival at Fayzahad, made a ftrift enquiry into the complaint of the above-' 
mentioned fefeure ; and finding, from a variety of evidence, the precifelyas if had been Rated to 
you, IcauJcd the cloths to be releafed, and delivered over to the Gumrilah of Gualdafa and IJofauauf, 
who attended here for that purpoffc. 

It having alfo been intimated to me, that Ram Laulla, a Shroft, and relation of Gopmil Dots, 
had been imprifoned by B.thr Ally Ca wn, on pretences equally vague and unjuft (which I had rcafon 
to bdievt was the cafe, from my haring failed in my endeavours to piocure his enlargement, near a 
rwTivemonth ago, although folidted on an offer of the facurity of Gopaul Doff, and my own, if 
defined, for the p:r mem of whatever turn fhouid appear due from him on an adjuftment of their 
accounts) I determined alfo to take this opportunity of enquiring into that matter, and procuring the 
man jtiftice > for which purpofe I applied to Ruhr Ally Cawn to fend him to me, and repeated the 
offer of ft cunt y which I had before made ; he however thought proper to decline, or rather evade, 
compliance with my demand, and, to tdHfy his rdcnrjncnt at the appliestion made for nny interfe¬ 
rence, he mftautly doubled tlic guards on his prifoners, diJ patched an ricort to bring \m family 
from Tandn, art d fry every means in his power cncreated the rigour of hut confinement.

In further explanation of the plan which 1 fuhmitted to you yeftcTday, I now beg leave to Jncloft 
a dri ft of a G* O- which is drawn up conformable to the fentimerits and wifties of the Minifters, 
and calculated obviate an evil they feem moft to apprehend, which is accumulating charges upon 
the Nabob over and above tin: amount fUpuIatcd for the three regiments. 

The 8th, 20th, and 23d regiments are now upon fervice in theft provinces, and of courfe will 
by ftir be the eafieft to leave here upon the new plan m , which, cxdufive of faving the time and ex¬ 
pence of marching frefh troops, will a J , once, by fhewing how they are to be employed, preclude 
the danger ft much dreiidtd here of having any Commanding officer or Staff appointed to theft 
regiments. 

They moft probably never can be employed together, as the prefent diiperfed pofitiou of them 
evinces. 

The Staff expence, and inconvcnieucy of controu! in the difpofition of theft regiments, were 
what the Minifters foe mud molt fearful of, and probably con ft t luted the great eft objection they had 
original^ to the plan. I have taken upon me to,aftiirc them, their wimes on this head, as they 
appeared to me not unreafomble, would be attended to j and I fhall be happy to find this affurancc 
confirmed by you,

of operations having bam concerted In confequence, I communicated it to Major Lucas, command¬ 
ing the Company's troops at Burragong, who approved, and inftantly took all rneafures for carrying it 
into force. Though the proje£ was planned with all pdflible fecrecy, the march of the detachment 
from this place appears to have been known to Futty Saw, who changed his ground the evening be 
fore the time fixed on for making the attack, but could not evade entirely the effects of die expe¬ 
dition i for Lieu tenant Lally (with two companies of Major Lucas's regiment, which were flattened 
at Bogga) having received intelligence of this motion of Futty Saw% marched diredly to the fpoL 
where he was encamped with about three hundred men, attacked and flew about twelve of them, and 
was very near biking Futty Saw himfelf.

My difordm Mr. Mitrchifou ha* attended to with the moft atten¬ 
tive c;ire, without being able to remove them ; but gives me hopes, from the prefent change of 
feafivu, they may come to a crifis. He imagines my removal from immediate affiftmicc may be 
attended with danger to my life, before he fees a probability of my recovery v and as fuch he has 
given me his feuttment*, which l have inclolcd you. I beg leave to requeft you wifi inform the 
Governor General and his Excellency, chat m foon as I can be moved with any fufety, that I fhall, in 
obedience to their orders ; hoping that they will aflbrd my people every juft fupport for their col- 
lefling my out Handing advances, which were made before 1 ever knew of fuch ar1 order intended to 
be publifhed* This ro.Acs my fituation peculiarly hard, and leaves me every rcafan to dread 1 fliall 
fuftain lofs af more than my own property, the fruits of 15 years unwearied toils in bnfiuefs* The 
balances now out Handing amount to very near four lacks of rupees.

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LETTER from.MR. HASTINGS to die NABOB HTOER REG CAWN. 


TlTHEN I prevailed upon the Nabob Vizier to commit the entire charge of his revenues and 
VV th c adminiftration of his finances to his Mi [lifters of whom you are the adting and nefpon- 
fible perfon, with the concurrence of the Refluent, Mr. Middle ton, I had to fore a reliance on your 
integrity, diligence, and abilities, which are umverfaJly known, and no left cm the fame qualities 
of Mr. Middleton, that I departed with a mind perfectly at cafe, expe&ing that order would bo 
reftored to the Nabob’s affairs, capable and truiT worthy Annuls appointed to the fupcriineruL 
dice of the diftrhfts, the forces duly ffotioned for the {county of peace and the coiifirmaticm of 
the authority of the Sirkar, and that the part and growing debt of the Company would be com¬ 
pletely difeharged in the c our lb of the year, and that I mould receive the thanks of the Nabob, 
your Mafter, for the effefls of my folia rude for the fopport of his dignity and cafe* The event 
has proved the reverie of thefe hopes }—an accumulation of diftrefs, debate incur, and dilTacis(ac¬ 
tion to Lbe Nabob, and of diftppoi fitment and dlfgracc to me.—Every meafort* which he had him- 
felf propoied, and to v/hich he had folicited my afliftance, has been fo conducted, as to give him 
cauf© or difpltafure $ there are no officers e(Lb lifted, by which his affairs could be rc*uhrly con¬ 
ducted i mean, incapable, and indigent men have been appointed Aumils of the diftricts, without 
authority, and without the means oT ptufonal protection; feme of them have been murdered by the 
Zemindars ; and thofe Zemindars, inftead of pumfhment, have been permitted to retain their Zc- 
mindames with independent authority; all the other Zemindars fuffered to rife up In rebellion, 
and to infult the authority of the Sircar, without any attempt made to fuppreft them; and the 
Company’s debt, inftead of being difeharged by the alignments and extraordinary fources of money 
provided for that purpofe, is likely to exceed even the amount at which it flood at ihe time in 
which the arrangement with his Excellency was concluded. The growth of thric evils was early 
made known to me, and their cfte£h foreboded in the fame order and manner as they have force 
come to pafs.'*—Added to theft, I this inftant learn, that Almaft Ally Cawn, to whom you had en¬ 
try ft ed the greateft portion of the collections, without any plcdge or foufity for his fidelity, has 
thrown oft his allegiance, and quitted the Nabob’s dominions, taking with him an imtnenfo Lreafure, 
the fruit of his embezzlements and opprefiiom, and an army railed for its protection. This too 
was long fince foretold, and ought to have been fufpe&ed. 


In fuch a flats of calamity and difgrace, I cm no longer remain a pa [five fpeftator; norwould 
it be becoming to conceal my fetitimcnts, or qualify the cxpreflion of them. I have hitherto 
forborne to interfere, that I might not weaken your influence, and thereby difable you from fulfilling 
the rcfponfibility of the great truft which had been afligned to you. t now plainly tell you, that 
you are anfwerable for every misfortune and defixft of the Nabob Vizier’s government. You poffeft 
abilities, and the means of retrieving them ; nor is it yet too late, for the refources of the country 
ftill remain.: I expert it, and immediately.—And as the firft eftedl of your exertions, l require, 
that the balance, which is due to the Company, be folly cleared by the end of the year; to that not 
an anna (hall remain in arrears. 1 have a right to exa£fc this return to the confidence which the 
world has ften me place in you, and to the good offices which the friendlhip of the Nabob Vizier 
has enabled me to afford you. If I am difoppolnted, you will impofe on me the painful and hu¬ 
miliating nece fifty of acknowledging to him, that I have been deceived, and of recommending the 
examination of your conduffc to his juftice, both for the redraft of his own and Company's* 
grievances, and for the injury fo flamed by both in their mutual connexion. 


Do not reply to me, that what I have Witten ft from the fuggeftfon of your enemies, nor imagine, 
that l have induced inyfelf to write in fuch plain and declaratory terms, without a clear infight into 
all the confcquences of it, mid a fixed determination upon them.

T> ECEtVED the following Letter from the Governor General. 

A few days'before my prefent indifpofition commenced, I informed you, that I was forry to find 
tWt the Refident at the Vizier's Court had evidently failed in his duty to tbtt( Government, m not 
having carried into execution the conditions and fpint ot the late treaty wth the \ izier. 1 ha 
farther the mortification to be obliged to inform you, that neither the Refident, nor his deputy in 
his ubience, had communicated to me the conforms which had anfen in the V izier s dominions 
from a neglect or violation of the treaty- ^ 

'Hie letters which I wrote, in confequt nee of fuch mifmanagements, to the Refident and to the 
acting Minifter of the Vizier, were laid before you and approved. 

Upon the fame occafion I obforved to you, that the obftacle which oppofed itfelf to the nomina¬ 
tion of Mr. Briftow to the Refidentfhip at Glide no longer exilled 5 it ms removed by my having 
vindicated what muft ever be efteemed one of the neccffary privileges of this government: I had tire 
pleafure of finding, upon the moft impartial enquiry, that the conduct ot Mr, Briftow, during his 
former rcfidence at the Court of the Vizier, had been proper and attentive. T accordingly Wiflied 
to recommend him to liicceed the prefent Relident, provided the Vizier had no reafonabfc object)om 
to his appointment* 

I have now great fatisfeftion in informing you, that my letter to the attng Minifter of the Vizier 
has had thehappieft efted, In realizing the heavy balances due to the Company from Glide ; and it is 
laid, that the prefent Relident and his deputy are brought to a proper fenfe ot their duty to the 
Company* 

But as in every aft of my adminiftration of the affairs of the Company f never had an object 
in view but their permanent interdft, as far as my judgment could direft me, aOd M prejudice m 
favour of thole in whom I have confided, or aguinft thofc who oppofed me van.ft in ^y^jtien 
the good of the fcrvice requires it, I now with you to recall Mr. Middleton from the Court oi the 
Vmcr, and to appoint Mr. Briftow in his room. 

My weak ftate of health obliges me to dilate this letter from my bed; yet 1 cannot but add, 
that your inftm&ions to Mr. Briftow fhould be ftrong and pof.tive upon three pits: firft, rhat 
he fhould always ftiew every poffible refpeil to the Vizier and his family, becoiidly, 1 hat he fliould 
take the mod effectual fteps for during all that may remain unpaid of the Company s balance. 
Thirdly, That the fecurity and internal peace of the Vizier s dominions, and the lwppinefs of the 
people, fhould be continually in his view, and that he fhould communicate folly and freely with this

I KNOW not how to account for the little attention which you ftiew to my orders, especially on 
a point which you know to be the moft important to my reputation. Before you left this place, 
I gave you a lift of papers which l fhould want both to explain and juftlfy the engagements which 
I had concluded with the Nabob Vizier, and you promt led to fend them on your arrival at Lucknow, 
You obliged me to write prcffingly, and I believe repeatedly for them. You then Tent me accounts, 
which, had you but looked at their titles, you would have known could he of no ufc, being the 
accounts of dhbJUhments, not of a£tual expenditures, and of eftabUfhments of the year 1778, which 
are either obibletc, or much changed; and the account which I moft wanted you have not fent, which 
wns the account of the Nabob's prefent debt to the Company, I have been prevented by your 
neglect of me from feuding to the Board the report of this transition, which of coqrfe will go home 
onlydn private, and of courfe not the moft favourable accounts of it. 

I now once more defire that you will inftantly fend me the following accounts: 

T. An account of the fums dife to the end of the lift month of the FufTulcc computation from 
the Nabob Vizier to the Company, on account of each feparate charge* 

2. An account of the difburfements made and due for the laft Fuflukc year for every different 
department paid by Mr* Wombwdl, viz. The temporary brigade, Major Martin's arfbttit, Colonel 
Hannay’s corps, bodyguard, penfions, and fabrics, ana the actual expence of CaptainOfoorne's 
corps for the laft year of his command.

T is with the greateft concern that I have to acknowledge the receipt of you 1 letter of the iift, 

as you appear to be much hurt at the negleft you aceufe me with towards you. 

I really thought that I had font you every account which you had afked me for at Chtmar, The 
eftabJiihmcnts of the troops under Bmifh officers which I tranfmitted, although made, as you obferve, 
in the year 1778, are the feme by which the payments are at this moment made, excepting any 
extra difburfement and contingency which cannot be provided for, and which but rarely occur in the 
fervice. 

And the revenue accounts were of the very laft year that bad then been drawn out. The ao 
counts of the new year are not yet fettled or delivered in ; and what have been tranferfoed has been 
fence my fending the accounts to you. 

However, the accounts, as you now defire them, are tranfenbrng, and (hall be font you without a 
moment's lofs of time. The receipts and dHburfements of the kft year will not be quite complete, 
as the accounts of Gurrucbpore and Furruekabad have not yet been ciofed. 

Sir Elijah Impey leaves us on Wedncfday morning, after which, I dare venture to r,fibre you, 
you wife have much lefe caulc to tax cue with want of punctuality. I have and muft neeeflarily 
continue to be conftant in my pcrfonal attendance upon him, which I truft you will admit as tome 
cxcufe for me.

Ifed yeXday the honour of informing you of the melTage I Tent to the Nabob through the 
Miniiter, refpeaing the [ayheers, to which his Fxcelfcncy this morning returned me a reply, pur¬ 
porting, that if the mealure propofed was intended to procure the payment of his balance due to the 
C ompany, he could better ami more expeditioufty effect that objert, by taking from fos mother 
what /he is very able to (pate, and what he has an undoubted right, as he conceives, to exart from 
her. The prefent debt to the Company, as he with mith obfoves, is a great part .handed down 
from his father: and the funds from which he might have been enabled to liquidate it, it is notorious, 
were withheld from him by tire Begum, on the fate Nabob's death. T hat according to the laws of 
the Koran, and the invariable cuffom of the country, he is juftly entitled to the whole eftatc and 
tree lures of his father, and could legally demand their being put in his po/Teffion; but that die fun. 
he" dH'rres to take from his mother (about 60 lacks) bears no fort of proportion to the unmente 
wealth which fell into her hands on the death of his father, nor would it bear hard at all upon her, 
as he knows how much her treaforcs exceed that film. All therefore that he alks, is not to be inter¬ 
rupted in recovering a part of his hereditary right, by which he will be enabled to dilcharge imme¬ 
diately the whole of his debt to the Company. 

This my dear Sir, is a flattering proportion; and as to tire point of right, admitting it to be lefs 
clear and defined than the Nabob chufes to confider it, you may yofhbly be of opinion that the con- 
du^'of the Begums on the late difturbances at Benares, us let forth in thcfemal teftimcmres hid 
before you, has forfeited any claim they might originally have bad to the proteWand mediation of 
the Company; and further, that it may not be political, or yet pe .fort ly fate, to truft them any longer 
with fuch powerful means of promoting an opposition to our interests. 

For my own pan I am fo well perfreided of the difeffertion of the Begums particularly the prefent 
Nabob’s mother, to our caufe, and of their promptitude to unite in auy meafure to diftreft us, that 
l tou l ( J very eafily reconcile it to my conference to a dill the Nabob, mllcad of obL rutting him, 
in wrefting from them every benefit they enjoy beyond a decent maintenance; however, this is 
only my own opinion, and by no means meant to influence yours. The Nabob writes you himfclt 
on this Yuhicft, and you have his letter included. Neither he nor I expert that you fhmild give a 
formal fantlion to the. meafurc propofed : it will be fufficient that you but hint yourop.mon upon it, 
ami enable me to inform his Excellency whether you would or would not oppofc his dclign. Let 
me therefore entreat you, my dear Sir, to favour me with a line by the returni ot the dank ; and if 
your fentimeats fhould happen to accord with my own, I doubt not but I fhmild be able to congra¬ 
tulate you, in a very Ihort fpacc of time, upon the remittance of a hmulforne fan to the Prefidcncy.

Do you, therefore, my friend, take immediate 
fatisfc&pry ftrps for the recovery of the debt, that I may withdraw my Aumil in obedience to the 
Governors orders* Jt is notorious that his friendship and connexion with me exceeds that of any 
other Prince of Hmdoftan ; and in return for which, my life and fortune are devoted to Mm.. The 
particular and declared objeffc of my application tor the removal of Mr* Shce, was to obtain the 
u n c onttp: u led m a n age me n t of Furruckkbad, which was gran ted me accordingly, and made an article 
of my laft agreement. What has led the Governor to alter his fend merits on this [joint, I am at a lofs 
to conceive* My humiliation will reach Dehly. When you ffliall have taken the necefiary fteps for 
fecurin , payment of the claims from thence, let me know, and J will recall the Aumil, and ftien I 
will write the Governor*—My elevation or difgrace remains in his breuft.

Your letter of the 14th is juft arrived, ordering the temporary brigade to be again put on the 
Vizier’s lift, which the late treaty had juft eafed him of. Nothing 1m than blows can effedt this; 
for he is not even able to [jay off the arrears frill due to it for the laft year, which, with the two and a 
half months ftipulated by the treaty, amount to nine lacks, by Air, Day’s ftatement. Upwards 
of twelve lacks have been paid to Mr. Wo mb well, befides remittances made to the fecond 
brigade and Colonel Muir, and fcstree fix lacks have yet been collected; a hard ft rain of private 
credit alone lias made thefe large extra payments, and total ruin mull inevitably be the cortfe- 
quenee of any interruption in the recovery of the money advanced. However, this is merely a 
private confiaeration, and therefore cannot weigh in public rrteafurQj but in a public light, the 
troops being all in arrears, and no poffibiiity of prefmft payment, fo large a body aflemblcd here, 
without any means in hand to check or controul them, nothing but difordor could follow. As 
one proof that the Nabob is as badly off for funds ns we are, I may inform you that his cavalry 
rofe this day upon him, and went all armed to the palace, to demand from 13 to 18 months 
arrears due to them ; and were with great difficulty pemiaded to retire, which was probably more 
effected by n body of troops getting under arms to go agatnft them, than any other confi¬ 
de rati on* Without troubling you with detail of arguments, I may venture to pledge myfelf to 
you, that the additional demand you prupofe making cannot this year be obtained without a total 
reform of his government, which, if brought about by a campaign agninft him (by which alone 
it can be done) would, at the fame time, ftop at once all rdources of collections} fo that, 
admitting fuccds, our fituation, in point of finance, would be work than before, As I fed confi¬ 
dent of your full credit to this affertion, I ftiall add nothing further upon the fubjeft, excepting, 
that the troops hitherto called for by the Vizier have been foliated under that article of the late 
treaty which authorizes him to remove the fubfidiary brigade where he pieafes, with the concur- 
renc^ of the Rcfident; which power is ftill more fully explained in the letter of inftruflio^:— 
both papers can only allude to the troops which they ft i pul ate to remain within die Vizier’s 
dominions. Whenever you no longer may chufe to permit his detaching the brigade, he muft then 
of touife condiiiS his meafups by his own febundy, or be driven to make new propofols from him- 
fell for the aid and pay of our regiments. 

As I have made life of the name of the temporary brigade in the fir ft part of my letter, it may 
be necdlny to remind you that one additional regiment is already paid by the Nabob, to which add 
four regiments, and a train of artillery, now propofed, makes ten battalions of 500 men each,

receipt of my public letter, tell me is your final refclve.

COM E bufinefs of importance, which the Refident had to fettle at Fyzabad, occafioned my fuel- 
° denly joining him there. After my arrival, a coupF of days pafled m negoctetion, but without 
effect i and the party in the town colliding, and hourly gaining flrcngth, at length, after nparure 
deliberation, it was refolvtd that 1 fihould, with my regiment, and four guns, ftorm the town, which 
I efiedled the 12th in the morning* I very foon got pofleflion of the Kella, in which is the palace 
and Zcmnah, and as there was not only fevetal gates, but openings in the walls, as [ entered on oho 
fide they efcapcd at the others but fhortly after the party returned again, headed by the two princi¬ 
pal eunuchs, Bahr Ally Lawn and Jcwar Ally Ciiwi, and drew up oppoilte, and within fixty yirds 
of one of my ports, with three guns, and added the moil aggravated behaviour 5 however, as they 
did not fire, or offer any other a&s of hoftility j and when I reflected on the confluence that would 
attend a conteftcd difpute in the Greets of the town ; of the Zenanah, &c* being fubjeci to be plun¬ 
dered even by themfdves, which would have been attributed to me $ and being fo fit u a ted for the 
fafety of the female part of the family on ore hand, who were under the moll dreadful apprehen- 
fion, and for the fupport of his Excellency's authority on the other, who was waiting the rcfidt on 
the out fide of the town, I was for affiort time doubtful how to decide ; however, as 1 had Mahomed 
AfFrein Cnwn along with me, a perfon in high favour with the Nabob, and well acquainted with both 
parties, 1 ddired to circulate lenient advice, pointing out how fatal an attack would be to them, and 
inevitable ruin to thofe they appeared fo zealous to fupport. It had the cffecl j the two eunuchs 
immediately futrendered, their people inflajitly left the town, and I ordered their guns to be dragged 
away. , 

As foon as the tumultuous noife was over, and I had ported guards for the fafety of the palace, See. 
I direflly font a chubdar to the Begum, and offered every affifarice (he might want, and at the fame 
time confiffcnt with my inftrudlions, which i lie accepted j and now I have the fatisiadltoil to inform 
you the ihops are all open, and peace and tranquillity prevail through the town.

Sir, 

T H A VE had this day the honour to receive your commands of the 15th ultimo, and am ex* 
tremely concerned that the mode of conducting the Fayzabad bufinefs, as fet forth in my ad- 
drefs of the 18th January, did not meet your entire approbation. Permit me to allure you, Sir, 
it is with the greateft reluctance I ever venture to deviate from foe exprefs letter of your inffrudlions ; 
and I cannot accufo myfelf of having done it on any occafion, where it did not appear to my judg¬ 
ment that the objedt and fpirit of them rendered it advi (cable, and that the apparent neceifity would 
jurtify fuch latitude. 

In the prefent inffancc, it was more in appearance and exprefliort, than in fiufl, that any devia¬ 
tion was made from your orders of the 26th December j for although I was conft rained, from mv 
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flri$ regard to the accompli foment of what I confftercd the fir ft objeft ol this undertaking* to 
admit of a temporary forbearance* for tlie mifom aligned in my adore is of the iSth ultimo, the 
Begumi were at that time to be confidtred as entirely at the mercy of the Nabob^ their Jagheyrs 
were in the poffeJlion of his annuls* their troops .dJficrfed, and the KcHa of Fayzabadj, which 
imtu&d alfotbe Bhow Begum's own habitation, under the guard of his ExcUeney’s and our 
troops. 

It remained only to get poflefEon of her wealth ; and* to efTefl this* it was then* and is ftill, my 
•firm and unalterable opinion* That it wan fodifpenikbly nceeflary to employ temporising expedients, 
nsVfil to work upon the hopes and fears of the Begum her I'd f* and more d pc dally upon thole of 
her principal agents, through whofe means alone there appeared any probable chance of our get- 
tine steels to the hidden treasures of the late Vispcr j and when I acquaint you* that by far the 
ereai^rt part of the treafure, which has been delivered to the Nabob* was taken from the molt fecret 
recedes m tlic houfes of the two eunuchs, whence of courfe it could not have been ext rafted 
without the adoption of thofe means which could induce the difcovery, f lhall hope for your 
approbation of what I did. 1 mult alfb obferve, that no further rigour than that which I exerted, 
ceu'd have been ufed agftinft females in this country, to whom there can be no accefs. The Na¬ 
bob and Salar Jung were the only two who could enter the Zenanah: the fir ft was a ton, who 
was to add refs a parent, and of courfe could tile no language or aftion, but that of earned! and reite¬ 
rate el (elicitation ; and the other was in all appearance it traitor to our caufe . whore lorcc could he 
cmnioycd, it was not (pared. The troops of the Begum were driven away and difperfed, their 
gum taken, her fort, and the outward walls of her boufe, ferzed, *nd occupied by our troops, at 
the Nabob’s requisition, and her chief agents imprifoned and put in'irons.—No further Hep was 
left. —Ami in this fit nation thev (till remain, and are to continue (excepting only a reroiffioo of 
ti e irons) until the final liquidation of the payment j and if (hen you deem it proper, no pm- 
fible means of offence being left in her hands, ««r thofe of her agents, all her lands and pro- 
isvtv having been taken* I rn^rij with your fancBon* to reftore Ever houfc urui fervaifts to her;

W H EN his Highnefs the Vizier did me the honour of a vifit at Chimar, he made me a requjftj 
that we might have an interview once in every year, for the purpofes of diftdftng andadjjuftmg 
the mutual concerns of thp Corn pan y and hwnfefa., and of improving the harmony and conhdence 
which fob fifed between the two governments. To this reguifition I feafoly d fen red* ami greatly 
lament that the fituatipfr of affairs make it impoftble for me to eflifo! a m wfcitlg at this time. The 
prelent important conjunifture demands the united and vigorous exertions of both governments for 
their common Lfoty and fuccefs; and in this fituation, whilfl the greateft cordiality is requifite* 
you inform me that his Highnefs is much diffiitisfed on many points contained in our late agreement* 
and which he made his own requeft.—To remove his imeafuiefs on theft iubjeils, and to give him 
entire fetjsfo^on on others which may be the obje&s of his fears and fofpicions, and to give a.laft- 
iflrr cement and incrcafe of ftrength and reciprocal advantage to our alliance* would be impracti¬ 
cable by any other mode than verbal communication* explanations* and alTuranccs ; and hs* for die 
reafon above afiigneJ, I cannot make thefe in perfon* I think it Ihdifpenfable to delegate the trull to

tion beuveen the Company and the Court of Owde* and I can rely upon him for a faithful expla¬ 
nation of them. 


l have ulfo inftrufled' Major Palmer to give the moft exprds aflumnces to the Mtnifters of my

HAVE had the mortification to hear that Almnfs 
boiled, fled from the Vizier's; dominion*, taking 
embezzlements and known oppreflions. Though this intelligence has not come through its authen¬ 
tic channel, I have no doubt of its truth ; 1 am compelled to credit the reports which nffur* me that 
every point of the Vizier's admin i ft rati oil is in the fume difordcr. For this, and every other failure 
in the mftru&ions which I gave to you in writing on the 20th September, at Guitar, you pi folchr 
rerponftble to this government, as Hyder Beg Cawn is to the Nabob; for to your conjoint hands 
has the admiuifirauon of his affairs been from that time committed. 

I have received your repeated afFurances, addrefled to myfelf and to tlie Board, tliot the Nabob’s 
debt to the Company fhould be completely difeharged by the clofe of the year. In my fears fur 
a difappointment in this expectation, and in the contrary belief, that in its actual train the debt h 
more likely to exceed the amount at which it Rood the tail year, than to be paid, I hereby apprize 
you, that if at ths cud of the Fuffdlee year any part of it fhall remain in arrears, I flvill move the 
Board to call upon you publicly to account for it; and, that you may know that this declaration ta 
not made on light grounds, 1 flrall enter a copy of this letter upon the Company's Records. I will 
do you no injury, if you difprovc the julHce of my fufpiclbns by the effects of your exertions. 

I have written to Hvder Beg upon the fame fubjctS, and intended to refer you to bis letter iot my 
fuller fentiments, but I fhaH tint have it ready for difpatch for this puff.

To MR. NATHANIEL MIDDLETON, Refident at the Court of foe Nabob Vizier- 
Sir, 

Having, on the 19th inftant, entered into certain engagements with the Nabob Vizier, tending 
to relieve his finances of a burthen they were no longer able to fuftahi, with fundry other claufo, 
the execution of which is entrufted to you, I herewith inclofe an authentic copy of the fame for 
your guidance. The Nabob on his behalf has fubferibed and Laled an agreement in your prefence, 
and in the prefence of Mr. Richard Johnfon and Hydcr Beg Cawn, refpeaiiig the better adminiftra¬ 
don of his affairs, of which I alfo cranfmit you an authentic copy* 

To thde papers, and to the points confequently and neceflarily dependent on thorn, I think ic 
lieceflary to add the following inftrudlions, to which I require your molt implicit obedience* 

l deed fcarcety inform you, that my chief objed: in my negotiations with the Nabob has been 
to induce and affift him to bring his government and finances into fueh regularity, as to prevent 
his alliance being a dog inftead of an aid to the Company; and to enable him to difeharge his 
debt in the ihortefl time pofiibie. To this end the jnoft dlejitial point is to limit and fcparate 

JT>4! ' . his 
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ifrfonal tliffiurfcments fromThe public accounts: they muft not, in their total annual anioimt* 
fa ed whnthe has received in any of the Uft three years. This amount, in twelve equal parts, 
fhould be paid him monthly, out of the flrft receipts, and the remainder of the net collection* 
placed fcparately- in a public treafury, from whence his public, military, and civil eftabltfhmc-nt muft 
be paid, under the foie management and coiftroui of the Mini fters/with your concurrence. It is 
of courfe to be underftood, that this has no connexion, and is in no fhape to interfere, with the 
Company's a !Iir;nmcnt% and the colleflions upon them, which are to be conducted as ufual > and 
as, by the addition of the Jnghire lands with their revenues to the Nabob’s regular coHeSions, 
his income will, or ought to be, confldcrably encreafed, I fhall expert that the whole of the excels 
be appropriated to the difeharge of the Nabob's debts to the Company* 


After fettling the amount of the perfonal difburfcments of the Nabob Vizier and his hdufchoIcL 
the next point that will require your exertions towards the general arrangements of the public 
charges, k the reform of the eftablifhed Muttaeena troops, reducing them into one eflabli fhed 
corps for tire whole fervicc: if this corps fhould be brought to confift ftldy of cavalry it would belt 
anfwer mutual benefit, leaving no infantry in the Nabob’s fcrvice, but what may be neceflary for his 
body guard ; and to fupply the deficiency, fhould any occur from fuch arrangement, our' infantry 
may be employed where infantry are wanted. 


The corps reformed and eftablifhed, their pay muft be iffued from, the public treafury, no 
alignments to be in future granted them, and thole already ifilled to be recalled; to complete this, 
all numbers above what the real fervice may require, or the a&ual net receipts may be adequate 
to the full payment of, muft be difbanded as faft as their arrears can be paid off. 

The Nabob will felc& and appoint his own Commanders, but If he fhould nominate improper 
perrons, fuch men commonly known by the name of Orderlies, or others deriving their influence 
from them, or of known difafte&ion to our government, you are in fuch cafe to remonftrate againft 
it, and if the Vizier fhall per Aft in his choice, you are peremptorily and in my name to oppofe it, 
as a breach of his agreement* 

For the management of the cohesions, the Mimftcrs with your concurrence are to chute all 
Aumils and Collectors, and in their choice tube guided by the refponfibility and good reputation 
and known ability of the perfons they eleift, that as for as poffible changes fhould be avoided. 

Much is to be faid, though little may now fust, upon the fubjedt of diftribution of jufiice in the 
Nabob’s dominions > for the prefeut I limit myfclF to diredt you to urge the Nabob to endeavour 
gradually, if it cannot be at. once, to eftablifh Courts of Adawlet throughout his diftri&* ; the 
Parngahs, Mqukvies, and other officers, of which muft be fefcfted, as in the cafe of the Aumlts, 
by the Minifters, with your concurrence; the want of theft Courts is equally hurtful to the revenue, 
government, and reputation of the Nabob • 


In confcquence of die difturbances which die rebellious example of Raja Cheyt Sing has cauftd 
in the Nabob Vizier’s country, I have hftructed Colonel Morgan to affift you in the requisition of 
the Vizier, communicated by you to him, or at your own Angle application, if any cafe of emer¬ 
gency fhould make it needful, with fuch detachments as may neceflary, exclufive of the regiment: 
of fcpoys which is ftipulated to remain with you at Lucknow; this power you are not to rifquc, but 
in cafes of the moft urgent and manifeft neccffity. It is diredfed that the regiment ordered for the 
immediate protection of your office and perfem at Lucknow, fhall be relieved every three months, 
and during its flay there fhall adl foiely and exclufively under your orders* 

Tt is finally my pofitive order that you do not permit any Britifh fubjetft, or others claiming the 
name and protection of the Company, to refide at Lucknow, or within any part of th dominions 
of the Nabob Vi/ier, except the officers and foldiers of the army ailing in their duty, and fuch 
perfons as are officially appointed to remain there ; and that to fuch as are now at Lucknow, or In 
any other part of bis dominions, and falling within the ddcription of the above exception, you give 
due notice in writing that they quit the country, allowing them a reafcmable time, not exceeding 
three months, to fettle their affairs ; and in cafe of their refufal you are to inform the Nabob thereof 
that he may ufc his own authority to compel them to depart.

very repugnant, as I conceive, to the fpirit and letter of his inftrutfions, and to the declared purpofe 
his. appointment. The peremptory language that Gentleman has adopted to fignify to me his 
determined refolatlon to periift in a mode of procedure which I am appreheniive may lie eventually 
attended. With the worft eonfequences to the affairs of the Company and of the Nabob, has left me 
without any alternative, and compelled me, however rcfu&antly, to fubinit to your Honourable 
Board the whole of the correfpondence that has palled between us on this occufion. It will be alto¬ 
gether unneceffarjr that I fhouk! foKcit your fpcedieft decifion, fuice a bare recital of the fafls, as 
they are ilatcd in (he Endofurcs, will, I humbly prefume, fufueieutly evince the urgency and im¬ 
portance of the fubjea in difpute, and I flatter myfelf, Gei'.tlemen, determine you to an immediate 
interpohtion of your authority. To bring the whole in one point of view before the Honourable 
Board, I have thought it ncccflaryto give a fummary of tire feveral Enclofures, and taken the liberty 
to add p few remarks on their relpe&ive contents. T

Colonel Cummings unqualified tender of military aid to Khojah Em Udcen* the Aumil of Ro~ 
hilcund* the Duftuck: iflued* and the Sepoys detached by him, as fet forth in No. i* are indubitably 
fo many diredt violations of your orders; and you wi!J perceive* Gentlemen* from Khaujah Fin 
IJdcen’s letter to me, inferted in the fame number, that the Aumil has not faded immediately to avail 
liimfelf of tfa* latter circumffance to plead* and perhaps t/uly* a confoferabje lofs of revenue. No. 2 
contain* an adrfrefs from Colonel Cumming to the Nabob, on the lubje«3 of his correfpondence with 
Jvhaujah Ein Udeen. His Excellency’s anfwer, difapproving his procedure altogether* was accom- 
]>aniecl by a letter from me* which drew from Colonel Cumming a reply, dated the 2 jd January* alfo 
add ref fed to me: he therein allures me* that his firfi letter to the. Aumil of Rohilcund meant no¬ 
thing, though it Was certainly written in a ftyle that exprefied every thing. A duftuck under his 
hand and teal, drawn out in all the neceflary forms, as appears from the original in my poffekon 
and exprefsly remitting the^ government duties, he qualifies* by calling it a pafiport; and' he informs 
me at the fame time* that it has been his conteant practice to grant fuch pafTports. As to the appeal 
he wishes to make with refptxte to the propriety of his demeanour heretofore* it is nothing to the 
purpofe^ fince the queftion is not what he did formerly* but what he has actually now done. His 
explanation regarding the fepoys he lent to apprehend the robbers is fcarccly intelligible* being 
perplexed and blendea with a variety of extraneous and nugatory matter* and told with the naoft tedious 
prolixity, which he oppolitcly terms cutting the ftoryfh'ort; he concludes* however* by flatly ac¬ 
quainting me that he is prepared to repeat the experiment the very fifft opportunity, fo little does he 
under ft arid his orders* and fo little is he aware of the milchiefs that mud unavoidably enfuc* if taking 
the h>w into h * own hands* and in contempt of your mofl pofitive commands* he prefumes on any 
pretence whatever to detach without authority an armed force into the Mofuflu!. As it teems to be 
Cotomd Gumming’s intention to fix a charge of inconfiftency upon me in his mention- of the de¬ 
tachment to Sandy P:>uly, I mute crave leave to fay a fcw words in explanation of that circumfiance: 
-—Mr, Hamilton reprdented to me, that he had paid the duties for fame merchandize, and his boats 
were flopped by a Zemindar in Sandy Pauly. I requeued Colonel Cumming to grant that Gen¬ 
tleman his aflifhmce. I had prccioufly applied to the Aumil Jadeloll, who informed me his diteri&s 
were in great confufipn* and he doubted if his force would be fufficicat to effed the releafe of the 
boats. Upon this I made the above application to Colonel Cumming, with the content and indeed 
advice of the Aumil* the perfon entrufted with the government of rhe country in which the outrage 
had been committed: he likewife directed his Naib to ufe his endeavours to releafe the boats. & 


^ ^ cn Colonel Cumming informed me he could not do the fervice without an extraordinary ex¬ 
ertion, 1 begged he would defifh I did not afljgn any reafon* nor did I represent the rcfalt to the 
V izicr, becaufe 1 thought it giving him unneceflary trouble* and the detachment was more ufciiiliy 
employed with the Sezawul of Furruckabad 


If I underffand the nature and intention of Colonel Cumming's appointment, it is in his military 
capacity alone ho can have occafion to addrefs the Vizier at all; and for rcafans ftri&ly obvious* 
he has your exprefe orders* on every fuch oocafion, to make the Refident the channel ot his com¬ 
munications ; yet* in the fail paragraph of Colonel Cumming’s letter, he declares himtelf privileged 
equally with the Refident to correfpond with the Vizier* his Miniflers* &c, am! avows his refolutTon 
to avail himtelf on this privilege on all occakons.—I beg leave, Gentlemen, to requeft your mote 
particular attention to the contents of the Enclofure, No. 3* whence it will appear that Colonel 
Cumming, in ftrid conformity to this refolution, without giving me the fmalleft intimation of his 
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fcfign, has addrefled a letter Immediately to the Vizier, recommending the match Of hrs wfiofe 
force to Anoupcher, and requesting to know his Excellency's pleafure thereupon. - 1 mutt confers I 
was greatly furprized and alarmed when die Nabob .communicated to me Its contents; the fcrious 
confequences with which this unadyBed and moil uttWjij*|jitab!e procedure might have been attended, 
had not the* ntntoft harmony fwbfifted between his Excellency and tnyfelf, immediately p re fencing 
them fid Ves to my mind. If the conduct of Colonel Camming in this mftance admits of aggravation, 
it h that he had juft before replied to a fetter I had Written him, ex pi effing my apprtffonf bits with 
refpe<£t to the intentions of the Sikes, in a Ifcile calculated to perfuade me that there was little reafon 
to ha alarmed ; it was therefore the more imlffpenfabiy incumbent upon him to apprize me iriftaiitly 
of any fubfequciit occurrences which might induce a changem his fetititnems.—The Enclofurc, No, 4, 
is a letter from Colonel Gumming to Hydcr Beg Cawn, which, a« it was alfo addrefled immediately 
to foat.Minifttt* is a further proof that it is his ferious intention to maintain ,m uncontrolled cor- 
rt:fpondence at his Excellency’s Court, For the reft Colonel Gumming, I know not upon what 
grounds, complains heavily and repeatedly of the indignity offered to a man of hhs rank, at the fame 
time that he teems £0 contider your reprefentative and the Nabob himfelf as perfom of no conic- 
queues whatever, and the ftife of bis letter, Whenever he fpeafcs of fFtem, is perfectly confident 
with thefe fentiments, being without ceremony.“To five the Honourable; Boat'd the trouble of a 
reference, I have the honour to indole No. 5, a copy of their commands to me, dated the 24th 
October 17' s together with an cxtrafl of their InftrutSions to Colonel Sir John C urn ruing of the 
17th September 178a: E do not conceive it poffibfeto frame others more pointedly expreffive of your 
intention*, of J would beg the favour of you. Gentlemen, to Jfllte fuch to Colonel Gumming j I have 
therefore only to requeft that you will Interpnfe your authority to enforce thofe you Hav e already 
thought proper to give to him; and I have the honour to fubferibe myfelf, with the moft profound 
reipe£t,

TRANSLATION of a LETTER from COLONEL SIR JOHN GUMMING, dated the 
33th Suffer, to KHAJA AIN UL DIEN, enciofed in his Letter of the fame Date. 

It is curious, that the excdles of the thieves are fitch, that there is not a night pafies, without 
their Healing feme things from the brigade, and from the Gentlemen in it; but it is ftffl more 
curious, that when night comes, the Firorkabad road is Jhut up- When, hircarrahs were feat to 
enquire, it appeared that all thefe excdles were promoted and encouraged by your dependants, arid 
the Zemindars of your di{£ri£h Ye He relay-, when a company of fepoys were feiu to take tlie 
thieves, and the floien goods, which had been proved by the hircarrahs to be in the village of 
Runniary, of die Talook of Seewa, Zemindar under you, the peafants rofe to defend the ftolen 
goods by three of arms. On hearing this I Cent a battalion to puni/h them \ they, on receiving 
intelligence of its march, burnt the goods of the Engttijb Company, fuch as apparel, &c. in fight 
of the firfl detachment, a few excepted, which were taken by force from die htmfe of the Zemindar 
by the battalion, who dlb made prUimer Munkulle, brother of the Zemindar; the reft fled to 
various places, I examined the goods they brought, which are now in my poffeffiom It is 
neceffary to inform you, property to the amount of 50,000 ru|>ces has jjeeh ftoleri from die brigade, 
and the Zemindars of vouc pergtmnah have been proved to be die robbers, Thde practices are 
very extraordinary, and this conduct very dittant from vour duty as ant aumil, on which account I 
write,, that Seewa, Zemindar of the village Bunniary, thould be lent to me, th^xt I may get the 
goods of the EnglHh Company from him; if not, and there is delay, you are anfwerablc for 
them*—What more can I write ? 

N*B* Munkuflee, brother of Seewa, Zemindar, depofes, <C I took three thieves with their 
** goods, which l fecured, and carried them both to Khoga Kerim Ally, of Dcwan Buftyraiu.” 
Tkl$ circumftance is more wonderful than all, that Khoga Kerim Ally did not take the thieves, or 
fend the goods belonging to the Engitfh Company to the brigade; I therefore confider the laid 
Khoga as a party in thde robberies; and it is neceffary, on the arrival of this letter, that you fliould 
alfo fend Khoga Kerim Ally, and the money he has belonging to the brigade ; nevcrthelefs, as my 
firft wifb is, on all otcafions, to ad conformably to your pleafure, I exonerate your brother Khoga 
Kerim Ally, but it is ubfclutcly ivecefl'ary you fhould fend Seewa Zemindar. 


TRANSLATION of a LETTER from KHOGA AIN UL DIEN, to Mr* BRISTOW, 

Refident at the Vizier's Court. 

The feverctl Zemindars have mitered into engagements with me to apprehend and fupprefs all 
kinds of banditti, Certain robbers having plundered the camp at Firoekabad, in paffing by the 
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;e oF gun mam i» the purgumiah of Morabbad, were obliged by the Zemindaf of that dill rift 
.incyjslb the ftolen goods. On the arrival of two companies of fcpoys, which bad been font 
from camp in purful t of the robbers, the afiirefaii Zemindars acquainted them with the trao& 5 Hon, 
ami bade them phi the property if it belonged to them. The fiddlers, however, accufed the Ze¬ 
mindars, as being themfelves the promoters of all the robberies committed in camp, and feized 
and carried off the adherents of the Zemindars of Btmmary, the conference of which is, that the 
terrified inhabitants of the village aforefaid have abfeonded, and the cohesions of that diftrhft, 
amounting to 15,000 rupees, loft to the Sircar, from the inability of the Zemindars to pay them- 
I am therefore to requeft you will be pleafed to give orders, that no military detachments from the 
camp at Firockabad may be fuftcred in future to enter the Moftifltd,

TRANSL ATION of a LETTER from Colonel Sir JOHN GUMMING, to the Vizier, 

At no period fince the brigade was firft ftarioned in thofe provinces, were robberies fo frequent as 
at pJrcfent The camp is nightly infefted by the banditti, and the Zemindars become every day more 
infotent and turbulent, and fteai goods from the Gentlemen. When hircarrahis were ftrit to fedc the 
ftolen things, tt appeared, that the Zemindars under Khaga Ain ul Dien fiipported then). Thcv 
proved feme of them to be m die village of Bunniarv* under the Laid Khaga, which a company of 
fepoys were in confcquencc font to recover. The Zemindars rofe to defend the ftolen goods by force 
of arm?. On hearing this, I font a battalion to their afliftance, and they immediately, on receiving 
intelligence of its march, burnt all the property in fight of the firft detachment, & few excepted" 
which were taken by force from the houfe of the Zemindar called Munkullee ; nerr 30,000 rupees 
in goods have been ftolen from the brigade, and all have been proved upon the Zemindars under KWa 
Ain vi Dien, The prifoner Mmdculia fays, « We delivered over fundiy thieves, together with tie 
u ftolen good*, to Khaga Kerim Ally, Phoufdar of that place, and brother of Khap & Ain ul Ohm” 
It h moft wonder fid, that the faid Kh-uga has written nothing to me, and has not fliown where thev 
are. Since my firft wifh is on all ecealions to a<ft conformable to your pfcafufe, I have not puniflfeci 
tfw? authors of thefe diftuvbanc.es; of this, however, I am fully convinced, that it is not the brigade 
alone, but the property of the Inhabitants of the whole country will lx? ruined by the Cfintimunco 
of thefe di (orders. I hope you will either (limit Khaga Ain ul Dien to take care, or fiiffer me to 
pun Kb tii offenders. It is not only to the brigade, but over all the country, Ids Zemindars tyran¬ 
nize, and kill many poor people and travellers. It is neceflary jufticc fliould be done. ¥wm thefe 
circnmftances. It h plain the thieves of all the country * find protection under Kbaga Aki 
ul Dien, and add by his orders; if it were not fo, he would endeavour to punift and extirpate 
the thieves. 


TRANSLATION of his Excellency the Vizier's Letter, in anfwer to the above* 

I have received vour letter. The fepoys you detached to apprehend the robbers, as It was done 
without a reference tome, was improper; and l defire that you will in future obtain my previous 
feiv'rion to all your proceedings, through the channel of the Refldeht, Mr. Briftnw. Such is my 
pkafiire, and tiich the orders of the Governor General; in conformity to which, (hould Mahomed 
Beg (who has been appointed Sezawal of Firockabad, on the recall of Shehimad Syed Cawn) make 
application to you at any time for military aid, you wjM be pkafed to apprize me ofh;s requisition, 
arid receive my orders thereupon, I further undaftand, Sir, that you have iffued duftucks for 
horfo—-From a conviction that the prafifce was productive of much confufion to my affairs, the 
Governor General has already ftriSly ferbiddeti it, and an allowance in lieu of the privilege granted 
to the army. I therefore deb re that you will not iifiie do (bucks in time to come; and that when 
ever you may have occafion for them, the fame mode of previous application may be obferved. 


COPY of Mr. BRISTOWS LETTER to Colonel Sir JOHN GUMMING, accompany- 
mg his Excellency the Vizier's, dated Lucknow, 20th January 1783. 

I am defired by the Vizier £0 tranfmit you No. 1, 2, and 3, tranflation of your letter to him, 
as alfo of thofe you have written to Khoga Ain ul Decn, the Aumit of Rohilcundf mid to inform 
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wOthat he conftder* the whole of the above correfpqtidencc with the Aumil, together with the 

K-povs detached, and the duftucks iffued by yoit without reference to him, as a diredb breach of 
vbur mftruaions which place you immediately under his orders ; and c.\preis!y enjoin you, on every 
occulion, to obtain his previous written faniiion to your proceedings, through the channel of the 
Rciideut, E have the honour to cncioie the Vizier’s anfwer to your addrels, as alfo a tranfUtion 
(No 4) of the orders his Excellency has thought proper to UEie to Khoga Ain ul Dien, and Myrfa 
Mahomed Berr, to prevent In future the robberies you complain of: at the fame time I take the 
liberty to enclofe a Pcrfiau copy of the form of addrels obferved by the Honourable the Governor 
Genera! and the Reiident, in all correfpondcnce with the Vizier, from an apprebenfion that the 
ibyle adopted in your letter might give offence to his Excellency, which I am periuaded 'is moil 
foreign to your intentions. 


COPY of a B ETTER from Colonel Sir JOHN GUMMING to Mr, JOHN BRlSSfbw, 
RcMmt <it the Vizier’s Qpiirt, dated Futty Ghur* January 1783. 

I have had the honour to receive your letters of the 20th inftant: I fhall reply to that containing 
the int'Ilkecce about the motions of the Scik>, as form as the letters can be t ran Hated* My ov^n 
does not import that they have any intention of difturbing hk Excellency’s Government. 

T flmlC however, pay every attention to the intelligence your letters contain y and the troops under 
my command fhall in readinefs to march the moment it becomes ncceflary. 

With regard to my letters to the Khoa;a, the Ample meaning of the firft wa?, that I had been 
ordered up here by the Governor General For the proteftion of the Upper Provinces of the Vizir’s 
dominions, and that die diftricis under htm* being a part of them* Jhould there be occahon -or 
iffiftaJL it would be lent from this Ration. That 1 uiKlerftanc!, by letters from fume horfe 
rvWhants, that they wifhed to bring their horfes to Fatty Ghur; and as I was in great want 
imTlf as well as many of the officers here, fhould any good ones enter his country* I ihould be 
obli-ed to him if he would forward them. M the perfon font down by the merchants could not 
he perfiiiukd to return without a pafTport from me, tgave him one—this had nothing to do with 
the duties; they had, previous to this, paid them to Nadu Cawn* on account <if the Khoga Am 
n \ YJzift 1 had no concern with the duties ; they would not have fold their horles one rupee 
cheaper, even if they had not paid them; but it appears they paid 507 rupees for 51 horfes, during 
4£ time 1 commanded at this Ration formerly. I always, m fending for horiw, gave $ 0 ports 
for them* I interfered not, nor did l even hear any objection* made to my giving them, beeaufe 
they had no cfTeS, and were not intended to have any on the duties paid to Government ; and l 
can fatelv appeal to the kR Refidem, to the Nabob’s Minifter*, to the Nabob hnjrfdf, in fcort, 
ia ;tb the officers of his Government, whether lever interfered in any refuel with the officers of 
the Sircar* or if a fingto fcpoy was even fent out by me from this Ration* without application made 
by his Excellency# 

The account the Khoga has given of my talcing up the robbers, and of thofe people not being 
the nerfoas who had committed the late robberies* is equally untrue* I he fhort Rate of the mat¬ 
ter u> this, fcaive a night has happened, in which feme daring theft has not been committed. I am 
every day furrounded with the native officers of the regiments* as well as the fcpoys* and even 
many re me fen tat ton?; from the European officers, of their having to® every thing they hadl; fome 
of the Gentlemen have not a coat or a (word to wear* I m confidered by them as mqmcrent to 
their interefts,. becaufe I have taken no cffe&ual Rep fooner > indeed, the difficulty was to hx on 
the neoble ffuilty: I have been at great pains* and fame expence, and at Jait* on the muelt in¬ 
formation, they proved to be the people of Khoga Ain ul Dcen’s diftridb. I fent over a Suba- 
dar with one company, to take up the perfon in whofe pofleflion the ftolen. goods were feen ; the 
eombany went in the night with the greateft fecrecy, liirrountied the houfe, on which the peopr; 
beat their tom toms as an alarm, and in an inftant the company was htrroundcd by between two 
or three thou [and men. On feeing them gathering, the Subadar fenrme word he was in danger 
of being cut off; on which I ordered a battalion to crofs the river for his protection. Now, tet 
ns fee what proofs there are againft thefc honeft people of the Nhoga: firlt, the Subadars, the 
famadars the Hircariv.hs, and twenty of the fepoys, offer to make oath, that on finding the houfe 
fuiToimded, made a large fire, burnt a great quantity of Subadars, Jemadars, aft* European Gen¬ 
tlemens cl oat! is, together with a large packet or bundle of European letters and papers. i He pet- 
fon now in cuftodty a near relation of the Jamatlar of the village, was one of thofe who burnt 
the thinks, and bears evident marks on his fhoulders, half of his quilt being burnt in doing it. 
En their hurry, however, fome things were forgot, and luckily are now m the guard room; they 
coniitf of many things belonging to a Subadar of the loth regiment. I here ■ are, amongft other 

tiling', two regimental coats.—Are thefe proofs, or arc they not i The man m ettftody acknow- 
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ledges the robberies* and declares Khoja Aid ul Dam’s brother the encdutager and prote&or of 1 
thieves* In corifequenee- of this, I applied to the Nabob by letter, requeuing he would cither 
touniffs the guilty, or authorize me to do it. I have alio applied to the MinilW to reprimand the 
Koja for his difrefpc&ul letter to me. 


I eonfiSer myfelf as fully authorized to apply, to his Excellency on all fuch oceafiom as this, as 
alfo to his Mimtter 5 nor do t conceive It at all necciliiry to do tills through you I am ordered to 
receive all raquifitions for performing military fervice from his Excellency,and the Board diredt 
they dial I be conveyed through you; hut they are to be under his fed, and in writing. Can you, 
on fuch grounds as this, conceive it ever was the in tend cm of the Honourable Board, to preclude 
me from correfronding with the Nabob ? Is it to be fepjped, that they would entruft me with a 
large body of troops for the protection of the frontiers, for the aid and affilfcmcc of the Nabob, 
and yet preclude me from addrefling him but by your pcrmifTum ? for my having written to him, 
nnd not m;uk my application to you, is the grounds of ojfeicc, and has induced you to make 
yourfeif a party in favour of a worthlcfs and infolent man ; but fmcc you have volunteered 
In tills bufmefs, ! now call on you to aid me in bringing to ptmifhment the perfon accufed, 
the brothei' or relation of the K^. It is nor, however, in 3 court cotifiitut&j at Lucknow, 
at leaft of the Nabob's officers, that I can hope for this. All thofe who have Offered the 
numerous thefts and robberies are making continual complaints, and calling on me for 
jufticc* If nothing more is to be done, wifi you obtain payment of the amount of their lodes i 
While your predeeelTor was in office, on every application made to him for redreds to die fufterm 
in cafes of this kind, his reply was, that we mult protect ourfelves, and make life of our own force 
to punifil thde robbers anti murderers, that it was not in the Nabob’s power to do it; and that he 
did not think himfclf obliged to make good any Ioffes of this kind. In confluence of this* every 
officer commanding took the fame flops I have done, and by this nteans fame check was put t them! 
Oji a pcrfonal application I made to his Excellency, he made the fame reply, with this addition, that 
they had even robbed himfelf, and he could do nothing widt them. 

Let me afic you this Ample queftion: Suppofe, mftead of the ftep I have taken, I had prevloufly 
applied to the Nabob, and, in order to obtain tlie Amnion of your approbation and affifhmce, had 
in the firft place applied to you; will you venture to fay that any of would have been 

apprehended, or any 01 the ftolen goods recovered ? I think I may pronounce you will not: but, 
had I previoufly applied to his Excellency, will you venture to fay that if would have been a fccrct to 
Khoga Ain ul Deenj that there was fucb applications made for permillion to feize the robbers - 
I dare fay you would again reply in the negative* 

This is the fir ft time I ever knew the Nabob complain of robbers being taken up. You have 
given him a new light, and have mack him fpeak a language very different to what he ufed to do* 
and, [ may add, have altered Che ftyic of his letters, which have been ever till now civil and polite 
to every Gentleman, much more to thofe of my rank, and had he been left to htmfelf he would 
ft HI have continued to write in the fame manner ; but I muff be Co far plain '&$ to tell you, that I 
confider the letter as fpeak mg your i&n tl men ts rather than his, ! know how much the point has been 
laboured to make him and all the officers confider the officers commanding the troops, however hi*h 
their rank, as the inferiors of and dependents of the. Refidents, This is a* matter too well known to 
be doubted by any who have ever been in this part of the country. With refpe£t to myfelf, you made 
him fend me an order, by which ail officers, the moment they paffed without the Retries of thefe 
cantonments, were entirely removed from under my command, and put directly tmdei yours, to be 
employed by you on fucb military fervices as you fhould deem proper, without mv being con felted* 
or haying Any controul over them. Is this ccmfiiient with die ruff ructions of the Board, or with any 
relpGCt to their Imftru&ioDS ? Having engroffid to vourfelf the whole civil authority of the 
country, you arc now ftretching your hand over that of" the militaTy alfo, and taking advantage of 
that part of my inftruftioiis which fay, that the Vizier's requifitions'to me for military ferviccslhall 
fafs through you. You have, it is evident, inculcated to him and his Mimffers, that I am afefb- 
lutely under your orders. However much 1 felt, this, and the letter I received from his Excellency, 
I put up with it in fiknee, rather than, by explaining the real ftate of the cafe, fhew him how 
much you had miffed him. In his taft letter you make him fey, that when l have occafion for any 
p afTport for horfes, my application is to be made fir ft to you this is your duftiou—is if a ftyle of 
treataerit for me ? Your office gives you great power and influence, but, as fervauts, of the Com¬ 
pany, my rank is fuperior to yours; and tins alone might have induced you to treat me with feme 
little delicacy. 

In your own letter you go a ftt-p further than his Excellency has gone: you roundly tax me 
with a breach of my initrudhons; but it will appear ckareft in your own hand : ■« I am ckfired by 
u the Vizier to tranfmlt you (No. 1, 2, and 3} tranflatiom of your letters td him, as well as thofe 
^ you have written to Rhoga Ain ul Dieu Cawn, the Aumil of Rohileund, and to inform you that 
1 he coafiders the whole of the above correfpondence with the Aumil, together with the Sepoys 
4 detached, arid duftucks iilhed by you without reference to him, as a direct breach of your in- 
“ which place you immediately under his orders; and exprefely enjoin, on every occafion, 
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his previous written fatvSion to yOtir proceedings through the channel of the Refluent/* 
two lines are widely mifapptied; but as it appears you have gi ven him a copy of this pan of 
my mfirutfciom* I will forward to him a true translation of them, to prevent his mifunderffoiiding 
them in future. 

But if you really under (land my inflrufl'om in the light you have placed them, how mcoiiftftcnt 
was it, without the Viz!er*s orders, to defire me to march a detachment to Sandy, to rdeafc fmne 
boats with private trade? Your,fetter m$ a -public one, addreffed in the manner all public letters 
arc, and figned ofiicialiy c< Refitfcnt at the Veer's Court;’' and when I informed you, that from 
whit l knew of the people concerned* it was probable there would be rein La nee, the two fix 
pounders and a regiment were to go; and it was neecilary I fhould have a rcqniiitiou from the 

Yi%\& _Did you fend me one ? No; you did not even iStfwer my letter for feveral days, and tilt 

the time the bufinefs mull! have been done, had the troops marched, and then came a ftmpie requeft, 
\h\t they might not march ; this would really have been a breach of my mftnichom—but 1 can by 
m> means contider my apprehending a fet of "robbers in this Hgb e, or that it was even intended the 
troops fhould quietly have their throats ait without refinance ; this is not merely a figure: murders 
m as common in and around this camp as in the Greets of Naples; and to cut this part of the 
ftory fhort, I now tell you, that when any robbery or murder is committed, 1 will not fail, if in my 
power* not only to apprehend the villains, but, if the proofs arc clear on trial, hang them without 
the Ida® bail tat ion. To fern up the whole, I mull beg leave to fay, that there k hot an officer in 
the feevict? more dehrous than I am to conform to the orders of the Board, but even to thofe of die 
Nabob, as for as JliaQ.be confiftent with theirs; and I am fatisfied they are convinced of this* and 
am equally certain the Nabob h t?f the fame opinion, and would fb exprefs himfclf* if left to him- 
ft If; but, from the change of his Gyle, I mu ft confider the letters, though wrote by his Moonlhies, 
:mcl bearing his foal, as "dilated by you. I Giall on all oceafions, when I fee it nccdBry^ addrefs 
his Excellency, his Mi rafter*, or any* of the officers of his government, and conceive I have in 
every refp#S an equal right with you to do this, and that it is neceflSry I thould do fo. You have 
font' me trannations of my letters to the Khogah ; if that about the horfos is a literal one, it cer- 
foinly imports more than w:tf meant, as I have fold in the beginning of this. Captain Broome 
having been confined to his bed, it is poffibfe the Moonlhie may ha ve gone beyond my intentions; 
but the offence lies in my writing without your permiffion.

T have eonfidcred the intelligence contained in the Perfian papers you was pfoafcd to fend me, and 
compared it with my own account; and, on the whole, am of opinion that the fears of the people 
about AmisfhyT have magnified the number of the Seiks, and alcribed to them intentions which 
they have not; I ihaJl, however, put every thing in a condition to march on the fliorteft notice.*— 
The motions of theft jjeopk are rapid. With regard to the infantry of the Annuls, I confider them 
as nothing, and would not wilh to fee one of them in a camp where I commanded. The cavalry, ii 
good for any tiling, would be defid, but am afraid are not fuch as would look thofe of the Saks in

BEG CAWN* 

Tt is evident, from the unhealthinefs of Patna* many horles belonging to Gentlemen died j when 
they came into tills country, every Gentleman looked out for them, and from the boric merchants 
coming from Jorgnegur, Darnagur, and other places of their re fort* Since wc fold&rs have occ?.- 
fton for horfes, every Gentleman will want to buy fome. T have occafiun for horfb to do my 
bufinefs, and my good ones are all dead, I therefore font Hircarrahs to bring them j I afterwards 
difpatched a guard of fepoys to defend the Merchants, left they fliould be plundered by the Banditti, 
particularly hi the Pergurmahs under Khoga Ain Ul Dicii, which are literally a neft of thieves, 
whole foie employment is plunder* 

The above Merchants arrived at Jeflalabud, by the way of Befdlly; Nath a Cawn Cutwal, Renter 
under Khoga Ain Ul Dien, took 560 rupees for all the ehouckies he rented, and gave them a 
pdfpott to the Phoufdar of Jellidabad, who acting opprcflivelv, would not let them pafs, although 
the Hircarrahs with them had Purwannahs. The conduct of the Phoufdar is more extraordinary, 
as the haplcls Merchants paid the duties trt prefence of Khoga Ain Ul Dien > and be at laft font 
them, in confcquence of a letter from Khoga Ain Ul Dien, to whom 1 had written on the fuhjcdt, 
detaining however a brother of the horfe Merchants* 1 am fenfible the duties are the property of 
the Company, I am myfelf anxious they fhnuld be cohered, I never Billed order- remitting the 
duties—it is not my cuftom ; but the laid Khoga wrote a mofl improper anfwer to my letter, a 
copy of which I enclofe for your information. The Governor never wrote me in fuch terms, does 
it then become the faid Khoga ? You will (hordy fee him, and it is neccflkry you fliould talk tb him 
on the fubjc^l, and let me know his anfwer, otherwtfe X fhall tranfmit his letter to the Governor 
and Council 'The Nabob, nor even the King himfdf, could not add refs me in a ftyle fo unwar¬ 
rantable* This condtifl in a perfon at Khoga Ain Ul Dien's time of life is tfat mere tinao 
countable, I really do not understand him ; —this matter will not end hem*

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By the tenor of your infiru&tpns from us, dv nature of all military ferviccs, and the ford 
quifite, aje left to your judgment, but you are placed under the fofc and exdufivc direction of the 
Vizier, to be fignined to you through the Redd cut \ he is the Agent or M uuiter of this government, 
and the only proper channel for the tnmfacbon of bufinefs on behalf of the Company or their de¬ 
pendents with the Vizier ; it was therefore of courfb to be underftoQtl, that all applications from you 
to the V faster ought to have been made through the Rc talent. 

To prevent any mi funder Handing or mistakes in future, we think it uecefTary to direct, that if you 
have any application or communications to make to the Vizier, or any application to any of the 
officers of his court, you tranfmit the fame to the Refidcnt, that he may reprefcnt them to the 
Vizier, and obtain his orders, if any Bull be neceflknf thereupon \ as we v/ifh to eftablifli thin as - 
general rule of the fervice, we have accordingly pub)iihed it in orders to the army. We dj&pprovc 
of the duftuck which you granted to the Horfe Merchants addrdied to Mumioon Cawn, Foufdar 
of j cl Jala bad. 

To prevent any complaint of this kind in future, and to obviate the pleas which would confer 
quently be made for a failure in the collection, we think it neceffiiry to forbid yoq front feuding 
orders to, or correfpondmg with, any of the Vizier's officers, excepting thole (if any) who ftudl , be 
ffirefled by him to obey you, or co-operate with you. We approve of the Inftant meafiires which 
you took for apprehending the robbers of your camp ; but it was improper to keep any who were 
taken ini confinement, or to infilt on the delivery of others, afTuming the power of juft ice to 
yourfdf. 

They ought, as they were not feized in your camp, to have been delivered up immediately to the 
Nabob's officers, ot to his order, ior trial and punifliment, with the evidence you had produced for 
convicting them.

The progress of the detachment having been retarded, by waiting for the Itore boats, I availed 
myfelf of the opportunity to fire the Refidcnt at Lucknow', in order to make myfelf acquainted, as 
much as poffiblc, with the fcrvice the V izicr might wHh to have performed. 

As no particular p 3 :*ce has been pointed out in the mfirudtions I have the honour to receive from 
your Board, I was Induced, at the Rdidem's requeft, to offer my fentimems on the mofl taigibte 
place to make a field Ration 5 and now beg leave to by before you a copy of what I wrote him 
on the fubject, 

At the fame time my opinion was afked with refpecl to a requlfition made by Limau^ All 
Khan, to take a fort in the Dooah called Safnyy it was fuggefted after taking it, to put m a 
garrifon of the Honourable Company's Sepoys, for mv own part, though I think it perfectly 
right to attack the fort, if the poflteffor perfeyere in difebedience to government, yet 1 lee no 
advantage to be derived from garritoning it with our own troopsit would excite diItruil and 
fufpicion, without being the Jeaft check or centred, as it commands no paft or gauL 1 
think it would be more advifeable to put it into the hands of the Vizier, oj his Representative* 
particularly as it would deprive us of a battalion of fepoys, which might perhaps be better em¬ 
ployed. Elmausdoes not wifi* to have thishdmefe carried into execution til- after two months

Should it be the intention of Government to rake any part in the tranfoitfouf at Delhi, or to 
enter into any negoctadon with the King or his Mmifters, the vicinity of an army to that city would 
give a vafit weight to my propofol or recommend a don ; it would render the Vizier’s Government 
more rofeefabte, and extend hi 3 influence. 


It was formerly found neceflary to fiat ion two regiments at Daretiimgger; that neceflity can 
never exift again, if Rum Gant be made a Ration, becauft, as has been already obferved, the boun¬ 
dary of the Vizier’s dominions would be within fix marches. This perhaps may prove a confider- 
ablc foving of expence. 


Many other icafons might be urged in ftippmt of the opinion l have given ; but as thofe already 
offered appear tome fully fuificient, ! fiiatl enter no farther at prefeat into the fubje£t, 


As fame of the Zemindars arc at this time refractory, it is highly probable we ftalt find it jie- 
cdfiirv to reduce feme of their forts, I am therefore very defirous of having two eighteen 
pounders, and two five and a quarter inch howitzers, from the Nabob. If this requeft can be com¬ 
plied with, 1 wifh to have them immediately, as delay at the time they are wanted, may prove detri¬ 
mental £0 the frrvice. 

The difficulty of apprehending thole who fly from the juft ice of the Vizier's Government, makes 
me very anxious to have a body of Candahar horfe added to my detachment—the number from three 
to five hundred, as may be inofl agreeable to the Vizier, 

Should the Board concur with me m opinion refpetftmg the ftation at R;un Gaut, I think it 
would be expedient to leave one regiment at Ftrruckabud, which would fuffice to preferve rht: 
peace of thfrt diftriqii The troops above would have a vaft Influence over all the country below 
them; add to which, jundion might be made, if neceflary, in four days.

1 have been favoured with your letter of the 25th fnftant, endoling feme Perfiaa papers of intel¬ 
ligence 1 upon a full confide rat ion of their contents, together with fome information I have received 
myfdf, I am of opinion it would be hazardous to make any detachments from the force under my 
command, I have fome grounds for apprehending, that Zabli Khan and the Seeks have advbed 
Fazulla Khan to rejefl: the propofols now made to him by the Vizier, with promifes of their ufo 
fiftanee, fiiould a rupture enfue ; it is not improbable that a combination between thde povv . 
maybe now forming, or already formed. It may be faid that fiuch a meafore could not cfcapc the 
knowledge of Major Palmer, who is on the fpot; but for my own part I think otherwife—Fa- 
%u\h IChan may ealily prevent any intelligence from reaching Major Palmer, while he refides at 
R&mpore, 


For the above reafons T am of opinion,' that the befl and fotefi mcafort we can adopt is for four 
regiments of fepoys* and the company of artillery to take the field immediately* Major Grant, with 
the H companies of his regiment, mould be recalled, and left behind as a guard to the magazine* 

officers baggage, &c. kc* 

I think it would be adviicable for the troops to march on tins fide of the river, directly to Annp* 
foire; the Shirks would then be obliged to abandon their fc he me of eroding the Ganges, and would 
probably difperie, or return to their houfes. The detachment in two months might return to its 
prefont flat ion* as the grain is now on the ground, and mull fi iffcr very much by the march of 
troops i the prefervation of the crops on the Vizier's diflruSts, is an additional reafon for the de¬ 
tachments marching on this fide of the river. 

I have hitherto iflued no order For the troops *to prepare to march, bccaufe fuch notice h al¬ 
ways produdbve of additional ex pc j ice to the Company, but I have taken fuch fleps as will enable 
us to march on the fhorteft notice 1 1 flmU do nothing farther till f am informed of chc Vizier's 
pie afore. 

Should the Vizier approve of the propofals I have made, it would be expedient that the Annuls 
of Rohil Cund fbbiild be directed to communicate to me all the intelligence in their power, and to 
affift in Turn [filing the camp with fupplies of grain, kc. &e. 

In a former letter von mentioned that Amuddeen Khan had foventem hundred horfo; it would 
be of great advantage if thofo, or part of them, were ordered fo join the detachment.

The Refident at the Vizier's Court having tranfmitted to your Honourable Board copies of fovc- 
ral papers of corrcfpondence, and requefted your decision thereon, lays me under the neceffitv of 
troubling you with fome tiling in vindication of my own conduct. 

The fum of Mr, Briftow*s reprefentation is, that I have taken the liberty to ttddrds his Ex¬ 
cellency the Vizier, and the officers of his Government, without palling rny letters through him ; 
that I granted dufiucks % and that I fent out a party of fepoys to apprehend fome robbers who had 
been guilty of repeated thefts and murders within the limits of camp* 

As Mr* Briftow has fent to your Honourable Board a copy of my letter to him, under date the 
23d ult. it will be unnecefiary to fay much on the fubjedt of my letters to Khojah Amuddeen Khan, 
Knowing that the Seiks were afiembled in large bodies, and plundering the upper part of the Dopal, 
i confide red that Rohil Cund was, by the rapidity of their motions, expofed to the danger of being 
plundered alfo j I therefore wrote Rajah Amuddecn the letter Mr, Bnfiow has tranfmitted to your 
Vql.

Srcl. It was not my intention, however, to march to hisaffiftance, without an exprefs order from 
the Vizier, uniefs I had actually received intelligence of the Seik having eroded the Ganges : in that 
event, to guard againft the ill confcqucnce of delay in waiting fpr instructions for Lucknow, I Should 
have thought myfclf juftified by my inhruaions from your Board, hail I marched immediately. 


With refpc& to my requefting Khojah Amuddeen to forward any good horfes that came into the 
country for (ale, I cannot ye; difeover any thing io it that could he taken nmifs. The Merchants, 
after paying the cuftomary duties, are at liberty to carry theft good* to any market they pieafe. 
Tbofc duties were paid at Darranagger, confequently the Pboufdar at Jellalabad had no right to 
detain die htrfcs. To this purport / wrote him ; he complained to Khojah Amuddeen, who wrote 
trie a letter, which I thought very difrefpecllid. I reprefented the affair to the Vizier and his Mi- 
pifter Hyder Beg Khan; —I did not conceive it neceflary to apply through Mr. Briftow in a nutter 
that concerned myfelf cnly; and I believe there never was an officer in command yet, who has not 
addrdfed the Vizier, and the officers of his Government, without pa fling his letters through the 
Refidcnt. Mr. Briftow has forwarded to your Honourable Board the copy, or tranflation, of a 
letter I wrote his Excellency, recommending the march of the whole detachment towards Anop- 
fbire, to prevent the Seieks from committing depredations in Rohilcuml. tie exprelfes Ills furprize 
and alarm at my writing his Excellency without informing him of my having done io. 

I will not fay that Mr. Briftow has wilfully mifreprefented the fa£f, but 1 affirm that after my 
letter to him oF the 23d ultimo, I wrote him two others, informing him of my reafons for chang- 
J,vv mv opinion with reCpedt to the Seiks, one was of the 26th ultimo, of which I enclofe a copy; 
the other was under date the 27th, a copy whereof has been already tianfiiMtted to your Beard. It 
is poJlible the Nabob’s Dauek might reach Lucknow fooner than Mr. Briftow’s (for both have their 
fepuatc Daucks) but as no letter intruftej to either ha* been known to miicairy, I cannot avoid 
Bunking Mr, Briftow muil have received one or both of thoi'e letters, before he addreffed your 
Boardat any rate I muft think him very precipitate. 


The Refidcnt complains that I (peak of the Vizier and hanfclf Without ceremony. It is true I 
fonietin .es ufc tire word Vizier, frequently his Excellency, now and then Nabob. Thofe terms I take 
to he fyimnymous, and I have fcen them ufed in the fame fenfe in ah the public letters I have ever 
read. 7 With regard to the ceremony due to the Refidcnt, I am at a loft what honour or what title 
to give him ; perhaps he experts that all the titles engraved on his feal (hould precede the mention of 
his name, in tire fame manner as is pra&.ifcd by the natives in theirarzecs and petitions : I have 
hitherto feen nothing of tills kind introduced among Gentlemen of higher rank than Mr. Briftow ; 
and, I conceive, were I to adopt it, its novelty and iingularity would render ft truly ridiculous. 


Another ground of complaint ft, my having feut a party of fopoys to apprehend certain perfons 
who had committed many thefts and murders in camp; I have given a full account of that tranf- 
a&ion, and my motives, in my letter to Mr. Briftow of the 23d ultimo. As your Board has a copy 
of that letter, I will not enter into a repetition, but only add, that it has been the eonftant practice of 
all the officers who ever commanded in thefe provinces, to execute fummar/ jufticc on fuch offen¬ 
ders ; were fuch meafures not taken, it would not be poffible for the camp to exift. To apply to the 
Viziers for leave, or an order to apprehend thieves, would be to publilb the intention, and to defeat 
the end it was intended to anfwer. I requeft your Honourable Board to a(k the opinions of General 
Sdbbert and Colonel Muir on this fubjefl; both thofe officers have commanded here, and are now at 
the Refidency: by their anfwcrs let my conduft ftand approved or disproved, I with alfo that 
your Honourable 'Board would call on the late Refidentfor his opinion, whether it would be poffible 
to bring offenders to jufticc, or to prefcne the amp from being mfeftcd with thieves and cut¬ 
throats/ if no perfon could be apprehended without going through all the forms of a public applica¬ 
tion to the Vizier. Mr. Briftow obferves, that my account of this tranfadf ion is fcarcely intelligible: 
3 will tnift to the candour of your Board, and have no doubt of your perfectly miderfiauding it, 
without any further explanation. 


Manv letters have paffed between Mr. Briftow and me, relative to his claim of inftrufiing officers 
detached on fcrvice. It would take up too much of your time to peruie the whole, I fhall therefore 
‘trouble you with a few cxtra&s only of Mr. Briftow’* letter on that fubjeft. He claims the right 
of inftrlifting whatever officer may be detached, not only in civil and revenue matters, but on every 
other fcrvice in which he may be employed. Should «n officer be feut againft the oinks, he is to 
receive his orders through the Refident. 


I uffureyou, Gentlemen, my objeTron to this claim is founded noton a vain defire to funport my 
own coniequence, but on the foiled, conviction that I cannot admit it eouRitenily with the LnlroiAions 
I had the honour to receive from your Board now, without endangering tfce fafety ct the country; 
you have cautioned me againft detaching troops which cannot be ifotantlv recalled, or with which a

It is my duty to comply with the reouifition if it 
can be done with fafety, otherwife to rcprei'ent my rcafoh foi not complying: if; after the fervice 
be executed, more ffiould be required of the dime detachment, the requilitionthould lie firft made to 
me, and the officer on command would receive my orders accordingly; but if the orders for new «r 
extra fervice he fent immediately from the Refidml to the officer, it becomes liable to ail thofe 
dangers I have already reprefented.

All orders lor detachments will of courfe be lent to Colonel Sir John Cumming, or the Com¬ 
manding Officer of his corps, in the form already preferred, of requilitjons from the Vizier; but 
when the detachments have been n&ualiy made, and any inftant occafion Hall require that frefh 
orders be fent to the officers commanding them, and they fhall chance to be at fitch a diftance from 
Colonel Sir John Cumming, or the officer commanding the whole, as would defeat the purpole of 
tl\e orders, if ift'ued through him, fuch orders may be immediately lent, as we have before preferibed, 
in the form of reqmfitions from the Vizier, to the officers commanding fiich^ietachmeiits, and mu ft 
be obeyed; they arc at the fame time to be notified to Colonel Sir John Cumming, but in every 
other cafe thi orders mull pal’s through him.

I have the pleafurc to forward two ftatemems (No. 2 and 3} of the revenues of Ra.npore; the 
oiie furniflied by the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn, amounting annually to 15, 815,576 rupees, and the other 
by my agents, amounting to 26,05,000 rupees, making a difference of rupees 10,10.424. per an¬ 
num. 1 was informed the improvements in the Jaghires exceeded thirty lacks, but as ? have tranf- 
niitted the accounts to Majoi Palmer, he will be able to afeertain the truth; the latter ftatement I 
received fine* that Gentleman left Lucknow on the 27th inflatu. I beg leave to folidt your or - 
ders on the fum you think I ought to advife the Vistier to claim of the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn in 
' lc . u ) of the military aid which he is obliged to furnifh, agreeable to the 'ftipuiations in the (aft treaty*. 
1 hkewife beg to be informed if you approve the demand of money mftead of troops. The in- 
ltructions to Major Palmer do not authorize him to conclude any agreement before he (hall tranfmit 
information of ths adtual ftate of affairs. This has been purpoftly done, to afford me an oppor- 
tuiuty of receiving your final orders, and recommending them for trie Vizier’s approbation, 

Moft of the enclofures in my letter to Major Palmer are the copies of the treaties between the 
Verier mid the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn, and extra&s from your letters, together with the reprefenCa¬ 
tions mad 1 by my predeceflbrs and me : thofc papers are already amongft your records. The 
letters which have pafled between the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn and his Vakeel, Allef Cawn, relate to 
my having, previous to the receiving your orders of the %%&. ultimo, endeavoured to found the difpo- 
htions ofthe Nabob Fyzoola Cawn j of my intentions regarding this matter, I addrefled the Honour¬ 
able the Governor General, under date the 28th ultimo: Allef Cawn wrote to his m after on the 
fubtedt, and in atifwer, he was directed not to agree to the granting any pecuniary aid; the ration 
xfligned was, that hy the laft treaty he was relieved from any claim on the part of the Vizier except 
the furmfhmg troops. This, even after the fray which happened at Daranagur, he wifhed to evade if 
required to ferve at any diftance from his own country; at the fame time he was very willing to 
differ tire ufual detachment to remain at Daranagur, or at a ftation near Ramporc. I impute the 
language held by Fyzoola Cawn to the expectations he may flatter himfelf with of enjoying the ex 
clufiyc advantages of an extenfive and fertile part of the Vizier’s dominions of his Taghire; I ■icn 
of opinion lie would never engage in any hoftile defigns againft the Vizier; my rcafou Is, that if by 
fortuitous events a change of the Sovereign of this country fhould happen, his fit nation would not 
be improvedi on the contrary, lie might beexpofed to fevere exactions, and pofftbiy be entirely diftof- 
Jelled. lie has derived fecuritv, honour, and advantage from the Vizier's government. « do not 
lee how he could think himfelf benefited bv a change, and therefore would hardly attempt to create 
difturbances. 1 

Tealoafies will in all likelihood continue to fubfift between the Vizier and the Nabob Fyzoola 
r >7"’ the latter may poffcfe the means of bringing an army of twenty tlioufand men into the 

field, in cverv ftep you may judge expedient to take in this matter, I beg leave to fubmit to your 
conlideration the miration of Ahnals Aliy Cawn and Khauja tii Dine, as well as the general ftate of 
the Vizier’s dominions; there is every reafon to hope that the force now ftationed in them will be 
fuflicicnt to reftore peace. In cafe Major Palmer fhould find he is likely to fail of fucrcfs by nego- 
cnition, I folicit your inffrucikuis how tar you may he pleafed to wait with the Vizier in enforcing 
obedience to his juft claims. *

T have had the honour to receive inftruclions from the Governor Genera] and Council* to advife 
the Vizier to put an entire ftop to the repeater! alarms which have union in confluence of the jea- 
loufjr-fubftfthg between his Excellency and the Nabob Fyzoolla CWn, Having represented theft 
ciroimftances to the Vizier* the moil eligible mode* in his Excellency^*! opinion* of effecting this 
purpoft* appears to fee, by deputing & Gentleman in the character of Public Agent on his pair, who 
ihaH be authorized to fetde aU. difputed points, I have taken the liberty to recommend that you 
(hould undertake this fcrvice j your character and abilities, and the confidence with which the 
Govei nor G< n^cal is known to honour you, will give weight to your negomriens, and dSabiifli^ 
in rli«j mind c the Nabob FyzooUa Cawn, a juft fenfe of the unanimity 0 f councils which fubfifts 
between the Nabob Vizier and the Honourable Company, 


For your Information I enclofe copies of fuch records of mv office, as may affift your judgment t 
I IhaB next proceed to furmfli you with iuftruftioui in behalf of the Vizier j and whenever, on future 
otxaflons, my ferrta*. ini feconding• your rcprefenUtions may he neceffary* I feall moft heartily unite 
by every means in my power of affording confequence to your character. 


The accompanying letters arc your credentials to the Nabob Fyzonla Cawn; and an addrefs from 
me, Informing him that your appointment is in concurrence with Hie approbation of the Honourable 
the Governor General* You wilt immediately upon your arrival endeavour to convince the Nabob 
Fyzoola Cawn, all doubts of his attachment to the Vracier are ceafed, and whatever claims may be 
made of him* arc founded upon the bafts of his interefl and advantage, and a plan of eftaMilhing his 
right to the pid&J$Ort of Ws Jaghire. It h not the intention of the Vizier to ftibjeil it to the general 
regulation which has taken place in other parts of his dominions* and he will only a(k fuch aids of 
him are cpnfiftent with juftice. 


Thu extract from the Honourable Board’s letter to me, under date the 22d of November jyga, 
will be your rule of conduft in regard to the great objects to be obtained by your appointment; the 
Nabob Vizier wi/hes that cither a body of cavalry ih odd be attached to his or the Company's troops* 
to march unconditionally to any country where their fer vices may be required, or that a fpecific 
firm for the maintenance of a proportionable number (hould be defrayed by the Nabob Fyzoolla 
Cams, the fil'd fum to be paid to the Vizier by monthly inftalments. ‘ It is my duty however to 
give you my opinion* that you will meet with great difficulty in accompli fhing theft points j pud 
nnlefs the Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn be fatisfied of the unalterable refokitioji of the Vizier and the 
Honourable Company to enforce their tneafures, he will evade, and poffibly i*eje&* your proportions, 

l am Informed from the beft authority of considerable improvements having been made In the 
Jaghke of Rampore * I hope before your arrival tofuruifh you with z ftatement of the a£W re¬ 
venue, which amounts at this time to at teaft thirty lacks of rupees a year, when the original 
grant was only fourteen lacks fevcntjr~fivc thoufand,—The Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn was put Inpof- 
feflkm at a period he had no claim to indulgente or protoSton from the Vizier, and he has fince 
been treated with great diftinflion, and lived in affluence and Security.—As a Jaghirdar he owes 
allegiance to the ft ate from which he derives his honours and advantages, and it becomes a duty 
incumbent on him, to yield his fupport and affiftunce when they may be required. 


About five months fmee a fray happened between two battalions of fepoys in the Vizier’s 
fcrvice, and a body of the Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn’s cavalry Rationed at Dkmnegur* in which the 
Lpoys were defeated, and their gtini taken. Upon enquiry it appeared the Vizier’s troops were 
to blame j—the guns were returned* and the eondu'S of Fyzoolla Cawn was not cenfured by the 
Vizier, who thought proper to order the ufual detachment of (Fyzoolla Cawrfs) cavalry* fhtfoned 
at Dainmcgur,^ to be withdrawn, and proceed from thence to Lucknow, where there would be occa- 
ft on for their fer vices. In anfwer to the Vizier's requisition* Fyzoolla Cawn evaded a compliance, 
and the matter was dropped* 


The copy of my addreft to the Governor General, No. will inform you of a negotiation for 
Fyzoolla Cuwifs cavalry to ael with General Goddard* and on his evading the proportion, that a 
liim of money was demanded of him.—Since my taking charge of the Jtcfideney with the Vizier’s 
approbation, I renewed the claim, not by application d irmly to Fyzoolla Cawn, but by firft en¬ 
deavouring to ufetTtain, through Allif Cawn, his Vaqupd at this place* the terms he would agree to* 
The letters that have been received from him on this fubjeefc you will find among ft the accompany¬ 
ing papers* No. by which it appears frotii his declarations that he is equally averfe to paying 
money as to detaching troops. The Vaqued explained his raafter’s fentiments tome In a differ¬ 
ent manner, and flattered me with certain hopes of obtaining a fum of moneys ofperially as the 
affunmccs the Honourable ^the Governor Gejieral had been pkaled to give him had removed all 
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of alarm, Firninefs in your demands will pottihly accompli fla the bufincfr, and he will ac- 
cpdefee when he finds the V izier is determined on exa&ing his rights. 


The ftipulatioii for cavalry will be fubject to inconveniences, fuch as doubts of the exertions 
and attachment of the commanders, and the refractory aiul turbulent fpirjt of the Afgaaus in 
general. The Vizier has for this reafon fignified his commands to me, that you fhould endeavour 
to obtain from Fyzoolla Cawn an annual tribute, thHpeeific fum to be ulcer tamed upon the informa¬ 
tion you may hereafter tranfmit. 

If you can procure from him, over and above this, a pefhcufh of at leaf! live lacks, it would be 
rendered an efientaal lervice to the Vizier, and add to the confidence his Excellency would hereafter 
repofe in the attachment of the Nabob Fyzoalk Cawn.—This h a matter Jie leaves to your dif- 
cretian, but the annual ffipulation is a claim his Excellency cannot rdinquifhi 

As a further explanation of this fuhjedtt, I beg leave to inform you the cavalry under the com¬ 
mand of Abdul Rehman Cawn is paid at the rate of fifty rupees a man and boric per month, 
which upon five thoufimd would make thirty lacks a year to Fyzoolla Cawn, a fum much abovu 
his means to defray, were the ttipulation in the treaty to relate to cavalry only. The Vizier has 
explained the article relative to the relinqaiflimg the advantages which may have been made by the 
improvement of the jaghire, to comprize the period at which the treaty was concluded.—Any 
lands fince cultivated do not conic under this description. 

On your arrival at Rampore, you will be able to form a more corjrc& judgment of the proba¬ 
bility of the.fiiccefe of your negociarions ; and as the Vizier repofes entire confidence lit your inte¬ 
grity and abilities, he authorizes you to iufpcnd the communication of his commands to Fyzoolla 
Cawn, if you ftiouid find they were likely to be difobeyed. Your failing would throw a flight upon 
the Viziers dignity and authority ; and in c ale of rehttance, it Would be ncceffury to be informed 
of the pleafure of the Honourable the Governor General and Council, with regard to enforcing thefe 
mcafures. 


You will obferve, in the late Refidtnt’s correfpcmdence and mine, the particulars rektive t<> the 
fnfpicions entertained of Fyzoolla CawiVs cminc£liom with foreign powers. Jt is a fa£t publicly 
aflerted, that Fyzoolla Cawn has entertained more Afgaam than he is allowed to do by treaty .-7 —1 beg 
leave to recommend thefe points to your notice, as defer ving of enquiry* 

The Vizief alfa requefts you will endeavour to acquire a particular knowledge of the views and 
affairs of the Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn, and report your information directly to him, or through me, 
which ever charmed of communication may be moft agreeable to yourlilf; 

I am informed, u Aliff Cawn has written to the Nabob Fyzoolla Cawn, that he fufpc£hxl the 
a original dettinafion of the troops under the command of Colonel Sir John Gumming was for 
tt Secundera, to fupport one of the parties at the Court of Delby. He fuppofed this plan is now 
** dropped, and that the Board propofe ordering the detachment to Darranagur, in order to fupport 
(( the demands which may be made upon him, ffc communicated to his matter the intelligence 
w of your intended appointment, the object of which was to exa£f money.—Fyzoolla Cawn has 
« dtreded Alif Cawn to reject all propofitions for the payment of money, and has difpatchcd a 
w Vaqueel to Calcutta for the purpofo of afcertainmg the intentions oi the governor. In the mean 

time Fyzoolla Cawn was making preparations to put his country in a Rate of defence. 11 

In order to afcertain the truth, T fpoke to Alif Cawn upon the fubje^t cf the above intelligence. 
He confclles to have informed Fyzoolla Cawn that the detachment was to march to Darranagur to 
awe the Sicks and Gajurs, but denies having ever intimated any defign ot exacfing money of him, 
—What he communicated on this head was from me m a friendly ttyle, and in the terms which I 
have above explained to you.—He denies the dreumftancc of the preparations for defence, and 
repeatedly affured me of Fyzoolla Cawn’s confidence in the Honourable the Governor General*s 
profefllons*—He accounts for the Vaqueel, by faying, the man now in Calcutta (Sheo Pcrfaud) 
neglects his duty, and therefore Fyzoolla Cawn has thought proper to feud another per fen (butty 
Sing) to relieve him. 


I recommended to Alif Cawn to inform his matter of your appointment, and that the object of it 
was to effablifh a firm and faffing friendflnp between the Vizier and the Nabob hyzoolla Cawn, arid 
to put an end to the doubts and jcaloufies which had arifen. If it was intended to ;u X offenfivejy 
.againft him, the “detachment would have marched directly to Darranagur; but no threat, or the 
appearance of compulllon, hud been ufed, and he might ref?, finis Bed that no violence was intended.

EXTRACT of a LETTER from Mr. BRISTOW to the Governor General and Council, 

dated Lucknow, the 23d November 17E2* 



In irv addrefe of the 13th iuftant, T had the honour to inform you of the fltimtioti of affairs 
in Rohiicund* Since that rime letters have been received from Cojah Ayn ul Deen, conveying 
intelligence that he wan no longer apprehenfivc of the Sciks, as they had withdrawn from the fron¬ 
tiers, In my opinion, his giving the alarm proceeded from a difinclination to attend at Lucknow, 
and this furnifined the pretence for not coming* I am forry to fey the difbrbance$ between him 
and Mina Ca?em continue; each have again complained of aSfcs of violence being Committed in 
their feveral diOricfls. The moft polmvc inunctions have been iflucd, forbidding fuch improper 
conduS* hi the prefent flate of hh Excellency’s government, and at the fcafhn of the year, no 
chaftifemerit could be exerdfed upon the offenders, unlefs the Vizier were to call for the affiflance 
of the Honourable Company’s troops*-—I hope, and indeed have every reafon to expedt, there will 
he no iiecefBty for fuch a mcafurc. 


To the Honourable WARREN HASTINGS, Eiquire, Governor General, kc, Members of 

the Supreme Council at Fort William* 

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

I now beg leftve't6 lay before you a detail of the fervrccs on which detachments from the Ho¬ 
nourable Company's troops have been employed in die Vizier’s dominions. 

The infurr rations m Sal done and its dependencies were created and fupported by Rajah Bui* 
huelder Sing, Zemindar oFTellooie, who, having been difpoffcfled of his Zermndary during the go¬ 
vernment of the late Vizier Sup ul Dowia, thereupon attempted to raife difWbunecs, and collected 
numerous follower^ t Sujn ul Dowk immediately detached a very large force to Sahlone, with 
orders to Ihew no mercy* Great numbers of people, taken in arms, were put to death in the 
covxrfc of the campaign, and BuJbudder never again oppofed the authority of government during his 
life-time* 

When Sahloue was granted in Jaghyr to the Begum, (lie agreed to give this rebel an allowance* 
m lieu of hmd, of 300 rupees per month, and a belt 'upon the country, amounting altogether 
to about 12,000 rupees annually, and he ftipulated not to create di/hrrbanccs* When the Jaghyrs 
were relumed, that of the Begum fell under the general regulation, and the Aumil appointed by 
the Vizier refuted to continue his allowance toBulbudder, who in confequcnce renewed his former 
depredations* Since the month of February iafl, the Majors Gilpin, Scott, and Lumfdaine, have 
been futcefftvely employed in endeavouring to reduce bin to obedience; it appears by the letters 
of thefe officers, that he has met with repeated defeats, he neverthelcfs conftanHy appeared again 
after a fhort rime, followed by as great numbers as before. The inhabitants or that country in 
general look up to Bulbudder’s family as the flock from which they all descended; and 
zeal for their Chief has united the circumjacent towns and villages in a league, to co-operate 
ofierifively and defenfively in his favour* He is thus enabled to affcmble, at the ihorteft notice, 
bodies of eight or ten thoufand men ; and when attacked, if defeated, he mixes with the crowd, 
and all attempts to apprehend him fail* His ufurd refort upon thefc occasions h to the thick woods 
within the diftricl of Sahlonc and its dependencies , and ttfilcfe detachments can be fixed at pro¬ 
per ftatiom, to oppofc and intercept his march from pkee to place, and prevent the people from 
affembling, it appears little fuccefs would be likely to follow any military operations againft him. 
When hard preffed, he Hies to foms other provinces of the Vizier's dominions, or takes refuge iti 
the Bundlecimd country* 

The officers who have commanded on this fervice aecufe the Annuls and Phouzedars of negli¬ 
gence, and fomc of them even of conniving at the rebels depredations* I have urgently rccom¬ 
mended it to the Vizier to publifli in their diftridls his determination to punifh, with the utmeft 
feverity, the adherents and abettors of refraiSVory Zemindars, The Aumiis make a practice of 
exaggerating the mlfchicf done by thefc commotions, urging them as a plea for balances and claims 
of deductions $'and thus, by their intrigues and management, much larger Ioffes have accrued to 
government on this account than had been a£tuaiiy fuffaincd* 

The expedients propofed to reftore the peace of the diftrifts of Sahlonc, are either to ftation fo 
tonfiderabic a force on the fpot as would deter the rebel from any future attempts to dllltirb it, 
or, which appear, in the prefent flatioa of affairs, perhaps more advifeable, ro grant him an al¬ 
lowance 




rancfi upon the plan formerly fettled between him and the Begum, Ffo ia at prefrnt quiet, and 
has font me a letter, expreffing ifrgeneral terms his iuclin mon u, become a peaceable good fubjetf, 
The mcldfed letter from Major Lumfdaine I fubmit to your consideration, as a further explanation 
of Ms fubjea. As that officer appears to agree with me in amnion, that thefc commotions are not 
hkc\y to be quelled by force, at baft not the one he Ms with him, I propofe, with your approbation, 
to try the other expedient* 

Since the beginning of October Major Nicol has a£te<l with- a complete regiment in thediftri£fo 
of Khyrabad and hlahutnuy^ which have long been remarkable for the rcFra^Tory and turbulent 
fjiirit of the inhabitants. Since $e Vider’s accdfion to the Muiinid, except when i AlmafEiUee 
Cawn funded them, a very great proportion of the revenue has been annually loft to Government, 
and the Pbouzedars in general dh graced. Alee Rcza Cawn, during hi* aumitdarfjr, loft his bro¬ 
ther, and a number of hi$ people, in different engagements with the Zeuaindars, and has been fine© 
upwards of two years, as I am informed, in confinement for balances j his cafe appears hard, 
ami I have fed kited his releafe* Almaflaflee Cawn collected the revenue, during his admmiftra- 
lion, by over-funni;i<* the country with a numerous force, and exercifing gteat cruelties. Thcs 
mifehief a rifmg fame times from a total relaxation of authority, and at others from the too violent 
exertion of it, has materially affected the cultivation. Ttiofe diftritSts however being remarkably 
fertile, t am m hopes they may, by good management, be quickly reftored. It appears, front 
the itprefeittttibits of Major Nicol, that they contain a number of forts, but being moftly in 
fudi bad repair as to be fearedy tenable, I have expiations that his affijfojice will have great 
eftetft in realizing the revenue. He is at prefent with the Auinil on a.circuit through the dillrkb, 
for the p rpofc of awing and compelling the appearance of the refractory Zemindars, all of whom, 
except one, as for as their circuit has extended, have given thdr attendance, and it is with pleafurc 
I inform you, the meafurcs adopted by Mahomed Hitfleiri Cawn, the Annul, are exceedingly mild* 
having fucceeded hitherto more by die terror of his force than the adtual exertion of it. 

Khymbad ahd Mhaumdy were farmed by Ahrnfs Allee Cawn, at the time of his withdrawing 
hlmfelf from the Vizier’s authority ; his Natbs in confcquence relinquifhed their charge ^ ami they 
were for a period of feme months in a irate of anarchy, no new Aumil having been appointed to 
them. The inhabitants, relieved from the feverities of his admfniftration, quickly refumed their 
former habits of independence ; and the Vizier not having made any pravifiou tor an event like 
that of Almafs’s fucceffion, and being unable to fiimifh a fufficient body of troops to quell the infur* 
regions that followed, he was obliged to apply for a regiment from the brigade- I hope peace will 
foon be re-eftabliftied ; and as the Bankers have an alignment on thofc diftrkte, I recommend the 
continuance of the detachment* 

I addrefled the Vizier very early after taking charge of my office on the fuhjcfl of the tranf- 
aftions at Forrachabad ; expre fling your pleafure, that the Nawauh Muzzuffer Jung fhould be left 
in the free exerdfe of his authority over his Soubadarry, whilit he might continue to execute his 
engagements with fidelity, and my inftructions to withdraw, in that cafe, all interference on, your 
behalf* I received in anfwer, through the ailing Miiliftcr, a very urgent requeft to reprcfcnt to 
you, that Muzzufter Jung had not fulfilled my part of his engagements from the time of the 
Sczawcd being withdrawn: that the accumulated balance at the end of the laft, uid the demand 
for the prefenc year, amounted altogether to near twelve lacks of rupees : that the Nawaub 
Mufciufier Jung had not appeared difpofed to take any meafures for die. liquidation of theie 
claims: that his country was ill governed, the revenue made away with by his own fervants, and 
neither he or the Vizier received their rights : that, therefore, feeing no hopes of realizing the 
tribute but hj the^jjterfcrence of hi* authority, he (the Vizier) had thought himfelf reduced to 
the ncceffity of appointing Mahomed Syed Cawn his Sczawed, and applying to the Commanding 
Officer in the field, through the lateRcfident, for the a (lift a nee of a military force \ and Major 
Scott was accordingly ordered to march to Furroehabad * and he hoped, that, on due confidcration 
of the motives which influenced thefe mea forts, you would give them your approbation, and permit 
the continuance of the regiment on that fervice. 

It was expend that Mahomed Syed Cawn would have been refitted in the execution of his new 
office by Sobkutulla, the Minifter inverted with Muzzuffcr Jung's authority; he however fled 
from the town fhortly after the arrival of Major Scott’s regiment j and though he ftill remains in 
the country, I am in hopes no commotions will follow* 

The a&irw Miniftcr’s propofal was, to unite the offices of Naibon the part of Muzzuffirr Jung, 
and SezaweeT from the Vizier, in Mahopncd Syecl Caw in Muzzuffer Jung remonftmed again ft the 
Vizier's interference in the appointment of any of the officers of his own government, and refil&d to 
grant the Sunnud of invefticure* This was the ffote of affairs by my laft accounts from 

Funockabad. 
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'Tockabad. The Vizier however perfcveres in his mea&rcs, and has authorized MSSamd 4 Sved 
Cawn to raifc a b^tthiicm of twelve hitfxlred matchlock men, to enable him to ewdfe coercion in 
the realizing his claims* He has franftnrted a propo&l of paying ten hicks fatty thou land 
{10,40,000} rupees in the conrfe of the current year, which the Vizier has thought proper to 
approves and dinged fiy^Jncki to be appropriated on account of the Honourable Company's claims,, 
nil a provtCort to lie made from the remainder For Muzz offer Jung, and fuck e;< pence* as may 
ccur for other ftrviees, His Excellency has enjoined Mahomed Syed Cawn to continue his feliisita- 
tions to llur/nflw Tung for the office of Naib ; propofing to himfdf, no doubt, by this arrange* 
mcnU the fule controul in the government of Futruekpad.

Though Mahomed ftytd appear* to exerr hi$ endeavours to fe-vftafelifb Muzzuffer Jung's autho¬ 
rity, and fetdc tie couutry, 1 cannot but think it very improbable that he, or any other man in his 
pJacv, whatever meafitrcs may be adopted, will be able to collet near the amount fetded in his 
engagement with the Vizier, which was concluded through an agent whom he Cut to Lucknow, 
agreeable to a Statement of the value of each particular Pergmmn.ii tranfimtted by himfelf. I am 
informed the Zemindar* of Furroekabid have mofHy tfrong forts are bold dartrtjg people, and have 
for fbmu months pall Keen accuftomcd to five independent of all comrotd* Mahomed $ye<\ Cawn, 
owing to thofc c nulls, ins made very inconsiderable collections hitherto, a*id the IJuirrup Lined; has 
entirely eiupfed 1 he is now preparing to take a circuit of the country, which J hope will be pro- 
dutflivc of good confcqucnCitfS. 


The utter incapacity of Mu /suffer Jung to conduft his affairs is 110 tort mu?, and the Soubadarry of 
Ftnvock Abad cannot tut continue in the "fame ffate of confiifion, tmlefs die perfem in veiled with 
the executi <■ authority iTia.ll be fupported by the influence' of the Vuier, or the Company. The 
jjjeafure? taken fey hit Excellency appear to me the beft that could have been adop ted for die recovery 
of his claims j but if chev fhoufd not meet your approbation, I beg to be honoured with your com¬ 
mands on tht fubjedh Muzzuftlr Jung add relied a letter to mt upon my arrival, complaining of 
tht Vizier j he rUimtd my protection, and propofed to pay me a vibt Lucknow* I replied, that 
my iuftrtkbomi would not admit of any interference on my part between him and the Vizier, declined 
the honour be propofed rue of a vifit, and Wrongly recommended his immediately difehargiflg the 
Vizier’s claim!-. f take the liberty to mclofe you a tranflztion of the Vizieris requisition to me 
f vll the continuance of the regiment at Furrueknbad. Major Scott's belonging to the 2 d Brigade, 
hiis been relieved by me from Colonel Sir John Gumming detachment, and is marched to 
Cawnpore. 


Mirza Ifmael Beg, the Soubadar of Allahabad, has always mofl earneftly folk! ted fupport from the 
Company’s troops, the force allotted him by the Vizier not being ruffe lent For the fufejedHen of 
the country, which is in many parts filled with forts, and in Ariel the Zemindars arc ever ready to 
create commotions; Captain Robert Dennis, with a battalion from Chunar, was therefore detached 
on this {Wvke in September! aft ; he is now on the other fide of the Jumna, quelling fomc difiurb- 
auc.es which have lately happened in that quarter. 


Major Gilpin, with one battalion, has been ttationed at Fyzabad, for the purpofe of fapporting 
the Vizier's claim n^ainft the Begum for the recovery of his patrimony deported in her charge* 
I applied to the V iaTer immediately upon my arrival for his confent to withdraw this battalion, 
feeing little probability that violent measures would effect any further payments. I proposed to him, 
to truft 10 her ge nerofity for the liquidation of the balance, which was about five lacks. The 
Vizier would not .u tbat time acquidcc in my propofol, but determined on making one more effort 
previous to leaving it in her difererion to prolong the term of payment; his Excellency accordingly 
addreffed a letter to the Begum, conveying his feu I- of her evading the performance of her engage-* 
nwnts, in very hr rib forms; and threatening, in cafe of non-compliance with them, that her 
eunuchs ffeould continue in confinement, and means be taken to recover the money from her, as the 
Company would never be fatisfied without it: the BegiflVt in reply rep re fen led her inability, having 
paid away all the treafure ever entrufted to her charge fey the late Vizier j hut if the eunuchs were 
enlarged, (he might, with their affiftance, be enabled to raife money upon credit. On his Excel- 
kucyV receiving this anfwtr, I renewed my folicirations for per minion to withdraw die battalion, 
refting the matter upon the Begum’s promife of difeluirging the balance when her eunuchs ffeould be 
vrkvifed: 1 was induced to this rxtca/iire by the representations of Major Gilpin, who had been em¬ 
ployed in the bu line Is from the commencement; his opinion, afferttog that every practicable coercive 
exertion had been ufed, I beg leave to fuhmit to you in the encloffd copy of his letter to me on the 
fubjefb T he Vizier at length aequiefeed in rhe battalion's being withdrawn s for which I was die 
more anxious, as your in ft ructions to me t!i approve of detachmcntSj and the Bate of affairs require* 
die appearance of a formidable force on the frontiers. 


Thcrt will now remain "on detachments a complete regiment at Khyrabad, another at Sahlone, 
and a battalion at Allahabad, making altogether two regiments and a half, which I recommend

to he continued for die prcfent, as thole countries appear to require their afliftaitce;_One of the 

battalions at Sahlone, and that tf Allahabad, belonging to the CJuinar flat ion; Gdtond Morgan has 
ftili with hmi abotjjf of three mrimems and a battalion, and Colonel Sir John Cumming^ force 
h complex Whenever I may be apprized of the leaf! danger upon the frontiers, 1 fhall not fail 
immediately to com muni cate my intelligence to the Commanding Officers. 


In my account of the troops upon detachment, I have omitted to mention the regiment at Luck* 
now, that being authorized by your expreft fan#ion.

The balance, at the end of kftvear, was not, in fa#, paid, but transferred to the 
baiikers, and increafcd by the load of a verymgh intcrefl.—There were two diftin# engagements,

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U- i J ail Were& of 1 per cent, per menfem.—The whale demand'upon tire Vizier, on acco-.urt of 
the Honourable Company and the bankers, will this year amount to t/te (am of one crore .forty-one 
I .,-!., f W1J thoufami five hundred and feventy-eight rupees (1,41,02,57a) \ Mr. Middleton gave 
Ins bond to the bankers on account the tfrft engagement, for rupees 36,50,000, engaging to fee 
them repaid their money. The revenues of certain diftrifls were afligned to. him on account of 
the bankers, and were, as collcfled, to be paid to them. 


When Alma IV Ally Cawn returned to Lucknow, a ncgociatlon was fet on foot to transfer the 
fcruritv from Mr- Middleton to him, and concluded a few .days before my arrival. The bond 
was returned to Mr. Middleton, and Almafs's granted in lieu of if. I he additional diftncls pto- 
«of-d to have been entrufted to Almaft, were part of thofe aligned to the bankers, and the Vmer s 
ordi r and other documents had paifedfor putting him in pofle(lion a few days before inv arrival. 
I was fo loon expedted, that Alrmifs of his own accord deferred caking charge, as I have already in¬ 
formed you, until the me afore fhould titrough me receive your fan&ion. 

•yviv-n 1 confidered the power pofiHTed by Almaft, 1 did not befitate to rejeft every idea of es¬ 
ter,dim^ his authority. A difRculty occurred about the bond he hud granted, and a payment he 
had made to the Bankers, of three lacks foventy-tivc thouftnd (rupees 3,75,000) the latter part was 
culilvt tiled by giving him credit for that fum, on account of the revenues of btawa. Corah, fcc. 
but the Bankers refilled any (ecu:icy except mine, in lieu of the bond. '1 he bills of exchange had 
actually been tranfmitted to the Board, and were in courfc of payment: to have annulled the en- 
frjj.refn^nt wouMl hart difappointcil you of a. reioiircc^ and hurt our credit witn the Bankers; Jt was 
ablolutclv nrceflary that Almrds’s bond fhould be returned to him, I was therefore induced to take 
the engagement upon myfdf, and l am happy to find, by your commands of the 22d ultimo, that 
my conduct has been approved or. 

Although my attention has been principally directed to the liquidation of the balance, I have 
hitherto found it utterly impoilible to procure alignments equal to the amount required. Diftricfts 
hive been over-rated to me; and before I can conclude a fair engagement with any Annul, I am 
oli'i M in every inftance to feparate fkftittous from juft efti mates, which takes up time, and is the 
caufc of tny not fending the accounts of the Vi/ier’s revenues, which are now copying, and will 
be forwarded in the courfe of a very few days. 


The Bankers upon mv arrival claimed my protection in realizing their demands i and on maturely 
COnfidertJiK the matter, it appeared to me moft advifeabJe to blend the Honourable Company’s and* 
tfieir Claims under one head ; unlefs I had done this, there would have been a perpetual interference 
in the collection of the arguments ; and in cafe the Bankers fhould have failed in real 1/mg their 
monies they would have fallen proportionate fhort in their payments at the Prcfidency ; thefe were 
the reafons which induced me to unite the two accounts, and I hope they will meet with your 
approbation. 


There remains a fum of thirteen lacks on account of the teeps, for which bills of exchange 
on the [■’reiidency are now due. I took cliarge of my office without any cal l m the Treaty, and 
a fum of near 30,00,000 rupees due to the Bankers. I afterwards, under date the 2d November, 
tranfmitted you bills of exchange for 6,50,000 rupees, which fas my receipts at that period were 
very inconliderable) accumulated the debt to near 36,59,000, the whole bearing an mtereft of 
Uvo per cent- pe r menicm. The Bankers were cMndined to give any more hills, until part of 
this balance was liquidated. The feafon of the heavy colltfttons being fo near at hand, it ap. 
neared to me m4 advifeablfc^ delay tranlbkting yott other bills* until fitch turn as i might be 
able to pay the balance due to them, and I could receive further monies, mI give them caflj for 
their bills/ bv which the Vizier would derive the additional advantage of favmg the interest; and 
the difference to the Company would have b ctn the delay of perhaps time months only in ihe re- 
dipt of the remaining to be remitted to the Prehdency, on account of the teeps. 


AH fuas hitherto collettcd have been paid to the Bankers. In order to fupply the demands of the 
Pavmafters to the troops in the field, I have borrowed a fum of rft. 16 fun. ficca rupees 
-3 co 670. 4. 4 ; for this the V izier is to pay an infereft of one per cent, per merifem only, where¬ 
by a faving of as much more will arife on the i me re ft, and was the reafon why l preferred a loan 
to Hopping that amount from the receipt of the Bankers. 


M\ rime has of late been principally employed in urging the Mtnifter to fupply funds for the 
current difou dement of the Vizier’s Government, and the complete dticharge of the bailee due 
to the Honourable Company; my endeavours fhall not be wanting to accomphih an object which

Copy oPa Letter from Major WILLIAM PALMER, to Mr, JOHN BRISTOW, Refident at 
the Vizier's Court, dated the 24th January, 1783* 

Since my laft* advifing you of my arrival at this place, I have had daily conferences with the tddefl 
Son‘of the Nabob Fy/ooH Cawn, in which every point of mifumlerftaiiding and complaint between 
the Vizier and Fyzoob Cawn have bean fully di feu lied, and the feiitimerits of the Board and die 
Vizier relating thereto, and their defsre of removing them, and of fixing tfhe fovereignty of the 
Vtzkr, and the dependancc ofFyzoola Cawn, upon an unequivocal and permanent footing, dearly 
explained. v 

Fyzoola Cawn perfifU in denying the infringement on his part of any one article in the treaty, 
or the negj®& of any obligation which tt impof upon Him. He docs not; admit of the improve- 
merits reported to be made in bis jagheer ; and evert a Herts, that the col) t?<5l ions this year will fall 
fhort of the original j umma, by reafon of a long drought. He denies having exceeded the limited 
number of Rohilias in hts fervice* arid having refufed the required aid of cavalry made by Mr. 
Johnfon, to a£I with General Goddard. Hr obLrve > refpefting the charge of waving the Viaicr’e 
requi fitton for the cavalry lately Rationed at Daranagur, to be flattened at Lucknow, that he is not 
hound by treaty to maintain a ftationary force for the fernce of the Vizier, but to,fupply an aid 
of 2 or 3,000 troops in time of war. Laflly, he afferts, that fa far from encouraging mp reiots 
of the Vfzier to fettle in his Jagheer, it has been Iris conftant practice £6 deliver them up to the Au * 
mil of Rubik und, whenever he could ddconr them. 

It is very difficult, if not impracticable, in my fituation, to obtain fuch information as might enable 
me to aiixgn the degree of credit to winch thefe denials and affbmora of Fyzocda. Cawn arc enti¬ 
tled. From general appearances, as well as univerlat report, it cannot be doubted that the jumma 
of hk Jagheer is greatly encreafed beyond the original grant, The number of Rohilias iuR. 1 npoor 
alone certainly exceeds that limited by the treaty for his f rvice. It is not clearly exprefkd whether 
the reflriifiiori included Rohilks of all deferiptions ; but fuch was apparently the meaning of the late 
Vizier in the firft treaty, Imce he required Fyzoola Cawn to fend all above that number beyond tlis 
Ganges } and it k fufficiently known, tbat every Rohilk jn this Jagheer, however occupied in or¬ 
dinary, would appear, in arms k>r the defence of Fyzoola Cawn, by Whomlbnvcr he might be attacked* 
But n doe* not appear that their numbers are formidable, or that be could by any means fubfift 
fuch numbers as could caufe any ferrous alarm to the Vizier; 'cither is there any appearance of 
their entertaining any views beyond the quiet pofleffiozi of the advantages which they at prefenfc 
enjoy. 

With refpe£l to the mcreafe of jumma, although it has been fokmnly rcl inquired by the Vizier, 
yet the conceffion having been gratuitous, fo great a favour fhould certainly operate upon F y- 
acfcla Gawn, in a new and durable accommodation, propoiM as much for his feettrity, as for the Into- 
reil of the Vizier, 


Fyzoola Cawn feems to be fully fen able, that an engagement to furmfh military aid, however 
clearly the conditions might be flared, mufl be a fource of perpetual mdundertkinJing and inconve¬ 
niences, and he is very defirous of the raniffron of that ftipulation for a compenfation in money 
But be and I differ widely isr our idea of the equivalent to which the Vizier would be entitled for it. 
He offers only five lacks of rupees altogether; and I have given him my opinion, that the Vizier 
inly reafonably demand that fum annually: but objections, or rather a refufal, fo ftrong was 
made £0 any continual payments, that I am convinced he would riffe any extremity, rather than 
yield to it. I was, however, ddired to name a furn to be paid at once, in lieu of an annual de-

Stap : I mentioned twenty lacks of rupees as the leaft rum which I thought the Vizier entitled to, 
or that he would accept for die propofed conceffion* I have not vet been informed of Fyzooht 
Cawtfs resolution upon this proportions but if he rejeas it, l fhall have no further hopes of effect¬ 
ing fitch an accommodation as will be confiffent with the btcrefb and dignity of the Vizier, or the 
views of our Government, and fhall return immediately to Lucknow.

Under date the 1 ft ultimo,.Xhad the honour to communicate to you a detail of the fervices upon 
which detachments bad been made from the Honourable Company?* troops, The Vizier has found 
it neceffary to continue the regiments at LacHlone and Khyrabad, a battalion at Allahabad, and lix 
companies in the diftrifts of FurockabaJ* 

I have the pleafure to Inform you, three of the moft rofra£ory Zemindars in.Khyndmd, named 
Mohum Sing, Hindoo Sing, and Nayfbt Sing, have been apprehended by the Aumil Mahomed Hufleen 
Cawn; owing to this dreumih nee, the other Zemindars have been awed, the peace of that diftruft 
is in a fair way of being reftored, and I entertain great hopes the full amount of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany's alignment will be realized. 1 have the greater fatisfaflion in reprefenting thefc tran factious, 
as a 'heavy balance was to be expend In the revenue of Fly drab ad. 

Jn my addrefs of the I ft ultimo, I alfo represented the improbability of my realizing the Honour- 
able Company's aflignment on Firockabad, and I am lorry to inform you the negligence and inactivity 
of Mahomed Saatjd Cawn, the Vizier's Sizawul, obliged the Mimfter to ad vile bis dilmiffion from that 
trufl, ana Mirza Mahomed Beg, a man of good character, has been appointed in his place. The 
Nabob Mirzufter Jung, deputed agent to Lucknow, £0 complain of the great illftifcft he fullered, and 
folicited in the moft urgent manner, that a part of the cohesions fitmdd be appropriated for his 
fubfifteiice. Three lacks of rupees per annum is the funi which the Minifter recommended to the 
V izier, to be paid the Nabob Muz offer Jung, in proportion to the actual receipts : Mahomed Beg 
was authorized to fettle this matter, and make the payments, but I have not yet heard whether file 
proportion has been agreed to. 

The confufion which bad occurred in the admiuiftration of the afEtirs of Firockabad, and the 
repeated felicitations of the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, have induced me to unite with the Mimfter in the 
late arrangements, as appearing to me the belt dm could be adopted under the drcumftances which 
exifted. ^ The feafbn was £0 tar advanced, as to render the rerhoval of the Sizawui an improper mca- 
furu, if there had been any probability of the bufmefs being well conduced by him ^ but by every 
information 1 could collect, it left me no alternative, but of rifking a very conftderable lofs to the 
Vizier, or acquiring in and Importing the new meafure, 

X he Nabob Muzuffer Jung complained, that Mahommed Saalid Cawn had feized upon the 
tombs and gardens of his ancfiftors, and fequeftcred the revenues appropriated for their fupport. 
The fum was trifling, and the acl difgufted the people, and hurt the Vizier’s reputation, I advifed 
the xelinquifhing every appendage of this nature, and that the new Sezawul ihould be inftru&d, by 
every means in his power to conciliate the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung. 

pic detachment in Sab lore has been conftantly employed on fervice againft refractory Zemindars 
hi that and the neighbouring diftridt of Pertabgut\ The plan of inducing Bulbuddcr to return to his 
allegiance to the Vizier, by the grant of a penfibii and a buit upon the country, was found imprac¬ 
ticable. He demanded a conffderation of about thirty thoufand rupees a vear, and remained in the 
country threatening to create difturbances, if his demands were not complied with* A treaty with 
a rebel acting upon this principle was fubverffve of the Vizier's authority, and holding forth impu¬ 
nity to other hl-difpofrd Zemindars. He was told to quit the country, or attend at Lucknow, and a 
tub ml 111 ve obedient conduit in future might entitle him to the Vizier's favour j but as he rejected 
thefe proportions, a reward of twenty thoufand rupees has been put upon his head. The Aumils 
of Sukanpore, Purtabgur, Sahlone, and the adjacent diftridts,. were directed to ufe their utnaoft exer- 
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tions to expel himihe country, to Efcertun the JJemindars of villages from which he draws his 
fupport; arct thn* if the Aumils? Ihould even fuffer him to remain unmolefted within their juxift 
didfimis, no -■■.iudtio.i of revenue would be allowed, and they mttft c-xpeft the fevercft ptuuihmejiti 
for their ncglcft. They are directed to co-operate, and detach the troops thev may not immediately 
requite for the cotleitions in conftant jpurfuit of Bulbudder, The Vizier has thought proper to ap¬ 
prove a propofol of Major Lutnfdaine’s, for beeping one battalion for the protection 0 of Sahlone, and 
detach the Other upon this fervjce I have recommended to him to avoid burning or deftroving 
villages, upon the flippoution that the inhabitants a (lilt Bulbudder. Such perfbns as are found in 
arms he is rcquciled to ufe his endeavours to apprehend, that die Vizier may admiraftei juflice after 
a formal and fair trial. 

The reward put upon Biilbudder’s head, and the ft riff injunctions to the Aumils, if they be en¬ 
forced, ought ultimately to effeft the feizure of Bulbudder, or dfe render his refidence (which I hope 
it has effected) in die country fo dangerous, that it at all events will prevent his creating disturbances 
in future. I have applied to Mr. Markham to endeavour to feize him, if he fhould 'take refuse in 
Benares, which he ufed to do whilft Cheyte Sing field the Zemindarry. 

I yeftmiay received intelligence that Bulbudder, Bahadur Sing, and Amrow Sing, had collected a 
great force atNorvaijee, a fort on the confines of die diftrifts of Monickpore, Allahabad, Purtab^ur, 
and Sahlone. Captain Jaqucs, with one battalion of Sepoys, in conjunction with the Aumils, had 
Surrounded and taken the fort, in which they fcized' between eight and nine hundred perfotis. 
Bulbudder and Behadur Sing had made their cfcape j but Amrou Sing, and a famous mfurgent of 
d\e name of G mulch any, were fecured, and they and their families have been detained by the Aumils. 
The ether priloners were fuftcred to leave the fort upon laying down their arms, to the number of 
five hundred matchlocks, befidcs fwords, bows, and arrows- The people with Bulbudder are difi- 
perfed, and I underftand he has quitted the country. This fucccfs was attended with the lots of 
very few lives ; and I hope a capital example of the two ringleaders, after a fair trial, will jMtai- 
date other refractory Zemiodars. 


I have the pleaffire to inform you the Kifts of the Honourable Company** alignment cm Sahlone 
have been regularly paid, entirely owing to the military aid granted by the honourable Company. 

I have found it neceflary, to comply with the Vizier*s orders, to Continue the battalion under the 
command of Captain Dennis in the Soubah of Allahabad- That officer is now acting with the 
AumTs Naibs cm the borders of Reeva Mockunpore. In confluence of the Honourable the Go¬ 
vernor Generate dire&ioiSs* and the paffes granted by Mr. Anderfon, I have occafionally procured 
duuneks from the Vizier ror feverai Marattas to perform their rdigious ceremonies at Allahabad. 
The tvdJiirJeer Abdul Shackoor made a prafticc of difregarding thofe duftucks, and exacted duties 
from the pilgrims, andotherwife ill treated them, not with landing the colle&iom were entirely under 
the management of tne Suhadar- Sewayjy Otul, a Maratta Chief, who Mr* Anderfoii requefted T 
W'uuld feprefent to the Vizier in a character of equal rank to Mahajy SIndia, ami advtfe his being 
treated with particular diOinfhons, is now arrived at A ahabad. His Excellency has dlrciSied th<? 
officers of his GoVentient to attend him, and, in conformity to Mr. Anderfon’s ixquifidon, T have 
deputed lor the fame purpofe Mahommed Umjml, a man of refpea&hic chaii^en 1 have icmdh'd 
Captain.Dennis to grant his affiftanc* ;i but if the comlu&of Abdul Shokour bad paffed with Unpu- 
mt y> a . r tlriiC ® °f Sewajce EiecTs high rank performed his ablutions, it would have given 
an tmfamirable impreifion of the Vizier's Government; and, in confequence of my advice, he 
has been djfmtffid his office, and his violences to the Marattas will be the reafoii aliened to

reqiieited Captain Dennis, when the fervice will permit, to fupport the newNaib in .driving this 
banditti from their place of refuge, and apprehending as many as he may be able.

To JOHN BRISTOW, Efqufre, Re&brit at the Vizier’s Court, 


From your having requefted me in your letters to ufe my utmoft endeavours to reffore peace 
to this diffracted country, I take the liberty of laying before you my feptiinerits of the mode 1 judge 
moil effectual to attain the end you feem fo much to delire- 

To eftablifh peace and quiet in this country, two ways can only be adopted, either quelling the 
difturbances by force, or by giving the Rajah Bulbudder fuch allowances as may be thought 
adequate to hh rank and influence in the country- As an officer at the head of a detachment 
employed to c rtf lb the rebellion, die deciilve exertions of a military force firft naturally prefent 
thero&Jves ; and there cun be little doubt entertained but that a detachment of artillery, a regiment 
of fepoys, and .500 of his Excellency the Vizier’s hone, is a fufficient force to compel the rebel 
to re] in quiff 1 this country, or even to expel him the Vizier's dominions: were the different Fouxedars, 
under the fevereft penalties, obliged to attack him and his adherents, wherever they lhould take 
refuge in their particular' diftriftsV and to puiiifli in a molt exemplary manner fuch of the Zemindars 
in their Governments, who fhould conceal, protect, or affiff the rebel, fuch a plan* vigoroufly 
exerted, would no doubt force the rebel to quit the Vizier’s daminiom* The difficulty of appre- 
bending him h fa great, that it can fcarcely be hoped for. It is probable, that when lie found himielf 
attacked on all fidcs, he would retire acrofs the Jumna to Chitterpore, the place of his reftdence 
in the time of the bite Vizier, and that immediately on the recall of the detachment from this 
country he would again return, and re-commence his deftruAive depredations ; nor would it be 
ncceffary for him to bring a force with him ; no part of the world abounds fo much with foldfors of 
fortune as Indian, who in crowds enlift under any ftandard, encouraged by the hopes of plunder 
or of pay. The Zemindars are much attached to the Rajah, whom they eemhder as their hereditary 
Prince, arid never foil to aj&ft him ; they a!fo find their advantage in fomenting the difturbnnecs, as 
they with-hold their rents from Government under various pretences, and give but a trifling con- 
1 [deration to the rebel* 
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From the above 'res Tons I nm clearly of opinion, that the allowing the Rajah a penfton, fmwbte 
to his rank and influence in the country, is the moft certain mode of attaining A permanent peace, 
and it is, confidered in au oeconomicat view; the advantages to the Vizier {indeed i may % tp the 
Company, their affairs being fo conne&ed) are fo obvious, that it is nnneceflkry to remark them. 
The Vizier will get rid of the cxpence of the detachment, and the Company will have a force 
which may be employed elfcwhcrc. The great difficulty which the officers of Government at prefent 
meet with, in realizing tht revenues of the country, will he removed, as the inhabitants, on the 
difturbances being quiuual, would bring back to their villages their families, cattle, and eflifts, 
of c curie Govern me lit would have feme feeurity for the revenue, whereas at prefent they have 
none* 


When I confidbr the matter further in a political view, X fee alfo ftrong reafons for coining to m 
accommodation. — The Rajah Bulbudder i$ the lined defendant of the mod powerful Hindu 
family in this part of Hindoftan. Connections with him are eagerly fought after, as they are thought 
to confer honour; he is much refpeded himfelf, nor is his rebellion a|ainft Government lopked on 
as a crime; on the contrary; all the Zemindars m the contiguous diftrifts are inclined to afljjft him, 
and fame are even induced to follow his .example. 

I have given you my opinions with candour, and to the heft of my judgment; in delivering 
them, I have been guided fblely by a defire to promote, to the utmoft of my power, the public good. 
They mull appear to you difmterefed, for if the plan ! fubmit to you is followed, the occafton for 
my fervices in this part of the Vizier's dominions will I hope foon ceafc.

Par. 54. In the ffiort letter, which we difpatched to you over land, we mentioned the iflueo 
the Vizier's negociation with the Nabob 1 'yzoola Cawn, through me agency ot Major I aimer 
We Ihall now be more particular on this fubjeft. 1 he above Nabob, alter the coiiqueft of the 
R^hilh country by the late Vizier, was allowed by treaty a jagheer of the diftrift of Rain pore, 
ell i mated at 13 lacks of rupees a year, and reft rifted in military force to the complement ot 5000 
troops - to which was added a claufe, that, he fhould fend 2 or 2000 men to join the Vizier’s force, 
or attend in perlbn, in cafe it fliould be requifttc. The late Vizier died very foon after the date 
of this treaty, and the prefent Vizier, his fucceffor, never having derived any hemfi from the 
ftipulation tor military aid, which, whenever required, was as often refuted or evaded, the lliputa- 
tion in faft became a nullify. 

«. Frequent reports had been made to the Vizier to the prejudice of Fyzoola Cawn’s fidelity. 
He was faitl to have enriched his Zemindar y by the feduftion of the Vizier’s tenants from the ad¬ 
jacent countries; and with the wealth he had accumulated to beencreafinghis military forces, in 
order to make himfelf independent. The late Refident and his deputy wrote us very alarming 
accounts of their fuf ( .icions of Fvzoola Cawn’s defigns', from the dangerous intrigues which ha 
was faidto be carrying on with the neighbouring Chiefs, for the fovafioii of the Vizier’s domi- 
nions. They even applied to us for the detachment of a conhderablc military force to affilt the 
Y frier in reducing him to obedience* 

(jfi. From the numerous enemies we had to oppofe at that time, we thought it would be highly 
imprudent to encreate the number of our foes; and recommended a friendly and conciliatory 
conduct towards Fyzoola Cawn, wilds he fhould be found in open rebellion, until our affairs 
fliould be in a better llate to warrant forcible means, if they fhould be neccffary. 

r. On the appointment of Mr. Briftow to Lucknow, he was fpmally inflrufted to endeavour 
to alcertain the real fituation and intentions ot Fyzoola Cawn; and by a cautious, but 
cFeftua! interpofition, to explain the difputed Claudes of the treaty, and to open a negotiation 
with him, for the purpofe of reducing his depCndanceon the Vizier’s government to tuch fpecihe 
conditions as might prevent any future disagreements between them. 

58. The Vizier conceiving it proper to depute an Engliili gentleman to Fyzoola Cawn for this 
pui'pofo, and Major Palmer‘happening at tint lime to be at Lucknow, he was accordingly ap¬ 
pointed, with iiiihuftiom from the Relident, given under the Vizier’s authority. 

59. As the tenor of thefe i 11ftruftions left Major Palmer at liberty to open the negotiation or 
not, as be ftiould find Fyzoola Cawn difpofcdto receive him, and appeared tons to be too inde- 
i’mite to produce any immediate effeft, we wrote a letter to the Refideur, direfting him to reduce 
them to the three following points: 

jft. To offer to relinquifh the Viztcr’s claim to the military aid which he was entitled to by 
treaty, and to require a ceropenl'ation in money in lieu ot ir. 
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scfly* To require that the Vizrer’s tenant?, who had taken prote^on in Fjsdota CaWus 
jagbeer, fhould be leftored to the lands of tlieir proper tfcyewlgn. And, 

jdly, To offer, for a proper con {iteration in money, to change Fyzoola Cawifs jagheer, 
which is a tenure for lifo, into m ahum, which defeends to tucceffors. 

60, The purport of out letter was immediately communicated by Mr* Brifiow to Major Pal¬ 
mer, hut did not reach him till Ills negotiation was nearly conduM He bad been well rc« 
a im! by Fyzoola Oawn, who ilremioufly denied every infringement; of the treaty winch had 
been laid to his charge, but acquiefced in opinion, that the ftipula* on for military aid, con¬ 
tained in the treaty, was fubjeft to tin iqoWfir u and would conffmtfy product; m it under- 

Handing and inconveniences with the Vizier* He tlisrefore declared his readinefs to give a coin* 
penlatton in lieu of it, but his offer did not exceed five lacks of rupees. Major Paldier 
mantled 2o l;vU; and after many tedious and difficult cl! feuffiom, fettled the terms ar 15 lacks, $ 
of which were to be paid immediately, and the remainder in tiiree inftul Intents, at the leaf oris of 
the li.irvefh; and a treaty has accordingly been executed* which mo precludes Fy^oola Cawn 
from granting refuge to the Vizier’s tenants, and corijfequentiy includes ot^jSscond preipafition; 
but in onfcr to confute the allegation upon which it was founded, Fyzoola Cawn produc ed to 
Major Palmer receipts of various dates from the Viziers officers, for a great number of tenants 
-delivered up to them, upon their ruquifi lions. With reflect to the third article, Fyzool.i Cavvjti 
was wh; J jv unwilling to treat upon ir, declaring his inability to advance the additional coin pm- 
iation required, Major Palmar having fixed the fum of 30 lacks of rupees for the whole# 

6-f p We cannot conceive what could have been Fyzoola Cawifs real motive for rejecting an 
offer which mult appear to every one to he fo valuable for an old man—the confirmation of a 
rich inheritance to his fun; but we are f!l as well pleafed that he did not accept of ir. Upon 
the whole, we conceive that the V izier has obtained a very ample equivalent for relinquishing his

Bv one ofbis friends 1 -afterwardsTent him the following meflage That the Nesbitt, and the 
refpcaability which 1 poffeffed, were the gifts ot the Governor General; that his flighnels, .with 
■his ufual benevolence towards his furvants, had fhewn roefavemr; and that to the mbit time 1 
had not been wanting or deficient in my duty to either Suncor ; mat as he, Mr. Lnfiow, had 
Iv en ihdnced, at the iriftstation of my enemies, to make the preceding declarations, it lw was 
•r iiflv arid pofitivelv determined, in confluence of foch advice, to diftnifs me froin my office, it 
was well l would retire with my family to Calcutta. His friend replied by meflage, that what 
he Mr Br'ftow, had raid, had proceeded from the impulfo of a violent temper, worked upon by 
the advice of leveral milchievoufly-difpnfed perfons; and that it would m the end fubtide. I re- 
turned for anfwer, that i would wait upon Mr. Briftow the next day, and never quit him, day 
nr night, until I had fucceeded in removing the idea which he entertained refpedhn^ my wealth. 
-With this intention I waited upon him on tk.e following morning : What convention had paiivil 
between him and his friend I know not; but immediately on my arrival at hislmufe, ,u umt me 
n mefliip-, adjm ing me to lay afuie ‘all appearances of anger, as inconfittent and improper; and 
propofing that we iliould meet, and confer together upon affairs as uluiil. 

Deeming it in everv refpea neceflary to obey, I condufteif B.yfelf ns ho had defired; and, 
without entering upon tire fubjetS, delivered to him the accounts, written at large, oFthe receipts 
of ruffoom for the ‘tall fix wars; obferving that the country and the A minis, both thofe m and 
tliot'e out of employment, W forth-coming, and that he might oppofe and compare therewith

'• vAHRATIVE of tKe Subftaiyce <Sf ilfffererit CoftVefCittohs rHpe&'iqg tlie Appointment of 
a TrenfurerVmd Comptroller for the NovVaulfo Uoufeboltl tsSabliflitnentt. 

Aitereations have been for feme time pafl carnal on between the Nuvvauh and Mr. Brillow, 
»efp.,<tiijg the ..appointment of a trealurer anil comptroller, under the authority of the Lcn r, to 
the Vivier's book-hold dlatdifhmems, and for iii'jing .pay to the toorkfuvvaurs, What lias 
lately occurred on this -fubjufl is as follows: 1 ropretented to ihe N’etwaub that as 
&-r. Brillow prapofed thole appointments jo conic$neace of -orders from the Governor General 
and Council, it was neeefiary and proper that he fhould comply with tire pic a litre of the 
Governor. His Highuefs replied, “ In this cafe 1 Hull be deprived ahfolfii^y ol all power and 
“ xelp* liability. I canncrj bdieve jhat .the -Governor has given fueb <iirei$tions with rdpcct to 

me.” 1 roprefented, that a$ Mr. In i-llow declared them to be the Governor’s orders, he Ihould 
content; that information Ihould afterwards be tranlmittcd to the Governor General, with 
i.lsde pleafnre, if it Ihould prove to have'been fo. Vie would of courfe chear fully comply; on

£c£ ihould interfere in tire appointment of the treafanr and comptroller, or in the 4 Tour foments, 
bur that he, the Nuyvaub, ihould make thole appointments by his own authority; that lie 
would go.himfelf, and in portion aniwer Mr. Brillow on this fubjeiii. 

His Highuefs went accordingly, and told Mr. Brilloiv, that by nominating and appointing a 
m tburer and comptroller, he ililjgraced and rendered him, the Nttvyaub, ‘ contemptible, an I that 
. whom obtaining any thing for Imnfclfbutn bad name. Mr. Brillow replied, that fuchwt r the 
orders of the Gentlemen of the Council! and that Iris Highuefs mu k appoint Sedlul Hanoi t realm©., 
and i Vdiokoor Daus comptroller, as the perfects fixed upon and recommended hv him, Air. Hi iftbw. 
His Highlit: s .inhvcred, that Tippur Chuml was the old and elhiMifhed trealurer tq the troops, 
and tlefkwl lhat he might bo continued; rhat the iHiiing pay to the tookfovvaurs, fete, had alt 
along been in his hands, and therefore propofol that lie- Ihould coutinue to blue it; and with 
,>• Ipc -l lo his propolcd appointment of Tahakpor Daus tp the compt roller Ihip of the h-oufodiold, 
that Mirv.a Nhhommud Huffun was the comptroller; that Tahakoor Daus might be appointed 
his deputy or manager; that tiie money for the payment of this tookfuvvjurs lliould be paid to 
him, tlw NuVvaub; rb.it dr, as heretofore, would lend it to the Rata Tippur Chund, and that 
Tippur Chund would illue it, Mr. Brillow, it appears, contented to this arrangement: 1 was 
not preterit at the preceding interview. Some time afterwards Mr. Brillow gave the charge of 
the money for llie payment of the toorkfuvvaurs to Mr. Cooper, and Mr. Copper appointed a. 
trealurer on bis own part to iflue it to thetn ; and caufed fhocCahs to be written to the Aumils. 
dnefling them to include the tunkhau monies for the payment of the toorkfuvvaurs in the 
amount of the Company’s Tunkhau, and remit the whole to Mr. Brillow. 

Mr. Rriiiow ordered me to caofe the Nuvvaub’s feal to be put to thofe lhoccahs; and further 
direft d, that I Ihooid caufe a bottle in the city to he procured, where the treafury for the 
diilntrl&ments to the houfehold eftablifhmedrs ihould be kept; and laid, that he would it at ion * 
Aibadar and guard of bis own, for the protection of the treatm y. 

In obedience io Mr. Briflow’s order I affixed the teal to the (hoccahs, which drew upon me 
the Nuvvaub’s ilifpfoafure. He obferved, that Mr. Urijftow hail firft agreed that thole offices 
fhuul.l tie uinter lux, tile Nuvvaub’s, authority; that be had now caufed fhoccalis to be written, 
«juft related, and had given them in-charge'to Mr Cooper; that Mr. Cooper had appointed a 
trealim-r undprhim; and that money which had arrived for the payment of the toorkfuvvaurs, 
had been delivered to Mr, Cooper’s trealurer; that Mr. Brillow had demanded a feparate horde 
lor the boufehold tfenfo-y, where he would place a fubadar and guard of his Own t hence it was 
evident he had broken his engagements, and was about to divefl him of his govern merit alto¬ 
gether;—that he would not content to it.

X Vhen die Nuvvaub fen t the preceding anfwer, Mr, Briftow add reflet! hrmfelf to me—fa id, 
the Nuvvaub had broke his promife; that he, Mr* Briftow had propoftd SeetuI Raum to till fch * 
office of treafurer, and that the Vizier had nieufioned the Raja Tippar Chond for th i head of 
the public treafury, but tlvat h& now infilled he ftiould only have the payment of the troops: 
that he, Mr* Briftow would not con fen t to this. That it was the orders of the Gentlemen of 
the Council, that all the d i ibu rfe men ts Jhould be controlled and directed hy him* and r. hereto re 
he would take the whole>of the treafury department into his own hands. 1 replied, that as he 
had hunfeif declared to the Nuvvuub, that l fhould have no concern or authority therein, l had 
declined all interference. That I had written and delivered to him the fhoccahs refpe&ing jtltfi 
toorkfuvaurs, hi obedience to his orders* 'ad that the Nuvvaub alfo was difpleafel w ith me 
on that account ; that 1 was unacquainted with what had pafled between him and the Vizier, 1 
added, u T he Vizier fays that you hud left the whole to his management—that you afterwards 
broke through that engagement* and csufel IhodcShi to be written, including the tunkhau of 
the toorkiuvvaurs, in the tunhhau of the Company; and that you have given the monies 
received-in charge to Mr* Cooper, who has appointed a treafurer of his own—and you declare* 
Uut the Nuvvaub has.retried his prd&aiie,” 

Mr, Onflow in reply, told me, that I mull inform the Nuvvaub, that he would aft as he had 
declared—that he had the pofitive orders of the Gentlemen of the Council in-this refpe&—that 
the treafury -and d i Ibu r ft incuts fliould he under his management, I anfwercd, that inch were 
:the meflbges he Cent to he Nuvvaub 1 by me; while he, on the contrary, told him, that he fhould 
ufe Ins own pleafure in the conduft of affairs—that I would carry the meftage agreeably to his 
orders, ami defined to know his pleafure, in cafe the Nuvvaub fhould not be pleated to coi fehL 
Mr, Briftow replied, that .'at all events he would do as be had declared, let the Nuvvaub be 
pleafetj or d if plea fed—and demanded whether I would or would not pay obedience to the orders 
of the Governor General and the Gentlemen of the Council ? 1 anfwered, that while I had life I 
would comply with alt fuch directions as he fhould give to me, agreeably to the orders of ihe 
Governor General and Council—that 1 was obedient to his authority — that I had hi then - to fulfil¬ 
led all hk commands, and that I was ft til ready to obey them* 

Agreeably to Mr* RrifVow’s orders, I delivered his meflbge to the Vizier, who fa id, in reply, 
that Mr, Briftow had deviated from Ms agreement with him; and that lie would not confent; 
that he would go ami anfwtfr Mr* Briftow in per (bn. While wc were engaged in this converted 
tion, information arrived that Mr, Briftow was coining to the pretence,—He and Mr, Coo^r 
came fliortty after, and f retired. * 

The Nuyvaub mt\ Mr. Briftow converted for Tome time, anil then the Vizier ordered me to 
he called* What had pafled previous to this l am unacquainted with; but on my return, Mr* 
Briftow told the Nuvvaub before rue, that bv t Reorders of the Gentlemen of the Council, he 
was directed to take into his own hands all tte difbu rfemeti te tor the Nuvvsmb’S houfeholdr ftablifh* 
merits, and the payment of the troops of the Sircar* The Kuvviiub replied, that Mr, Briftow had 
tohl him that neither he nor I fhould Ivave airy-concern in thefe afferrs; but'that he, his Higluieh 
fhould himfelf appoint both the treafurer and comptroller, and order his own di(burfoments at his 
pie a fu re* That now Mr* Briftow had given the money for the payment of the toorkfuvv uirs 
in charge to Mr. Cooper, who had appointed *’treafurer to under him; and that he had 
can fed fhoccahs to he written to the A u mils without his knowledge* dire&mg thole monies in 
future to be included in the Company’s tunkhau* That Mr* Briiiow had agreed that the pay¬ 
ment of the houlehohl eftflblifliment, expenses, and fervams, fhgxrtd -be at his difpofal—had 
agreed to the comptrolferfhrp of Mirza M ahum mud Huflun—and to the deputy comptrollerfliJp 
of Tahakoor dans* That now he.jnfifted qn the name of Mirza Mabummud Huflun being 
flruck out, and that thofc offices fhould be fubje£t to his authority, ** Hence/’ added the 
Nuvvadfe iC it is evident to me, that you are about to divert me of my rights altogether/* If

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

Agreeable to the accompanying lift, T have the honour to ertclofe complete ftatements of ihe 
Vizier’s receipts and uiftiuifements* Upon a (crutiny into the particulars, l am perfuaded gre.it 
favings may be made in the Motayeona ; a large proportion of the charges under tins head can 
only be coidklered as penfkns. The number of 13,152 cavalry, and 48,715 infantry, do not 
exift; and it becomes a matter of $he bigheft importance to the Vizier’s affairs to regulate fo ev i* 
dent an abufe. Ever fince I took charge of my office, l have given uninterrupted attention to the 
obtaining the heft information of the nature of the motayerma, and the means of retrenching fl> 
lifelefs an eftablilhment; I have alfo mad * it my flinty to aicertain the corps which really exiii, 
and may be called upon ferviee in cafe the peace of the Vizier’s dominions fhouldb:* interrupted, 
eh her by iriteftiuc commotions, or invafion by an enemy* 

I am forry to inform you that, by every enquiry I have been able to make, it does not appear 
the Vizier could alTemble m army of tea thou fan d men. The whole are many months in ar¬ 
rears; there is neither ammunition no r ftoresof any kind ready to equip troops for fervice; and 
the late tumults and infurreftiom of Zemindars prove the motayenna unequal to the preserving the 
police of t!ig country, much lei's able to a£fc againft a foreign enemy. 

The Vizier can look to the Honourable Company only for the eftablifhirfjf his authority, and 
reflorin.g his dominions to their former fknmfliing flate* Agreeable to the ftipulafiotis in the 
treaty of Chtmar, none but regular tdhibl i fit meins were to be kept by the Vizier; and l Hull 
now ftibmir to yarn confvderation the plans which I think it any duty to recommend to the Vi¬ 
zier, and that they fliould be executed with as much expedition as the ftate of uifairs will ad¬ 
mit. 

The Turk fewars have been dlftinguiifhed for gallantry and good condufl: on many occafions* 
The officers of this corps are principally men who were originally in the Company’s fervice, and 
are more accuftomul to fiibordination than any other of the Vizier’^ troops* 1 Jvre ate eight 
months arrears due to them, and-as they appeared to me the fit tell to Ive attached to the brigade 
in cafe fervice fliould occur, 1 have procured an alignment in their favour for (due lacks of ru¬ 
pees, the amount to be paid at Lucknow, and difirihured to the men by proper paymasters, free 
ofdeduftions, and in fpeere, as a grots abefe has often prevailed in paying them in goods infir id 
of money, This corps being likewifeon the fpot, the Vizier may in perfon review and mufer 
than, in which I propofe having the honour to attend him. The ftate of then tar fas, arms, 
and accoutrements, may be minutely examined. Moft probably a eonfidcrabje mlu&ion will 
take place of th’j men unfit tor ferviee, and In the efhh1:fhm?m t as upon the certainty of regular 
payment in future, the rate of fifty rupees per month for every private trooper, h ennfidttrabljr 
above what they can fairly claim, and the ciUbli foments are loaded with fupemumerary oi- 
fleers. 

The gallant conduit of tlfeRuflaulah under the command of Abdul Rchinan Cawn, now ail¬ 
ing with Colonel Charles Morgan, and the encouragement given to 'tfigt corps by your Honour¬ 
able Board, have led me to exert my endeavours in favour of his brother Mahomed Sard id Cawn, 
who commands three hundred and twenty-one of the Vizier’s cavalry* 1 have procured certain 
funds tor the payment of his corps, and fhall flrongly recommend n: to the Vizier, to withdraw 
the detachments of his mffaulah from the interior parts of the country, collefl it in force at 
Lircknow, and iiTue the pay upon the plan propofed with refpe<St to the Turk fewars*

The Governor General lays before the Board the following letters from Mr. Briftow to him 
dated 12th December, and inclofurcs, 30th December, 4th and 31ft March, and 8th Apn . 

To the Honourable Warren Haftings, Efquire, Governor General. 


Honourable Sir, 

Your inftru&ions of the 23d October have been the invariable rule of my condufl; and now 
I have held my office a (efficient time to fpeak with fome degree of certainty to moll points, 1 
{halt enter upon an explanation of the ftate of this government. 

Your obfervation, that your new meafures will require a long time to execute, is but too true. 
The total want of fyftera, and hwlefs habits which prevail, moft be corr^ed by progreffive 
means- the peace and fecurity of the country, and regularity m the feveral departments of the 
ftate, will be gradually eftablilhed. 1 beg leave to anlwer the ieverat heads of your niftruftions 
in die fame ord&r in which you have placed them. 

Immediately after my arrival I urged the adting minifter to devife, and recommend arrangfe- 
mems for the 'complete difeharge of the balance at the conclufion of t toy eat . 1 o relieve my 
felf from cenfurein ca!eof failure in this effentinl point, it is necerary I fhould explain the trun¬ 
nion with the bankers. The balance at the end of laft year wits norm 

to the bankers, and encreafcd by the load of a very high mteteft. There weie two difttn$ eti-

When I confdered the power pOffefiM by Almafs, and your inftruftjonj to reduce it, if poffi- 
Tie, I did not heritate to rqeiSV every idea of extending his authority; a difficulty occitted about 
the bond he had granted, and a payment he had made to the bankers, of three lacks fe verity-five 
thoufand rupees (rupees 3 , 75 , 000 ); the latter point was eafily fettled, by giving him credit for 
that fum, on account the revenues of Etwa, Cora, &c. but the bankers ret , 1 fed any fe&irity ex¬ 
cept mhpf in lieu of the bond. The bills of -exchange lmi a&ually been tnmfmitted to the 
Board, and were in c^urfe of payment; to have annulled the mgagemfoit would have difap* 
pointed you of arefoUrce, and hurt our credit with the bankers; it was abftrfnrely neceffary that

You will obferve, by the eftimafe of the demands upon the Vhrier, fourteen lacks were men¬

Defpofcifm is the principle upon which every meaSure h founded, and the people in the interior 
parts of the country are ruled at the di fetation of the Aunril 6r Phoufthr, for the time .being. 
They cxercile, within the limits of their jurlfdiflioii, the powers cf life and death, and deciftons 
in civil and other cafes, in the fame extent as the fciveretgn at the capita!, f he forms preferred 
by the ancient inftitutions of the Mogul empire are unattended to, and the will of ffe prWiii- 
■ctri magiftrate is the foie law of the people. The total relaxation of the Vizier’s; mthorif?, Ma 
inattention and did ike? to bufmeis, leave the auniih in poileffion of this dangerous power, un- 
uwed, uncontrolled by any apprehenfton of retrofpeflion, or the interference of juft ice. 1 can 
hardly qucrte ait inftance, Ymce the Vizier’s acceffion to the mufnud, of an irnmil having been 
punched for oppreffion, though the complaints of the people and tire ftate of the country are 
notorious proofs ot the violences daily committed—st is even become unfifc for travellers to 
pafe, except in laT^e bodies*—Murdersy theft^ and other euormliks (hocking to humanity, are

the diftrift. 'I he aurtnl ihoutd be the coiUrou ling.power between the Ryot and the Zemindar;

and make the Zeroindifs accountable for all tumults, thefts, and murders,^ within their junfd'.c 
tion_m great towns there ought to be a cut wall, or haakeem, to ilriltibute j tu ■ace. 

Such has been the fyftem of this government, that the oppreffions hive generally originated 
with the aumifa. They have heeft rarely felefiedfor their abilities, or integrity, hut from fa¬ 
vour, or the means to advance a fma 1 lum upon being appoint';.! fo^ their office. 1 he aurail en¬ 
ters upon his triift, ruined in reputation and fortune; and unleis ho accompli files his engage¬ 
ments, which isfeldom the cafe, difgrace and punifhment follow. Though the balance of reve¬ 
nue may be rigoroufiy demanded of him, it has not been ufunl to inflttutd any enquiry for op- 
preffiotli The Zemindars, thus left at the mercy of the annuls, are often driven to tefedhon, 

'Die weak are obliged to fuhmit to his exaftions, or fly the country ; and the aurail, unable to 
reduce the more powerful, is compelled to enter into a di(graceful compromife. Every Zemindar 
look', to his fort for protection, and the country is crouded with them. Ahnafs Ally Cawn at- 
ierts, there are not fefs than fever, hundred in his diftrifts; hence it lias become a general cufton 
to feize the brother. Con, or feme near relation or dependant of the different Zemindars, nshoi- 
t-iges for the fecurity of the revenue. A great aumil will foptetimes have three or four hundred 
el theftthollages, whom lie is obliged to confine in places of fecurity. _ 

A few men, like Ahnafs Ally Cawn and Coja am ul Deen', have, from their regularity in the 
performance of pecuniary engagements, rendered themfelves ufefhl to the Vizier. A ftrict 
icrutiny into his affairs was at all times irkforneto his Excellency; and none of the mbiiflers or 
officers'about his perfon poffeffing the aftive perfevehng fpirit reguifnc to conduft the detail of 
engagements lor a number of (mail farms, it became convenient to receive a large Urn; from a 
jjreat* farmer, without trouble or deficiency. This fyftem was followed by the moll pernicious 
r onfeulienees; elide men were above all controul; they exaftnd their own terms, and the diftnfts 
they farmed were moll cruelly oppreffed. The revenue of Rohikuud is reduced above a third,* 
and AJmafs Ally Cawn’sadininifrrAcion is well known to have been extremely violent. 

The foregoing reprefentation of the Hate of this government will, I hope, fatisfy you of the 
difficulty in collefting the revenues, A very (hong mihtaiy force will he required to p ruler va 
the country in pe iciC The number for which funds are at p relent allotted would, in my 
noininn, amply (office, if it exited; but 1 fuppofe not two thirds of the men kep’ upon the 
hooks are aftualtv eritc;,-lined. The dilciptine and proper application of t his force will become a 
niatter of lor ions coiifideration: I do not mean to propofe, they IhouM be put under the com¬ 
mand of Britilh officers, as a very iextraofdmaay expence would attend ibat meaiure; and 1 do 
not think the fervid- of the colleftionx would be fp well executed. The troops now in the Vi- 
vivr’s ferviu. an ill paid and ill appointed, not owing to the want of means; as 1 think, when ] 
fluil forward you the Hate snouts 1 have been fo long endeavouring to complete, ypa will judge 
them ,idt:i|Uare to every fervice, it not diffipitted ami ujuandemd away, 1 he ev 1 1 oi iginates in the 
want of checks upon (he dilburlemetits to the army, of proper officers and com injuries to lee 
t :iem duly appropriated. 

The fame inconveniences exift in the receipts of the V ft in’s revenue, and other branches of 
hir government in the general department. Offices of cotleft ions and treafury, and courts for 
the ad in ini ft rat ion of juflice, ought doubtiefs to be eftabliOied. In a duty of fo delicate a na¬ 
ture, as, the execution"of your commands on this bead, 1 muft neceffarily expoie myfelf to {be 
oppofition ot periuits intcrefted in the continuance ol the abufe.

revenue fliould bo formed, and carried into execution. You may perhaps make this branch part 
oi the duties of the office of col left torts, and the Decan will aft hi it, and apjfoim deputies m 
each annul dairy.

I could then deliver the .letter, informing him of the view with 
which i had afted, and not be liable to any fufpicten of having ibHcited it* In fha mean times l 
endeavoured to acquire a knowledge of the bufmefe, that I might be enabled to report to you 
my opinion of his attachment to your Government, and of his zeal, ability, and integrity., in 
the difeharge of his duty.

Hyder Beg Cawn confeftas to me that funds to the amount of forty nine tacks of rupees were 
laft year appropriated to the Vizier’s expellees* From this funi he was to defray not only the 
charge of his noufehold, hut the penfiqns of the toncawders and [aghemlars, whofo JagUeer* 
were^reihmed.

The officers of this corps are principally men who were originally in the Companv’s ter vice, and 
are more accuHomed to iuhorchiution than any other of the Vizier’s troops. There are eight 
months arrears due to them; and as they appeared to me the fitted: to l>e attached to ths brigade 
in cafe firvice fhould occur, I have procured ah alignment in their favour tor nine lacks of ru¬ 
pees, the amount to be paid at Lucknow, and di-ftribuEed to the men by proper pay makers, free 
of deductions, and in fpecie, as a grots abate has often prevailed m paying them in goods ii$fead 
of money. This corps being like wife on the fpot, the' Vizier may in per Ion review and muftcr 
them, in which I propofe having the honour to attend hint, Tire Hate of their horics, amis, 
and accoutrements, may be minutely examined. Moft probably a con fiderable reduction will 
take place of the men unfit for fervice, and in the eft ablilh merits, as, upon the certainl y of re¬ 
gular payment in future, the rate of fifty rupees per month for every private trooper h coimder- 
■alfiy above what they can hurly claim, and the eftablifim rents are loaded with lupernurnerary 
officers. 


The gaUam conduit of the rufflmlah under the command of Abdul Rehman Cawn, now ailing 
with Colonel Charles Morgan, and the en courage men rtefiven ro that corps by your Honourable 
Board, have led me to exert my endeavours in favour of his brother, Mahommed Saaud Cir.vn*

Ifiudl without further r delay advife the Vizier to xbolifh the praSice of detaching troops in 
finall bodies, which you will obferve, by the ftatemertt of the MotUyemia to have been carried fo 
low as one in number. Whatever may be required in one difiritSb ought ,to be compofed of one 
corps. The ruilkuhihs may be reduced to one or two hundred t This will f ecu re many advantages, 
particularly in the cafe of deteftian, where an individual quitting the femce with fo inconfider- 
able a force will be ot little confequence, and his place be eafily iupplied, 

I mull entreat your .indulgence in regard to the immediate execution of the Honourable Governor 
Generalks commands of the 23 d September, 1781 , directing, that the Vizier fhou Id be? ad v i fed to 
abolifh the fyftem of alignments to his Mottayeniu. It may douhtlefs be gradually introduced, 
but ] i i t w ere to h e u nde rta k m at the p rjgfci 1 1 t i me, tb at fuch c on li derafile an e a rs arc due to the 
troops, it would in my opinion create a general ipirit of di (content and mutiny; becaufe they 
look to the alignment as the fecurity For their pay, anal cannot devlio any alternative that 
avould fatisfy them. W hen lpufters may bs taken, and the eftuhfiilunents reduced to one general 
lyilem, it may then be fafely' executed. I hope, upon examination of the perplexed llate of the 
'inifmefs, it will not bethought unrea tenable that I ftioufd /Lite a delay of Jonre months, probably 
-1 he end of the year, as required before his Excellency will he able totally to abolifh the fyftem of 
: alignments. In Inch i nuances, where it can immediately be executed, I fhal! exert my utmoft 
.endeavours to perfuade the Vizier no longer to pall pone fo rtcceflury a meafure. 

It is out of my power at prefent to explain the particulars of the propofed reduftions. Unlefs 
the Vizier a£U direftly in the bufmete, by making the circuit pf fuch dill rifts as are the moft 
tdeferving his attention, and deputing confidential agents to the remainder, the evil would be a 
long rime before it could be compleatly remedied, I fhall m the courfc of the execution of my 
.duty, meet with great opposition in the mifreprefentations of the perfons interefted again It the re¬ 
form. I hope the advantages to be derived from it will appear fo evident to his Excellency, that 
he will not only fincerely and heartily afient to the meafure, but fupport it by every exertion of 
: Im authority.

Even in theprefcnt reduced ftate* the amount ts very high; but confidering the peribns to 
whom they are granted, being pr incipally the Viziert relations, the Old dependents of his family, 
or the urvauts of government* it would be difficult to make further reduft ions j particularly as 
raoft of them were perfons Jiving in ghsat afflhehce, and now depending folefy upon the bounty of 
the Vizier for a iubiilfcfenee. The funds for the payment of thefe allowances can only be procured 
by the favicgS and jc<}ti£Hons of ufeteis and mmeceflary expences. In all arrangements* how- 
evar* the Voter’s perlbnal charges* the army, and the Honourable Company’s claims* will he 
ifirft provided for. 

The Honourable the Governor General, in his mJlnuftiom at Chunargur* dated the 23d Sep¬ 
tember 1781* directed the late Refident to carry into execution the ftipulat ion the Vizier had en¬ 
tered into, tor the regulation of his perfonal ex pences* No meafures have-rn h 'm taken in this 
bufjheft; and I now beg leave to fubrnit to your confiderarion the heads m the plan which 1 re¬ 
commended to the Vizier* viz. 

jft. That the fums appropriated for defraying the wages and allowances of the Vizier’s fer- 
vanrs* and the departments of his houfehold* ihould be depofked under charge of atrea- 
hirer. 


2th That the monthly expence of the Vizier’s iervants* and the departments of his liolife¬ 
holds ihould be fixed and paid by the fa id troafurer* without fee or deduction. 

3d. That no motilfes fhonld be iflTued* except by the Vizier’s warrant* and th# official at- 
tertarions of the aftmg miruften 

4th. That perfons holding the great offices of the Vizier’s houfehoM, fhal! itetbe enttuOed 
with other employments, or be farmers of* or any way concerned m T die collection oi the 
revenues* 

In explanation of the firfl head, I beg leave to inform von, the Vizier’s fervants have con- 
flnntly buffered great diftrefs from the irregular payment of their wages and allowances* Arrears, 
of many months are due to the greateft parr of them; a few only have received their right* and 
th w are principally the per Ions at the head of the departments. Money is often procured with 
difficulty for the tables* kitchen* elephants* buildings* apd other" current dilburfement*. The 
a£Hng minilier aflem* rhat the fum of forty-nine lacks was hit year appropriated to the Vizier’s 
expatces. Out of tins were paid not only the charges of his IioufehoJd, but part of the allow¬ 
ances Tn his Excellency’s relations, compenhitious to perfous whole jagheers were refumed, and 
alfo penfions to the dependants of the Vizier's family* many of which paginated in the reign of 
the fate N bob hnja ul few 5 a* In propofing that the funds 011 account of the Vizier’s houkhnhl 
u flvajl be depofired under charge of a rreafurer,** T mean in a public cheft* agreeable to the Ho¬ 
nourable the Governor fjeneralV inftnnjtions* and that one key Ihould be kepr by the treafurer, 
uml one by the ad big mini flier* or any great officer of flare to whom you may direct me to itftife 
the V izkrtoeutruil fo Important a diarge. 

The fecond head entirely conforms to the Honourable the Governor GcneraPs inflru&ions* and 
needs no explanation. On the third head 1 would fubmit it to your coniubration, whether an 
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^fKcer In tlia ch-iracWrof .in Aumeen fhoukl not bn appointed to fee the dl^tiflimeats were not 
encroached upoiy and on Ids ftating objections, that payments might be Ac-pped until the W 
yder 1 ® pleafurc ihotikl be known; md if his ExcelWncy, on contideration, repeats his orders for 
lib warrant pa fling the trcnfuryj it fhould then become valid. 


The evil, which the fourth head propofes to cor is the principal caufe of the imbadmi- 
ni ft ration of the affairs of the Vizier’s hootehold ; the fame men being farmers of revenues, ait- 
mil% and fuperintendants of departments about h\$ Excellency 1 ® p i Ion, make a confoiion of ac¬ 
counts, and give them an opportunity of withholding payment, and often appropriating thefu-uls 
to the fupport of expences which are not to be confide red as requiring the firft (applies*—For in- 
ilance, L think buildings, matters which relate merely to Stare, (tick as kelaats, flee* fhould be 
provided for after the payment of thafervants wages, the kitchen, AabJes, and other particulars, 
which may be ft a ted in the light of rieceiluries. 

This is the outline of the plan l haveptopotbd for the regulating the Vizier^ houfchold ; and I 
entertain gre.it hopes, that from a lets fum than has hitherto been appropriated oil that account, 
eve ry dppa r t me tit w il 1 he am p l y to n\ [ f bed ; f rob ab 1 y a fa v 1 ng w [ 11 aceu til u I lit e ? t t he end o t the 
year, from the mode of ifTuing the difbudements, now eftimated at the lum of thirty-two lacks

The reduction of Alma ft Ally Cawnft power is an ohjeft con ftantly prefeat to my view ; and 
I beg leave to {late the outlines of my plait* 

1 propofe he fhould remain in charge of the dillfWls he now farms until the conclufion of the 
year, when his difmiffion v. 1 ill ba followed with Waft danger and loft of revenue* Inftead of 
granting the province of Etawah to one man, I recommend it fhould be given to three at lenft. 
Corah, |iigdifpore, fcce, may. in the lame manner be divided am on .git a number, and the troops 
Rationed with the new Aumfts (hall hereafter receive their pay in ready money; and the fyftein 
of alignments be abolifhed, agreeable to your inftruftiom. 


In executing a meafure of A> much importance, the nffiftapec of the Honourable Company’s 
troops will be required, and I imift folicityour inftruclions on this head* I fb Unlit to your een- 
fide ration, that the two armies in the ViaierV dominions may be Rationed at the places mofl 
convenient for preventing any nfliftance being given to Ai'mafs by foreign powe s; as a lb to op- 
pofe the junction of his own troops, which will probably bt (battered about the country in coL 
le£Hng the revenues. It ft, in my opinion, not advifeabie at the prefent jundhire tn form any 
determination with regard to thertadons* as they mull be tixed according to circumilauces. 

I fhall fornifh both Colonels Morgan and Sir John Cummings with particular information of 
my plan* and the Jit nation of Aim a ft Aliy Cawn.

I yielded to hi? ohjedions, declaring it a mailer of indifFeraice to nu* who the man 
might he, fo that a tfoafurer were appointed. * The Nabob afterwards, in an interview with mt\ 
of hjmfelf propofed Tippur Chund, of which 1 informed the minifter; who thm afledled to have ' 
conquered Ids objedtiois, provided I would give him affunmees of fupport: 1 aequlvuvd, and 
took It for granted all difficulties were adjuUr Vl; but to my great furprize, the next rime I paid 
my wfpedts to the Vizier he had changed his mind, and would have no tmifimn, Hyder Beg 
Cawn, after feveral days altercation, informed me the Vizier had A hll affented to the ap¬ 
pointment of the treafurer, but he now in lifted that Tippur Chund ihouid not be the* mail, 1. 
returned for anfwcr, it was certainly hi his Excellency's bread to appoint, whom h* pleated; and 
a hanker of the riane of Dooarkar Dote was the perfon he finally nominated to the office, T. he 
intended mufkruf, Fakour Dote, is a dependent of his Excsllcncy^s government, and a perfoit 
whom I have no knowledge of, except by character* 

When Tippur Churn! was fet affile, the Vizier informed me ho had no objection to my having 
minute accounts of hk difburfomems, only hi w tilled to preferye foi* dignity, and appoint hi: 
own fervanr*. He confidered Tippur Chund already m the charge of die office of military 
Pavmnfter General, .and-it was not his pleafure to make hi m treafurer of t lie houfehn id, lam 
periuailed thete radons could only have been luggefted by Hyder B<% (Vwn> as the Vfoijr had 
privately tent nieftlsges to Tippur Chund, mfofmatioil of which he hlwfelf dpmmunicated to me, 
j-equeiUng be would undertake the office, 

X readily agreed to the nomination of Doorchur Dofs* that the Vizier might be convinced 
there was no Xffign, concealed under a fpecious appeal mice, at le ading him into a dependence qn 
the Company’s agents for the funds of his houfehold. In regard to i ippfir Chund, lie certainly 
holds the appointment of military Paymafter General, hut Hyder Beg Cawii has hitherto pof- 

felted the adtuui powers of that office, and the accoim; ars prepared by his agents,

I made a very fair trial of Hyder Beg Cl w tv’s difpoftfon, The plan of your new fyftero was 
left upwards of a month in his poflfeflioji, without my once touching upon the fubjefi with the 
Vizier, during which time he ainufed me wkb daily Imps of obtaining his Excellency^ appro¬ 
bation. When I SL length expei fenced his difindimuion to move m the hizfin^fe, my only 
alternative was to iroftft on a c ompliance, which fuggeiVed the idea of Hyder Iti Cawn* that 
Ti e had loft his influence, of which he took advantage to mike excutes for further delays. It 
was his advice to me to hold very peremptory language to the Vizier 5 but this l declined* as 1 
did not chute to incur Ids Excellency’s tlifpleafure, mufti ms dhibftth a confidence in Hyder 
Bog fi vva’s attachment upon the ruin of my own influence, I was directed, and my own in¬ 
clination prompted me, to treat the Nabob with the higheft rrfjSeflf. His difpolitfon yv,i$ well

The neceflary orders are iffued to put th tea furor of the haufebold in charge of his 
office, upon the plan propoled in the enclofed fetrer to Hyder Beg Cawn.

time to time, very full information on the different points which be was pai ticulany duecled to 
examine and explain. 

Tfte Vizier, it is true, brings to his charge the appointment of a Sezawat to T'urruckabad, 
contrary to Ills inclinations; and although in this mlLancc the Reiidvnt has not a£fed in confor¬ 
mity with the Governor General!* inftrn&iQns, yet the urgent uecdffity whichiftipelted him to 
this meafure has been repreteated to the Board in terms which would fcem to jtiftify his deviation 


from them. 


The next and principal ground of coinplaint fbted by the Vizier is the appointment of'a 1 rea- 
furer and Cumptroller, by the Refulent, of his own ehu%g, to receive the amount appropriated 
to the Ybrer’s lion lehold ounces, and to faperi ntend the dilburfement of the fame. It does not 
;lp . V v 1T l,y the Rcfidenfr letter of the 4 th March, that he has carried fiU interference in this 
matter in tar as is here reprefented. He tells the Nabob, that it is the Governor GenefalV wifh 
}m income Should be at his own difpofal; and though he recommends 1 ipperChvmd for the office 
of Trea&rer to the Viziers houfebokl, yet when this recoin in end at fo n is rcjedled by the Nabob, 
thcReftdem declares his p?rfedX indifference as to the per fan who Shall he appointed, but iXrongly 
the Nabob to make choice of a proper officer for that department. Indued the n 
tions of the Vizier and his Minifies and of oar Refident upon this fubjeflfc, are lo very different, 
tliat I feel myfeif at a loft rogive a decided opinion cm Mr, Eriftow’s omiu& in this htihuels. J he 
feu ird, I think, fivould immediately determines whetherdt is .neceflary for the Nabob to eftablifli 
foch an office, and in that cafe to d'ireft Mr. Bn How not to interfere in the recommendation or 
appoint nun it of the per Lon who is to he put in charge of it. 

The Nabob Vizier muUHs'Minifter, in the court;* of their correlpomlenco with the Governor 
Genera!, acqifc Mr. BriiXovy, not only of treating the Nabob with dilrcfpeft, but even with m- 
di Juuv ; it muff, however, be remembered, that while the former doles his addrefe Willi a hope, 
which he has long clierifhed, of being relieved from the rdufenceof any perfon on the part of this 
Government at Ids Court, the tarter concludes with a requeft to be confirmed in the appointment 
whic h he now holds, of Miniiler to the Vizier, and to bk emmfled with tliu management of the 
CompanvN concerns with him. ft is but reafoiaable, therefore, to fuppofej that the reprefenta- 
tions again ji Mr, Jtrihow are, from thefe drcumfUnees, rather overcharged. Upon the whole, 
I Am of uniniou. that it wM be proper for this Board to afford the Refidcnt an op port unity of 
pj vmg autre fully to the charges brought again ft .Win by the Nabob and his MXllifler, before 
tiiiJly decide upon the propriety or validity of thole charges.

The fit nation of affairs lie re, from the behaviour ard conduX of Mr- BrilJovf, I formerly rt~ 
prdonfed to you; what has ft nee occurred is as follows ? 

His Higbriefs Lift year a^pomted MouJovvi Mub*en, a man learned in the laws, tojfcrefide 
<iver the Court of Aclalut, and from ‘(hat period all fuits between contending parties have been 
determined by him agreeably to the Shorn ; and the dairy of fuch ftiits and deeifions thereon 
by him is forthi orrnng. To eflaHllfb his authority over every department of government* and 
to annihilate that of Ills Highneis, are the objects of Mr. Briltow: He has appointed Mr* 
Cooper Onwrogeth of the Adaulet, and Mr, Cooper, with the authority of a fuperior lord or 
matter, ha:; wrote his awards, or dultklnit on the petitions of complainants* fuch as concerned 
the Aumihs ro,p 3 tecute to them, and fuch as belonged to the city of Lucknow, to the Vizier; 
anti thefe petitions, thus fuperferibed by him, he fowl to me, directing me to caufe the leal of 
the Navvauh to be affixed to them* I anfWered, that 1 would reprdent the matter to bis 
High 1 iefs* 1 repnifenttd it accordingly, and lhewed him the petitions fuperferibed by Mr, 
Cooper: His Highhcfs fa id, that they were evidently tb& inflruments of bis (iifhonaur, and of 
tt\it extinction of his authority; Inalinuch as lie had fuperferibed the petitions of the country 
complainants with his daftkhut, directed to the Aumils, rind thole of the inhabitants of the city 
to him, as if he were the cutwal of the city of Lucknow, ami that he would never fubmit *0 it: 
De firing that thefecircumftartces might be written to you, that what aver might be your plea fore in 
bis behalf, you might a£fc agreeably thereto* I waited on Mr* Bn How, bur did not inform him 
of my reprefen tat ion to the Vizier; I only told him that fuch petitions, fo fo|>erlerihcd with the 
duttkhut of Mr. Cooper, had been received, and that Mr* Cooper h d required the Nuwauh # s 
leal to be affixed to them; adding, that if he had ordered me fa to do, 1 would jfeprt fern the 
hufmeftto the Nuvyaub. He replied, that it was not infaft neceflary to inform the Vizier; 
whenever he Ihould let tie and arrange the plan of the Adaiut, I might reprefent it to him* 
After this he alked me if I had received any intelligence from Calcutta: I replied in the negative* 
He then fpoke of affairs in Europe, that the Governor General, and other < ientlemen of the 
Council^ were difinifled; and he then proceded to reflect on your conduX ii fuch a manner, 
that neither at the time had I the power to endure his reflexions, nor have 1 now the htart or 
the hand to write them. I ftid, on this occafion, what my tongue enabled me to fry, refpe£tinjr 
your qualified ohferving, thr f owing to your appearances were fupporttfd and kept up towards 
the Chiefs of Hindoftan: and that which God forbid, you fhould goto Europe, even thofe 
appearances would remain no longer, and that a world would be involved in ruin. Mr* Bn flow 
was offended at this observation; he fold, that he had not fpoke of the Governor, hut at the 
time when he was difmiffijd, if he had not been difmiffi-d he would not have mentioned tbefo 
things.

The Governor General having feen the minutes of the other Members of the Board, recorded 
<m the igth inftant, delivered the following opinion thereon, which was font in circulation : 


The Governor General* 

t mean not > condemn Mr, Briflow, nor am I his accufer. It is highly proper and regular 
that hehe furnifhcd wit h the complaints which have been prefrrrrtl againit him, and his defence 
received, or time allowed to make it, before any meafures be taken with refpect to him per formal¬ 
ly, or his office* 

The Nabob Vizier is alfo entitled to fome degree of tendernefs, although it has been too much 
the cuftotn to regard and treat him as a vailal of the Company, and the mere political inti rumen t 
ot this government. He* has accufcd .Mr. Briftow of .illuming the ton? of command in his per¬ 
sonal arfdrefles ; of appointing a Trrafurer and Comptroller of his domeftic expences; offending 
Tccjuifitions in the Nabob Vizier’s name for military detachments, without the Nabob’s authori¬ 
ty; of writing letters in the Nabob's name, for the receipt and dilhurfcment of money, and com¬ 
pelling the \ izief' Moon thee to affix the Vizier's real without his authority; of diihanding h>s 
troops without con foiling him; of nominating and fbtioning fezawuls at Furruckabad and other 
places, without the Nabob’s authority, and ufing bis own in infhnces in which the Nabob Vi¬ 
zier has refufed to gram it: And from papers fubfcquently received, and which I have laid before 
the Board, affefli charge appears agatnll Mr. Onflow, of having conferred-on ,V.r. Cooper the 
chid adminifir.trion ot juftice over the Nabob Vizier’s dominions. 

Theft* charges arc true, or they arc falfe. If they are true, they are grievances of the moft 
inveterate kind; and the faith and intereft of the Company, and of this government, are con¬ 
cerned in redreffing them; and the firft ftep neceffary to this end is to pafs an order tor revoking 
the ails on which they are founded, and which conftrue them luch, If tile charges are falfe, dm 
order will prove ineffeftive, and, attlie woril, will do no harm. 

This is not a time to try Mr. Briftow’s adis by theteft of his in(lru£Hons. I certainly did not 
mean to give Mr. Briftow an authority to do what I never would dare to do myfelf; and am 
plealed that there are proofs on record of my principles with reipetft to the Nabob Vizier, which 
arc moft repugnant to every fpecies of violence and ufurpation.
